10 0ur Offices: If we draw me1i .nto Judg- 
ment and Coudemmation, fo do the Catch- 
poles we pray for an encreaſe of Wick- 
edneſs tm the World, to do they; nay 
and more zealouſly than we, for it is 
their /zvelibood, and we do it only for 
company : And in this the Catchpoles 
are worſe than the Devils; they prey 
upon their own Kind, and worry one 
another, For ozr parts, we are Azgels 
(till, though black ones, and were turn'd 
into Devils only for aſpiring into an 
equality with our Maker : whereas the 


; very corruption of mankind is the genera- 


tion of a Catchpole. So that, my good 
Father, your labour 1s but loſt in plying 
this Wretch with Reliques ; for you may 


? as ſoon redeem a Soul from Hell, as a 
| Prey out of his Clutches. In fine, your 


Algonazils (or Catchpoler) and your De- 


4 ils are both of an Order, only your 
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Catchpole-Devils wear Shoes and Stockings, 
and we go barefoot after the Faſhion of 
this Reverend Father; and (todeal plain- 
ly ) have a very hard time ont. 

[ was not a little ſurpriz'd to find the 
Devil (o great a Sophiſter, but all this 
notwithſtanding, the holy man went on 
with his Exorciſm, and to ſtop the Spi- 
Tits mouth, waſh'd his Face with a little 
Holy Water, which made the Demoniac 
ten times madder than before, and ſet 
him a yelping ſo horridly, that it deat- 
ned the Company, and made the very 
ground under us to tremble. And now, 
lays he, you may, perchance, imagine 
this extravagance to be the effe&t of 
your Holy Water 3 but let me tell you, 
that meer i/ater it ſelf would have done 
the fame thing; for your Catchpole hates 
nothing in this World like Water, [ eſpe- 
cially that of a Grays-Imn Pump.) But 
to conclude, They are fo reprobated a

wy Soul; [ have a great mind with your 
teave, to ack the Devil a few Queſtions, 
and who knows but 2 man may be the 
better for his Anſwers, though per- 
chance contrary to his intention? Keep 
him only 1in the interim from torment- 
ing this poor Creature. The. Conjurer 


granted my requeſt, and the Spirit | 


went on with his babble. Well, fays 
he ſmiling, the Devi! (hall never want 
a friend at Court, ſo long as there's a 
Paet within the Walls, And indeed the 
Poets do us many a good turn, beth by 
P:mping and otherwiſe z but it you, ſaid 
he, ſhould not be kind to us, (looking 
upon me) you'l be thought very un- 
grateful, conſidering the honour of your 
entertainment now in Hell, 1 ask't him 
then what ſtore of Poets they had: 


whole ſwarms, fays the Devil; fo many, 
that we have been torc'd to make _ h 


roo 
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room for them: Nor is there any thing 
in nature ſo pleaſant as a Poet in the firſt 
Year of his Probationz he comes ye la- 
den forſooth, with Letters of Recom- 
mendation to our Superiours, and en- 
quires very gravely for Charon, Cerberas, 
Rhadamanthus, FEacus, Minos. 

Well, faid I, but what's their puniſh- 
ment. (for I began now to- make the 
Poets caſe my own.) Their pnniſhments, 
quoth the Dzvi/, are many, and ſuited 
to the Trade they drive. Some are 
condemn'd to hear other mens works : 
(and this is the Plague of the Fidlers 
too) We have others that are in for a 
thouſand years, and yet ſtill poring up- 
on ſome old Stanza's they have made of 
Jealouſte. Some again are beating their 
fore-heads with the palms of their 
bands, and gen boring their very Noſes 
with hot Irons;. in Rage that they can- 
not come to a reſolution, whether they 
ſhall ſay Face or Viſage; whether they 
ſhall write Jay! or Gaol; whether Cory 
or (unny, becauſe it comes from Cuni- 
culys, a Jabbet. Others are biting 
their Nails to the quick, * and at their 
Wits end for a Rhbime to Chinmey, and 
B 4 dozing 
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dozing up and down in a brown (tudy, 
till they drop into ſome hole at laſt, and 
give us trouble enough to get them out 
again. But they that ſuffer the moſt, 
and fare the worlt, are your Comick 
Poets for whoring ſo many Queens and 
Princeſſes upon the Stage, and coupling 
Ladies of Honour with Lacqueys, and 
Noblemen with common Strumpets, 10 
the winding up of their Plays; and for 
giving the Baſtinado to Alexender and 
Julizs Ceſar 1n their [nterludes and Far- 
ces. Now be it known to you, that we 
do not lodge theſe with other Poets but 
with Petty-Foggers and Attorneys, as 
common Dealers in the Myſtery of 
Shifting, Shuffling. Forging, and Cheat- 
ing : And now for the diſcipline of HeNy, 
you are to underſtand we have in- 
comparable Harbingers, and Quarter-Ma- 
Sters : inſomuch that let them come in

2 Fools we diſpos'd of among the Aſtrolo- 
2 gers and Alchymiſts, In the number, 
7 there was one notorious Martherer, and 
{ him we pack'd away to the Gentlemen

of the Faculty, the Phyſicians, The 
Broken Merchants we kennel'd with Ju- 
das for making 1]| Bargains. Corrupt 
Miniſters and Magiſtrates, with the Thiaf 
on the left hand. The Embroylers of 
Affairs, and the Water-bearers take up 
with the Vintners; and the Brokers with 
the Fews, Upon the whole matter, the 
policy of Hell is admirable, where eve- 
ry man has-his place according to his 
condition. 

As I remember (ſaid I ) you were 
ſpeaking e'en now concerning Lovers, 
Pray tell me, have you many of them 
in your Dominions? I ask, becauſe I 
am my felt a little ſubject to the itch of 
Love as well as Poetry. Love (ſays the 
Devil) is like a great {pot of Oy], that 
diffuſes it ſci; every where, and conſe- 
quently Hel} cannot Gat be ſuthciently 
ftockt widh that fort of Vermine. But 
let me tell you now, we have ſeveral 
forts of Lovers; ſome dote upon them. 
ſelves; other upon their P«/f; theſe 
upon their own Diſcourſes 3 thoule upon 
their own AF7925; and once in an Age 
perchance, comes a fellow that dotesg 
upon his own Wife; but this is very 
rare, 
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rate, for the Jades commonly bring their 
tluſbands to repentance, -and then the 
Devil may throw his Cap at them. But 
above all, for ſport (if there can be any 
in Hell ) commend; me to thoſe Gawd, 
Monſieurs, who: by the 'variety of Co- 
lours and Ribbands they wear ( F2- 
vours as they call - them) one would 
ſwear, were only dreſsd up for a Sam- 
ple, or kind of: Inventory of all the Cew- 
Gaws that are to be had for love or 
money at the Mercers. Others you ſhall 
have ſo overcharged with Peruque, that 
you'd hardly know the Head of a Cava- 
lier, from the ordinary Block of a izre- 
Womm: And ſome again you'd take 
for Carriers, by their Packets and Bun- 
dles of Love! etters: which being made 
combuſtible by the fire, and flame they 
treat of, we are ſo thrifty , as to emplay 
upon the (tindging ot their own Tails, 
for the ſaving of better Fuel. But, oh! 
the pleaſant poſtures of the Maiden- 
Lover, when he 1s upon the practice of 
the Geztle Leere, and embracing the Air 
for his Miſtreſs! Others we have that 
are condemn'sd for Feeling, and yet ne- 
ver come to the Touch: Theſe pals for a 
kin$ 
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kind of Buffoow Pretenders , ever upon 
the Vigil, but never arrive at the Feſti- 
val. Some again have loſt themſelves 
with Judas for a Kiſs. 

One Story lower is the abode of conr- 
tented Cuckolds; a naſty poiſonous 
place, and ſtrewed all over with the 
Horns of Rams and Buils, &c. Now 
theſe are ſo well read in Women, and 
know their deſtiny fo well before-hand, 
that they never fo much as trouble their 
heads for the matter. Ye come next to 
the Admirers of old Women; and theſe 
are wretches of ſo. depraved an Appe- 
tite, that if they were not kept tyed up, 
and in Chains, they'd horle the very 
Dewils themſelves, and put Barabbas to 
his Trumps to defend his Buttocks : For 
the Truth is, whatever yo may think of 
a Devil, he paſles with them for a very 
Adonis or Narciſſus. | 

So much for your Curiofityz a word 
now for your Inſtruction. If you would 
make an intereſt in Hell, you muſt give 
over that Roguy way you have got of 
abuſing the Devils in your Shews, Pi- 
Qtures, and Emblemes : One while for- 


footh we are Painted with Claws or Ta- 
lon:, 
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lons, like Eagles or Griffons. Another 
while we are dreſt up with Tails, like 
ſo many Hackney-Jades with their F/y- 
flaps: And now and then you ſhall ſee a 
Devil with a Coxcomb. Now I will not 
deny, but ſome of us may indeed be ve- 
ry well taken for Hermites, and Philoſo- 
phers, If you can help us 1n this point, 
do; and we ſhall be ready to do ye 
one good turn for another. I was asking 
Michael Angelo heze a while ago, why 
he drew the Devils in his Great Piece of 
the Laſt Judgment, with ſo many Monkey 


Faces, and Jack: Pudding Poitures. His 


anſwer was, That he follow'd his Fancy, 
without any Malice in the World, for 
as then he tad never ſeen any Devils; 


| nor (indeed) did he believe that there 
- were any; but he has now learn'd the 
: contrary to his coſt. There's another 
; thing too we take extremely ill, which 
: 1s, that in your ordinary Diſcourſes, ye 
2 are out with your Purſe preſently to e- 
| very Raſcal, and calling of him Devil. 
2? As for Example , Do you ſee how this 
4 Devil of a Taylor has ſpoil'd my Suit ? 
S bow the Devil has made me wait > how 


this Devil bas couzen'd me, &c. which 
15 
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is very ill done, and no ſmall diſparage- 
ment to our Quality, to be rank'd with 
1aylors: A Company of Slaves, that 
ſerve us in Hell only for Bruſhwood ; 
and they are fain to beg hard to be 2d- 
mitted at all: though I confeſs they 
have. poſſcſzor on their (ides, and Ca 
ftom, wtuch is another Law. Being in 
poſſeſſron of Theft, and ſiolr(Goods, they 
make much more Conſeignee of keep- 
iog your Stxffs, than your... Holy-Dayr, 
grumbling and domineering at every 
turn, if they have not the: ſame reſpect 
with the Children ot'the Family. - Ye 
have another trick too of giving every 
thing to the Devil, that 'difpleaſes ye, 
which we cannot but take very unkind- 
ly. The Devil take thee, ſays one: +A 
goodly preſent I warrant ye 3 but the 
Dewil hath ſomewhat elſe to do, than to 
take and carry away- ali that's given 
him; if they'll come of themſelves, let 
them come and welcome. Another gives 


that whelp or a Lacquey to the Devzl, 


but the Devil will none of your Lacqueys, 
he thanks ye for your love; a pack of 
Rogues that are commonly worſe than 
Devils, and to fay the truth , they are 
good 
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good neither roaſt nor ſodden. I give 
that [talian to the Devil, cryes a third; 
thank you for nothingz For ye ſhall 


have an Italian will chuſe the Dewrf 


himſelf, and take him by the Noſe like 
Muſtard. Some again will be giving'# 
Spaniard to the Devil; but he has beer 
ſo cruel where ever he has got footing; 
that we had rather have his Room than 
his Company , and make a Preſent 'to 
the Grand Seigzior of his Nutmees.

They 
are at this preſent in Conſultation about 
an Impoſi upon the High-way to Hel; and 
indeed payments run ſo high already, 
and are fo likely to encreaſe too, that 
'th much fear'd in the end, we ſhall 
quite loſe our Trading and Commerce. 
But if ever they come to put this in 
Execution, we ſhali be ſo bold as to 
treat them next bout, to the Tune of 
Fortune my Foe, &c.

Courſe 
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courſe with ſomewhat out of that ele- 
ant and excellent Poet ; 

* Put the Caſe (lays he) that a Voice 
* from Heaven ſhould ſpeak, to any of us 
© after this manner. What doſt thou ail, 
© O Mortal Man 2? Or to what purpoſe is 
* it to ſpend thy Life in Groans and Com- 
© plaints under the apprehenſton of Death ? 
* Where are thy paſt Tears and Pleaſures 2 
* Are they not vaniſht and loit in the Flux 
© of Time, as if thou hadſt put Water into 
© 2 Steve? Bethink thy ſelf them of a Ree 
© treat, and leave the World with the ſame 
* content and ſatisſaFion, as thou wouldit 
© do a plentiful Table, and a jolly Com- 
© pany «porn 4 full Stomach. Poor Fool 
© that thou art! Thus to macerate and 
© torment thy ſelf, when thou mayſt enjoy 
* thy Heart at eaſe, and poſſeſs thy Soul

This paſſage brought into my mind 
the Words of Job, Chap. 14. And I was 
carried on . from one Meditation to 
another, till at length I fell faſt aſleep 
over my Book; which I aſcribed rather 
to a favourable Providence, than to my 
natural Diſpoſition.

Ye may ob- ( 
ſerve that when a Patient comes to dye, d 


the Apothecaries Mortar rings the Paſ- tt 
ſing-Bell, as the Prieſts Requiem finiſhes ” 
the bufinefs. An Apothecaries Shop is $. 
(in effe&) no other than the Phyſecians w 
Armory , that ſupplies him with Wea- ! y, 
ponsz and (to ſay the truth) the [z- wo 
ſtruments of the Apothecary and the my 
Souldiers are much of a quality : What 3 
are their Boxes but Petards ? Their Sy- '7 jg 
ringes, Piſtols, and their PiUs, bat Bul- & fey 
kti? And after all, conſidering their $ $kj 
Pur- ; 
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Purgative Medicines, w2 may properly 
enough call their Shops Purgatory; and 
why not their Poyſors Hel 2 their Pati- 
ents the Damn'd? and. their Maſters 
the Devils > Theſe Apothecaries were 
in Jacquets wrought all over with Res

Or to ſtay for a dreſling with Dr. Wha- 
chum's Plaiſter, that (ball fetch up a man's 
Leg to the ſize of a Mill poſt? When [ 
ſaw theſe people Rerded with the Phy- 
ficianr, methought the Old (luttiſh Pro- 
verb that ſays, There is a great diſtance 
between the Pulſe and the Arſe, was much 
to blame for making ſuch a difference 


in their Dignities, for I find none at all; © 


but the Phyſiciax skips in a trice from 
the Pylſe to the Stool and Qrinal, ac- 
cording to the DoGtrine of Gale, who

Death is but the Period of your Life, as 
the firſt moment of your Birth is the be- 


| ginning of your Death: And effteQually, 


ye Dye Living, and your Bones are na 
more than what Death has left, and 
committed to the Grave, If this were 
rightly underſtood, every man would 
find a Memento Mori, or a Death's Head 
D 4 in 
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In bis own Looking-glaſs; and conſider 
every Houſe with a Family 1n't, but 
as a Sepulchre filld with dead Bo- 
diesz a Truth which you little dream 
of , though within your daily View 
and Experience. Can you imagine a 
Death elſewhere, and not in your ſelves? 
Believ't y'are in a ſhameful miſtake; for 
you your ſelves are Skeletons before ye 
are aware. 

But, Madam, under favour, what 
may all theſe people be that keep your 
_ Ladyſkip Company ? and lince you are 
Death (as you ſay) how comes it, that 
the Bablers, and Make-bates are nearer 
your Perſon, and more in your Good 
Graces than the Phyſicians * Why 
(ſaid ſhe) there are more people Talk'd 
to Death and diſpacht by Bablers, than 
by all the Peſtilential Diſeaſes in the 
World. And then your Make-bates, and 
Medlers kill more than your Phyſicians, 
though to give the Gentlemen of the 
Faculty their due, they labour night 
and day for the enlargement of our Em- 
pire. For you muſt underſtand , that 
though diſtemperd h:mours make a man 
ſick, 'tis the Phyſician Kills him 3 = 
looks 
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looks to be well paid for't too : (and *tis 
fit that every wen ſhould Jive by his 
Trade) ſo that when a+ man 1s askt, 
what ſuch or ſuch a one dy'd of ; He is 
not preſently to' make anſwer, that he 
dy'd of a Fever, Plenrifie, the Playue, 
Purpler, or the like 3 but that He dyed 
of the DoJor. In one point however 
I mult needs acquit the Phyſicians 3 Ye 
know that the ſtile of Right Hononr- 
able, and Right Worſhipful , which was 
heretofore appropriate only to Perſons 
of Eminent Degree and Quality, is now 
in our days uſed by all fort of little peo- 
ple; Nay the very Barefoot Fryars that 
live under Vows of Humility and Morts- 
fication, are ſtung with this Itch of Title 
and Vain Glory, And your ordinary 
Trades-men, as Vintners, Taylors, Maſons 
and the like, muſt be all dreſt up for- 
looth in the Right Worſhipful» whereas 
the Phyſician docs not ſo much court 
Honour of Appel/ation (though if it 
ſhould rain Dignities, he might be per- 
{waded happily to venture the wet- 
ting) but fits down contented with 
the Honour of diſpoſing of your Lives 
and Moregsz without troubling _ 
ſe] 
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ſelf about any other ſort of Reputa- 
tion 

The entertainment of theſe Lectures, 
and diſcourſes, made the way {cem ſhort 
and pleaſant, and we are juſt now en- 
tring into a Place, betwixt Light and 
Dark 3 and of Horrour enough, it D-ath 
and I had not by this time been very 
well acquainted. Upon one fide of the 
Paſſage I ſaw three moving Figures ;

other Company fince thou wert born, 
Thoſe three are, the World, the Fleſh, and 
the Devil ; the Capital Enemies of thy 
Soul: and they are ſo like one ano- 
ther, as well in Quality as Appearance, 


that © 
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that Effeually, whoever has One, hys 
All. The Proud, and Ambitious man 
thinks he has got the World, but it 
proves the Devil. The Lecher, and the 
Epicure, per{wade themſelves that they 
have gotten the Fleſh, and that's the 
Dewil too ; and in fine, thus it fares 
with all other kinds of Extravapants. 
But what's He there, ſaid [, that ap- 


; pears in ſo many ſeveral ſhapes? and 
fights againſt the other three ? That 


(quoth Death) is the Devil of Money, 
who maintains that He himſelt Alone is 
Equivalent to them Three , and that 
whereever He comes, there's no need 
of Them. Againſt the World, He argues 
from their own Confeſhon, and Expe- 
rience 3 for it paſſes for-an Oracle; that 
There's no World but Money; He that's 
out of Money, *s out of the World. Take 
away 4 man's Money, and take away his 
Life. Money anſwers All things. Againſt 
the ſecond Enemy, he pleads that Money 
1s the Fleb too: witneſs the Girls and 
the Ganymedes it procures, and main- 
tains, And againſt the Third, He urges 
that there's nothing to be done with- 
out this Devil of Money, Love does 


much

werch , but Money does All: And Afoney 
will make the Pot boyl, though the D:wil 
peſs in the Fire,” So that for ought I (ee 
quoth I) the Devil of maney bas the bet- 
ter end of the Staff. 
After this, advancing a little ſurther, 
I ſaw on one hand Jademznt; and Hl 
on the other (ror ſo Death call d ther) 
Upon the hight of H:U, making a ſtop, 
to take a ltricter Survey of it, D-4th askt 
me, what it was I Jookt at ? I told her 
it was He; and T was the more intent 
upon it, becauſe I thought I had ſcen it 
ſomewhere elle before. She queſtion'd 
m2, where? I to!d her, that I had ſen 
it in the Corruption and Avarice of 
IWicked Migiſirates 5 In the Pride and 
Haughtineſs of Grandees in the Appetites 
of the Voluptuaus, in the lwwd D-ſtens 


of Ruine and Revenge; 1n the Souls of ' 


Oppreſſurs; and in the Vanity of divers 
Princes. But he that would (ce it whole, 
and Entire, in one ſubject. muſt go to 
the Hypocrite, who is a kind of a Keligi- 
ous Broker, and puts out at five and forty 
per Cent, the wery Sacraments, and ten 
Command ments, 

I am very glad too (aid I) that I 


have 
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have ſeen Judgment as I find it here, in 
its Purity 3 for that which we call 
Judgment in the World, is a meer mock- 
ery: If it were like This, men would 
live otherwiſe than they do. To con- 
clude, it it be expeCted that our Judges 
ſhould govern Themſelves and Us by 
This Judgment , the World's in an ill 
Caſe 3 for there's but little oft there. 
And to deal plainly, as matters are, I 
have no great maw to go home agatn : 
for 'tis better being with the Dead, 
where there's Juſtice, than with the Lz- 
ving, where there's None.

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Devices. The Death of Love, I per- 
ceived, had very little Brain, and to 
keep her ſelf in Countenance, ſhe kept 
Company with Pyramas, and Thisbe ;

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The Death of Hunger was encompaſl- 
ſed with a Multitude of Avaritionws Mi- 
ſers, that were cording up of Trunks 3 
Bolting of Doors, and Windows ; Locking 
up of Cel/ars, and Garrets : and Nailing 
down of Trap-doors; Burying of Potsof 
Money, and ſtarting at every Breath of 
Wind they heard. Their Eyes were 
ready to drop out of their heads for 
want of ſ{zepz their Mouths and Belles 
complaining of their Hazds, and their 
Souls turn'd into Gold and Sztver (the 
Idols they ador'd.) 

The Death of Fear, had the moſt Mag- 
nificent Train and Attendance, of all the 
reſt, being accompanied with a great 
number of Oſarpers, and Tyrants, who 
commonly do Juſtice upon Themſelves, 
for the Injuries they have done to O- 
thers: Their own Conſciences doing 
the Office of Tormentors, and Aveng- 
ing their publick Crimes by their Pri- 
rate Sufferingsz for they live in a per- 
petual Anguiſh of Thought, with Fears 
znd Jealouſics. 

The Death of Laughter, was the laſt 


of all, and ſurrounded with a Throng > 
of prople, haſty to Believe, and ſlow to 


Repent ; 7 
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Repent ; Living without fear of 7u- 
ftice, and Dying without hope of Mer- 
cy. Theſe ace they that pay all their 
Debts and Duties with a Jeſt. Bid any 
of them, give every man his Dune, and 
returns what he has either Borrowed, or 
wrongfully taken, His anſwer is, Ton'd 
make. a man dye with Laughing, Tell 
him, my Friend, you are now 18 Tears, 
your dancing days are done, and your 
Body is worn out 5 what ſhould ſuch a 
Scar- Crow 4s you are, do with a Bed- 
fellow 2 Give over your" Bawrdy Haunts 
for ſhame, and don't 'make' a Glory of 
a Sin, when you are paſt the Pleaſure of 
it, and your ſelf upon all Accompts con- 
temptible into the Bargain. This Fellow 
(lays he) would make « man break his 
heart with Langhing. Come, come, ſay 
your Prayers, and bethink your ſelf of 
Eternity, you have one Foot in the 
Grave already, and 'tis high time to 
fit your ſelf tor the other World. Thor 
wilt abſolutely kill me with Laughing, I 
tell thee, mz 4s ſourd as a Roche, and I 
do not Remember that ever I was better 
in my Life. Others there are, that let 
a man adviſe them upon their Death- 
E 2 Beds, 
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Beds, and even at the laſt Gaſp, to ſend 


for a Divine, or to make ſome handſome 
ſetlement of their Eſtates, Alas, Alas ! 
they'll cry; 1 haze been as bad as this 
many a time before : and (with Falſtaffe's 
Hoſteſs ) I hope in the Lord there's no need 
to think of him yet. Theſe men are loſt 
for ever, before they can be brought to 
underſtand their Danger. This Viſion 
wrought ſtrangely upon me, and gave 
me 3ll the Pains and Marks Imagina- 
ble of a true Repentance. Well, (ſaid 
1) finceſo it is, that Man has but oe Life 
allotted him, and ſo many Deaths; but 
one way into the World, and fo many 
Millions out of it, I will certainly at my 
Return, make it more my Care than it 
has been, to live with a Good Con- 
ſctence, that I may dye with Com- 
fort. 

The laſt Words were ſcarce out of 
my Mouth, when the Cryer of the Court 
with a loud Voice, called out, The Dead, 
The Dead; Appear the D:ad. And fo 
immediately, I ſaw the Earth begin to 
Move, and gently opening it ſelf, to 
make way, firſt for ' Heads and Arms, 
and then by Degrees for the whole Bo- 
dies 
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dies of Men and Women, that came out, 
half muffled in their Night-Caps, and 
ranged themſelves in an excellent Order, 
and with a profound Silence.

As for Inſtance: Dyd 1 
ever make Ridiculous Wills (as you do) 
to oblige others to pray for a man in his 
Grave, that never pray'd for Himſelf in 
his Life & Did I ever rebel againſt my 
Superiours Or , was I ever ſo arrant 
a Coxcomb, as by colouring my Checks and 
Hair, to imagine that I could reform 
Nature and make my ſelf young again ? 
Can ye ſay that ever I put an Oath 10 a 
Lye; or broke a ſolemn Promiſe, as you 
do every day that goes over your Heads £ 
Did I ever enſlave my ſelf to Money 2 Or, 
on the other ſide make Ducks and Drakes 
with it ? and ſquander it away in Gaming,

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Revelline, and Whoring 2 Did my Wife 
ever wear the Breeches « Or , did I ever 
marry at all, to be reveng'd of a falſe 
Miſtreſs * Was I ever ſo very a Fool as #0 
believe any Man would be true 10 me, 
who had betra;'d his Friend 2 Or to ven- 
ture all my hopes upon the Wheel of For- 
tune £ Did I ever envy the Felicity of a 
Court- Life, that ſ.lls and ſpends all for a 
Glance £ What pleaſure did I ever take int 
the lewd Diſcourſes of Hereticks and Li- 
bertines?

Mother's Child of ye ſtark mad, ye 
would confeſs that Zueen Dick's were 
Golden Days to thoſe ye have had 
fince, and 'tis an ealie matter to prove 
what I ay. Will ye ſee a Mother now 
teaching her Daughter a Leſſon of good 
Government ? Child (ſays (he) you know 
that Modeſty is the great Ornament of 
your Sex 5 wherefore be ſure when ye 
come in Company, that you don't ſtand 
ſtaring the Men in the F ace, as if ye were 
looking Babies in their Eyes, but rather 
look a little Downward, as a Faſhion of 
Behaviour more ſuitable to the Obligati- 
ons of your Sex.

My Child (quoth He) That 
Trade can never be ſecure and open, fo 
long as Spain has any Enemy that's Po- 
rent atSea. And for the Genoeſes, they'l 
tell you this is no Injuſtice at all, but 
on the Contrary, a new way of quitting 
old Scores, and juſtifying his Catholick 
Majeſty for a good Pay-Maſter. I am 


no Enemy to that Nation, but upon the | 


Accompt of their Vices and Encroach- 


ments; and I confeſs, rather than fee ' 


theſe Raſcals proſper, I'd turn my elf 
into a Bonillon again, as ye ſaw me juſt 
now 3 nay, [did not care if 'twere into 
a Powder, though I ended my Days 11 a 
Tabaco Box. Good Sir, (aid I) com- 
fort your ſelf, for theſe People are as 
miſerable as you'd wiſh them. You 
know they are Cavaliers and Signiors 
already, and now (forſooth) they have 
an Itch upon them to be Princes : A Va- 
nity that gnaws them like a Cancer 3 and 
by drawing on great Expences, breeds a 

Worm 
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Worm in their Traffick, ſo that youll 
find little but Debt and Extravagance 
at the Foot of the Accompt. And then 
the Devil's in them for a Wench, info- 
much, that 'tis well if they bring both 
Ends together 3 for what's gotten upon 
the Change is ſpent in the Stews. 

This is well (quoth the Necromancer) 
and I'm glad to hear it. Pray tell me 
now, what price bears Honour and Hone- 
iz, in the World ? There's much to be 
ſaid (quoth I) upon that Point ; but in 
brief, there was never more of it in 
Talk, nor leſs in Efe#. Upon my Ho- 
neſty, crys the Tradeſman : Upon my Ho- 
nour , ſays his Lordſhip. And in a 
word, every Man has.it, and every 
Thing is it in ſome Diſguiſe or other : 
but duly conſidered, there's no ſuch 
thing upon the Face of the Earth. The 
Thief (ays, *tis more Honourable to Take 
than Beg. He that asks an Als, pleads, 
that *tis Homeſter to Beg than Steal. Nay 
the Falſe Witneſſes and Murtherers them- 
ſelves, ſtand upon their Points, as well 
as their Neighbours, and will tell ye 
that a Man of Honour will rather be bu- 
ried alive than Submit : (though they 
will 
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will not always do as they ſay) Upon 
the whole matter, every Man ſets up a 
Court of Honour within himſelf; pro- 
nounces every thing Honourable that 
ſerves his Purpoſe, and laughs at them 
that think otherwiſe. To ſay the truth, 
all things are now Topſte Twrovie. A good 
Faculty in Lying is a fair Step to Prefer- 


ment; and to pack a game at Cards, ' 


or help the frail Dye, is become the 
Marque and Glory of a Cavalier. The 
Spaniards were heretofore, I confeſs, a 
very brave and well-governd People : 
But they have Evil Tongues among 
them now adays, that ſay they might 
een go to School to the Indians to learn 
Sobriety and Vertue. For they are not 
really Sober, but at their own Tables, 
which indeed is rather Avarice, than 
Moderation ; for when they Eat or 
Drink at another Man's Coſt, there are 
no greater Gluttons in the World ; and 
for Fudling, they ſhall make th< bel 
Pot-Companion 1n Switzerland knock un- 
dcr the Table. 

The Necromancer went on with his 
Diſcourſe, and askt re what ftore of 
Lewzers and Attorneys in Spain at pre- 
lent ? 
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ent? 1 told him, that the whole 
World twarm'd with them, and that 
there were of ſeveral forts; ſome, by 
Profeſſion ; Others by Intruſion, and 
Preſ-mption 3 and ſome again by Study, 
but not many of the laſt, though in- 
deed ſufficient of every kind to make 
the People pray for the Egyptian Lo- 
cuſts and Caterpil/ars in Exchange for 
that Vermine.

We have had more Books pub- 
liſhe this laſt Twenty years, than in a 
Thouſand beforez and there hardly 
paſſes a Term without a new Author, 
in four or five Volumes at leaſt, under 
the Titles of Gloſſes, (ommentaries, Ca- 
ſes, Judgments, &c, And the great 
Strife is, who writes A/oft, not Beit; o 
that the whole Bulk is but a Zody with- 
out a Soul, and fitter for a Church-Yard 
than a Study. To lay the truth, Theſe 
Lawyers and Solicitors, are but ſo ma- 
ny Smoak Merchants, Sellers of Wind, 
and Troublers of the Publick Peace. If 
there were no Attorneys, there would 
be no Sxits ; if no Suits, No Cheats, No 
Serjeants, No Catchpoles, No Priſons; 


If no Priſons, No Judges, No Judges, ©: 


No Paſſion; No Paſſzon, No Bribery, or 


Subornation. 
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See now What a Train of Miſchiefs |: 


one wretched Petty Fogger draws after 
him; if you go to him for Counſel, he

Omer makes Jupiter the Author, 
H or .Inſpirer of Dreams; eſpe- 

cially the Dreams of Princes 
and Governers; and if the matter of 
them be pious and important, And 
it is likewiſe the Judgment of the 
Learned Propertizs, that Good Dreams 
come from above, have their weight, and 
ought not 10 be ſlighted. And truly I am 
much of his mind, and in the Cale of a 
Dream I had the other Night. As I 
was reading a Diſcourſe touching the 
End of the World, | fell aſleep over the 
Book, and Dreamt of 1he laſt Judg- 
#ent. (A thing which in the Houſe of a 
Poet is ſcarce admitted fo- much as in a 
Dream.)

Methought I ſaw a very handſome 
Youth towring in the Air, and ſound- 
ing of a Trumpet 3 but the forcing of 
his Breath did indeed take off much of 
his Beauty. The very Marbles, I per- 
ceived, and the Dead obey'd his Call; 
for in the ſame Moment the Earth be- 
gh to open, and ſet the Bones at Liber- 
ty, to ſeek their Fellows. The firſt 
that appear'd , were Sword-wen, As 
Generals of Armies, Captains, Lieute- 
nants, Common-Souldiers; who ſuppo-

vanc'd boldly, with a reſolution to 
take their Tryalz Which ſer the De- 
wvils all a laughing, the Guardian- 
Ange's of the Scriveners, and Attor- 
zeys, mov'd that the Evangeliſts might 
be of their Connſel, which the Devils 
oppos'd ; for (ſaid they) we ſhall inſiſt 
only upon the matter of Fad, and 
leave them without any poſlibility of 
Reply, or Excuſe. We might indeed 
content our fclves with the bare proof 
of what they are 5 for 'tis Crime enough 
that they are Scriveners, and Attorneys. 
With that, the Scriveners deny'd their 
Trade, alledging that they were Secre- 
{aries : 
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taries : and the Attorneys call d them. 
ſelves Solicitors. All was aid, in effect, 
that the Caſe would bear ; but the belt 
part of their Plea was Church-member- 
ſhip. And in fine, after ſeveral Repli- 
cations and Rejoynders, they were all 
ſent to Old Nicks fave only two or 
three, that found Aercy. Well (cry'd 
one of the Scriveners ) This "tis to keep 
lewd Company | The Devils calPd out 
then, to clear the Bar, and ſaid they 
{hould have occaſion for the Scriveners 
themſelves, to enter Proteſiations in 
the Quality of Publick Notaries, againſt 
Lawleſs and Diſorderly People : but 
the poor Wretches it ſeems could not 
hear on that Ear. To fay the Truth, 
the Chriitians were much more trouble- 
ſome than the Pagans, which the De- 
vils took exceeding [Il z but they had 
this to fay for themſelves, that they 
were Chriſten'd when they were Chil. 
drew, (o that *twas none of their Fault, 
and their Parents muft anſwer for't. Judas 
and Maibomet took ſuch Courage, when 
they ſaw two or three of the Scriveners, 
and Attorneys lav'd, that they were juſt 
ypon the point of Challenging their Clergy. 
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But they were prevented by the Do@or 
[ Ry Fe of , who was (et firſt to the 
Br, ompany with an Apethecary, 
and a B rber, when a certain Devil, with 
a great bundle of Evidences 10 his hand, 
inform'd the Court, that the preateſt 
part of the Dead there preſent, were 
ſent thither by the D:@or then at the 
Þar, in Confederacy with his Apothe- 
cary, and Barber, to whom they were 
to acxaowledge their Obligation for 
that fair Ail-mbly. An Argel then 1n- 
terpoſing for the D-fendent, recommen- 
ded the Apothecary for a Charitable 
Perſon, and one that Phyickd the Poor 
for nothivg 5 No warter for that (cry'd 
the Dez:/;) for | have him 1n my Books, 
and am able to prove, tht he has killd 
more People with :wo tile Boxes, than 
the King of Spain ha. done with two thou- 
fand Barrcls of Powder, 1 the Low-Conun- 
try Wars. All hi> Medicines are corru- 
p:ed, and his Cumpolitions hold a per- 
fect intelligence with the Plague : He 
nas utterly unpeopled a couple of his 
Neighbour Villages in a matter of three 
weeks time, The Do@or he letfly upon 
the Potkecary too, and ſaid he 'would 
maintain 
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maintain againſt the whole Colledge, 
that his Preſcriptions were according to 
the Diſpenſatory: and if an Apothecary 
would play the Knave or the Fool, and 
put in This for That, he could not help 
it. So that without any more words, 
The 'Pothecary was put to the Summer- 
Salt, and the DoGor and Barber were 
brought off, at the Interceſiion of St. 
Coſmus and St. Damian. 

After theſe, came a Dapper Lawyer,

Bout four of the Clock in a Cold 
A Froſty Morning, when it was 

much better being in a Warm 
Bed with a good Bedfellow, than upon a 
Biere in the Church-Tard; as I lay ad- 
viſing with my Pillow, Tumbling and 
Toſling a thouſand Love-Toys in my 
Head, I paſt from one Phancy to ano- 
ther, till at laſt, I fell into a ſlumber ; 
and there appear'd the Genizs of Di/- 
abuſe ; Laying betore me all the Fobes, 
and Vanities of Love; and ſupporting 
her Opinions , with great Authorities, 


| and Reaſons. I was carry'd then (me- 


thought) I knew not how into a fair 
Meadow: A Meadow pleaſant and 
agreeable infinitely beyond the very 
Fictions of your half-witted Poets, 

I with 
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with all their far-fetch'd Gilding, and 
Enameling; for a Paper of Verſes is 
worth nothing with them, unleſs they 
force Nature for't, and rifle both the 
Indies. This Delicious Field was wa- 
ter'd with two Riz lets; the One bitter, 
the Other ſweet 3 and yet they ming-

The Finiſhing and Materials were 
pleaſant to Admiration. The Portal 
ſpaciows , the Doors always oper, and 
the Houſe free to al Comers, which 
were very many. The Porter's Place 
was ſupply'd by a Women; exquilitely 
handſome, both for Face and Perſon ; 
Tall, Delicately ſhap'd, and ſet off with 
great Advantages of Dreſs, and Jewels. 
She was made up in fine, of Charms, 
and her Name (as I underſtood) was 


I 2 Beauty, 
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Beauty. She would let a man in to fee 
the Houſe for a Look; and that was all 
I paid for my paſſage. In the firſt 
Court, I found a many of both Sexes, 
but fo alterd in Habit, and Counte- 
nance, that they could ſcarce know one 
another.

Craftielt Diſtruſtful Looks ( Me- 


thought) bs 
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thought) that ever I ſaw. And withal, 
(as | obſervd) no ſmall Authority in 
the Place, which made me enquire after 
this Creature's Name and Office. My 
Name (quoth She) (for now it prov'd to 
be a Woman ) is Fealouſte, and methinks 
you and I ſhould be better acquainted, 
for how came you here elſe? However 
for your fſatisfaCtion , you are to un- 
derſtand that the greater part of the 
Diltemper'd people you fee here, are

[ paſt out of the Firjt ( ourt 1nto the 
Maids 9uarter, which was the very 
ſtrongeſt part of the whole Building, 
and fo't had need ; for divers of the 
Young IWenckes were fo extravagant and 
furious, that no other place would have 
held them. (The Wizes and Widows 
were 1n another Room apart.) Here ye 
ſhall have Oze, ſobbing and raging with 
Jealouſte of a Rival There Another Stark 
mad for a Husband; and inwardly bleed- 
ing becauſe ſhe durſt not diſcover it. A 
Third was writing of Letters all Riddle 
and Myſtery, Mending and Marring, till 
at laſt the Paper had more Blots than 
whole Words in it. Some were practiſing 
in the Glaſs the Gracious Smile, the Row! 
of the Eye, the Velver-1.iv, &c. Others 
again 
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again were in a Diet of Oatmeal, Clay, 
Chalk, Cole, Hard Wax, and the like. 
Some were conditioning with their Ser. 
vants for a Bal, or a Serenade, that the 
whole Town might ring of the Addreſs. 
Yes, yes, they cry'd, Toru can go to the 
Park with This Lady, and to a Play with 
That Lady, and to Banſtead with T'other 
Lady, and ſpend whole Nights at Beſte or 
Ombre with my Lady Pen-Tweezel 3 but 
by my Troth I think you are aſham'd to be 
ſeen in my Company. Some I law upon the 
very point of Sealing and Delivering. TI 
am Thine (crys one) and I hine alone, or 
let all the Devils in Hell, ec. But be ſurs 
you beconſtant. If I be not (lays he) let 
my Soul, &c. and the filly Jade beheves 
him. In one Corner ye (hould have them 
praying for Husbands, that they might 
the better love at Random: In another, 
nothing would pleaſe them but to be 
Marry'd Mens Wives, and this Diſcaſe 
was lookt upon as a little Deſperate. 
Some again (tood ready furniſhed with 
Love-L etters and Tickets to be caſt outat 
the Window, or thruſt under the Door, 
and theſe were look'd upon not only as 
Fools but Beaſt. 

I 4 Ll had 
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I had ſeen as much already as I de- 
fir'd, for I had learn'd of Old, that H: 
that keeps ſuch Company , ſeldom comes 
off without a ſcratch d Face: but if he 
wiſſes a Miſtreſs, he gets a Wife, and 
ſtands condemn'd to a Repentance du- 
ring Liſe, without Redemption, unleſs 
One of the Two dyes. For Women in 
this Caſeare worle than Pyrates; a Qaly- 
Slave may compound for his Freedom, 
but there is no thought of Rarſorr in 
Caſe of Wedlock. I had a good mind to 
a little Chat with ſome of them, but 
(thought I) they'll fanſie I'm in Love 


with them. And ſo 1 &en march'd off 


into the Marry'd Smarter, 

Where there was ſuch Ranting, 
Damnirg, and Tearing, as if Hell had 
been broke looſe. And what was all 
This ? but a Number of Women that 
had been lockt up and ſhacki'd by their 
Husbands, to keep them in Obedience, 
and had now broken their Priſons, and 
their Chains, and were grown ten times 
madder than before. Some I ſaw Careſ- 
ſing and Cokeſing their Husbands, in the 
very moment they deſign'd to betray them. 
Others were picking their Husbands 
Pockets 
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Pockets to pay now and then for a By- 
Blow. Some again were »por a4 Reli- 
giows point, and all upon the Humour ( for- 
ſooth) of Pilgrimages and I eFnres, when 
alas! they bad no other buſineſs with 
the Altars or Churches, than a Sacrifice to 
Venus, or a Love-meeting. Divers there 
were that went to the Bath ; But By- 
thing was the leaſt part of their Errand, 
Others to Conſeſſzon, that miſtook their 
Martyr for their Confeſor : ſome to be 
reveng d of Jealous Hutbands, were re- 
ſolving ts do the thing they teard; and 
pay them in their own Coin.

The next Quarter was that of the 
Grave and Wiſe; the Right Reverend 
Widows ; Women in appearance of 
Marvelows ſpuerity and reſerve, and yet 
every One of them had her weak fide, 
and ye might read ber Foly and Diſtem- 
per through her Diſgziſe. One of them 


I ſaw crying with one Eye for the loſs of 


one Husband, and laughing with t other 
upon him that was to come next. Ano- 
ther, with the Epheſſaz Matroz, was ſo- 
lacing her (clf with her Ga/art, before 
her Husband was thorough cold in the 
mouth; conſidering that he that dy'd 
half an hour ago, is as dead as William 
the Conquerour., There were ſeveral 
others paſling to and again, quite ot 
of their Mourning , that lookt ſo de- 
murely (T warrant ye) as if Butter would 
not have melted in their mouths, and 
yet Apoſtate Widows (as | was told) 
and there they were kept as {trictly, as 
ir they had been in the Spaniſh Ingquiſe- 
tion, Some were laying wagers, whoſe 
Mourning was molt a-/a-zrode, and 
beſt made: or whoſe Peak or Veil 
became 
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became her beſt : and ſetting them- 
ſelves off, with a Thouſand rricks of

Humour. Now thele Women were 
ablo- 
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abſolutely inſufferable, for they were 
wolt of them Old and Head-ſtrong, ha- 
viog got the better of their Husbands, 
ſo that they would be taking upon them 
to domineer here, as they had done at 
home ;. and indeed they found the Maſter 
of the Colledge enough to do. 

When 1 had tyr'd my ſelf with this 
Variety of Folly and Madneſs, I went 
to the Devotes 5 where I found a great 
many Women and Girls that had Cloy- 
fiered up themſelves from the Conver- 
ſation of the World, and yet were not 
a jot ſoberer than their Fe/ows, Theſe 
one would have thought might have 
been eafily cur'd, but many of them 
were in for their Lives, in deſpight of 
either Counſel or Phyſick, The Room 
where they were was Barricado'd with 
ſtrong Bars of Iron: and yet when the 
Toy took them, They'd make now and 
then a Sally : for when the Fit was upon 
them, they'd own no Syperiour but 
Love, come what would on't in the 
Event. The preater part of theſe good 
People, were writing of Tickets and 
Diſpatches, which had ſtill the Sign of 
the Croſs at the Top, and Satan at the 
Bottom, 
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Bottom, concluding with This, or ſome 
ſuch Poſtſcript : I commend this Paper to 
Jour *Diſcretion. The Fools of This Pro- 
vince would be Twatling Night and Day : 
and if it happened that any one of them 
had talk'd her ſelf a weary, (which was 
very rare) ſhe would preſently take 
upon her very gravely to admonilh the 
Reſt, and read a LeQure of Silence to 
the Company : There were ſome that 
for want of better Entertainment fell in 
Love with one another 3 but theſe were 
look'd upon as a fort of Fops and Nin- 
nies, and therefore the more favourably 
usd; but they'd have been of another 
mind, if they had known the Cauſe of 
their Diſtemper. 

The Root of all theſe ſeveral Extra- 
vapancies was Idlencſs, which ( accord- 
ing to Petrarch's Obſervation) never 
fails to make way for Wantonneſs. There 
was one among the Reſt, that had more 
Letters of Exchange upon the Credit of her 
inſatiable Deſires, than a whole Regiment 
of Banquiers. Some of them were ſick 
of their O!d4 Viſitor, and call'd for a- Freſþ 
mar, Others, by intervals, I perceived, 
had their Wits about them, and con- 

tented 
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tented themſelves diſcreetiy with he 
Phyſician of the Houſe. In ſhort, It een 
pity'd my heart to fee ſo many poor 
people in ſo ſad a Condition, and with- 
out any hope of Relief, as I gatherd 
from him that had them 1n care: for 
they were (till Puddering and Royling 
their Bodiesz and if they got a little 
Eaſe for the preſent, they'd be down a- 
gain, as ſoon as they had taken their Me- 
dicine. 

From thence, I went to the ſengle 
Women (fach as made Profeſſion never 
to marry) which were the leaſt Outra- 
gious, and diſcompos'd of all ; for they 
had a thouſand ways to Lay the Devil, 
as well as to Kaiſe him. Some of them 
livd like common High-way-men, by 
Robbing Peter to pay Paul; and ſtrip- 
ping honeſt Men to clothe Raſcals, which 
is (under favour) but a lewd kind of 
Charity. Others there were, that were 
abſolutely out of their {even ſenſes, and 
as Mad as March-Hares for this Witt, 
and rother Poet; that never fail'd to 
pay them again in Rhimes, and Madri- 
gals, with Ruby Lips; Pearly Teeth : (o 
that to read their Verſes, a Man would 
{wear 
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{wear the whole Woman to be directly 
Petrify'd. 


Of Saphir fair, or Cryſtal clear, 
Is the Forehead of my Dear, &c. 


I faw One in Conſultation with a 
Cunning-man to know her Fortune ; 
Another, dealing with a (onjurer for 
a Philtre, or Drink to make her Be- 
lovd. A third was daubing and patch- 
ing up an Old ruind Face, to make it 
freſh and young again: but ſhe might 
as well have been waſhing of a Black- 
moor to make him White. In fine, a world 
there were, that with their borrow'd 
Hair , Teeth, Eyes , Eye-brows , look'd 
like fine Folks at a diſtance, but would 
have been left as Ridiculous as /Eſop's 
Crow, if every Bird had fetchd away 
his own Feather, Deliver me (thought 
I, ſmiling and ſhaking my Head) if 1645s 
be Woman. 

And fo I ſtep'd into the Mens Quar- 
ter, which was but next Door, and only 
a thick Wall between. Their great Mi- 
ſery was that they were deaf to good ad- 
vice , obſtinately hating , and deſpiſing 
both 
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both Phyſick, and Phyſician : for if they 


would have either quitted, or chang'd, 
they might have been cared. But they 
choſe rather to dye, and though they 
ſaw their Errour, would not mend 
it. Which minded me of the Old 
Rhyme, 


Where Love's in the Caſe, 
The DoGor's an Aſs. 


Theſe Fools male were all in the 
ſame Chamber z and one might per- 
fealy read their Humour, and Diſtemper 
in their Looks and Geſtures, Oh! how 
many a gay Lad did I ſee there, in bis 
Poynt-Band, and Embroidered Veſt, that 
had not a whole Shirt to his Back! How 
many Hufſs and Highboys, that had no- 
thing elſe in their Mouths, but the Lives 
and Fortunes they'd ſpend in their ſweet 
Ladies ſervice ! that would yet have run 
five miles on your Errand, to have been 
treated but at a Three-pewny Ordinary / 
How many a poor Devil that wanted 
Bread, and was yet troubled with the Re- 
bellion of the Fleſh ! Some there were 
that ſpent much time in ſetting their 

: Peruquez, 
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Peruques, ordering the Muſtache, and 
dreſſing up the very Face of Lucifer 
himſelf for a Beauty; (The Womans 
Priviledge, and in truth, an Encroach- 
ment, to their prejudice) There were 
others, that made it their Glory to paſs 
for HedGors , Sons of Priam , Brothers 
of the Blade; and talk'd of nothing 
but Attacques, Combats, Reverjes, Stra- 
mazons , Stoccadoes: not conlidering 
that a naked Weapon is preſent Detah to 
a timorouws Woman. Some were taking 
the Round of their Ladies Lodgings, at 
Midnight, and went to bed again as 
wiſe as they roſe. Others fel/ i» Love 
by Contagion, and merely converſing 
with the Infected. Some again went 
Poſt from Church to Chappel, every Ho- 
ly-day, to hunt for a Miltreſs; and ſo 
turnd a day of Reſt into a Day of La- 
bour. Ye might ſee others skipping con- 
tinually from houſe to houſe, like the 
Knight upon a Cheſſ-board, without ever 
catching the (Queen or) Dame. Some 


' like craſty Beggars, made their (aſe worſe 
' than 'twar: And others though 'twere 


meer ſo bad, durſt not ſo much as open 
| their Mowths, Really it griev'd me for 
K 


the 
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the poor Mutes, and I wiſh'd with al! 
my heart, their Miſtreſſes had been 
Witches, that they avight have known 
their meaning by their Mumping ; but 
they were loſt to all Counſel, ſo that 
there was no adviſing them. There was 
another ſort of Elevated and Conceited 
Lovers: and theſe, forſooth , were not 
to be fatisfy'd without the Seven Libe- 
ral Sciences, and the Four Cardinal Ver- 
es inthe ſhape of a Vomar : and their 
Caſe was deſperate. The next I ob- 
fervd, were a Generation of modeſt 
Fools, that paſt there under the Notion 
of people diffident of themſelves. They 
were generally Men of good Under- 
ſtanding, but for the moſt part Toun- 
ger Brothers, of low Fortunes, and ſuch 
as for want of wherewithal to go to 
the price of higher Amonurs, were fain 
to take up with ordinary Stuff, that 
brought them nothing in the end, but 
Beggary and Repentance. The Hus- 
bands, 1 perceiv'd, were horribly furi- 
©1s, although in Manacles and Shackles, 
Some of them left their own Wives, and 
jel upon their Neighbours. Others, to 
keep the good Women in Awe and Obe- 
dence, 
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dience, would be taking upon them, and 
playing the Tyrarts, but upon the Up- 
ſhot they found their miſtake, and thar 
though they came on as fierce as Lions, 
they went off as tame as Muttors, Some 
were making Friendſhips with their 
Wives She- Friends: and agreeing upon 
a Croſs Goſſzpping whoever (hould have 
the firſt Child, 

The Widowers , that had bit of the 
Bridle, paſsd from place to place, where 
they ſtay'd more or leſs, according to 
their Entertainment, and ſo were in 
eftet as good as marry d, for as long, 
or 4s little a while as themſelves pleas d. 
Theſe liv'd fingle, and ſpent their time 
in viſiting firſt one Friend, then ano- 
ther, Here they fell in Love; There 
they kindled a Jez/ouſfte , which they 
contracted themſelves in one place, and 
curd it in another, But the Miracle 
was, that they all knew and confeſs'd 
themſelves a Company of Mad Fool? 
and yes continu'd ſo. Thoſe that had 
*kill in Mzſick, and could either Sig or 
Fiddle, made uſe of their Gifts, to put 
the filly Wenches that were but half 
Mop'd before, diredly out of their Wits. 

K 2 They 
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They that were Poetica! were perpe- 
tually hammering upon the Subjects 
of Cruelty and Diſappointment. One 
tells bis Good Fortune to another, that 
requites him with a ſtory of Eis Bd. 
They that bad ſet their Hearts upon 
Girls, were beating the Streets al/ day, 
to find what Avenues to a Lady's Lodg- 
ings at night, Some were tampering 
and careſling the Chamber-maid, as the 
ready way to the Miſtreſs. Others 
choſe rather to put it to the puſh, and 
attempt the Lady her ſelf. Some were 
examining their Pockets, and taking a 
view of their Furniture; which con- 
ſiſted much in Love-Letters, delicately 
ſeal d up with perfum'd Wax, upon raw 
Silk; and a thouſand pretty Devices 
within; all wrapt up in Riddle and 
Cypher. Abundance of Hair- Bracelets, 
Lockets, Pomanders, Knots of Ribband, 
and the like. There were others that 
were call'd the Husbands Friends, who 
were ready upon all occaſions to do 
this, and- to do that Kindneſs for the 
FHuband. Their Purſe, Credit, Coach and 
Horſes, were all at his ſervice 3 And in 
the mean time, who but they to Gak 
lank 
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lent the Wife to the Park, the Gar- 


dens, to a Treat,or a Comedy ; where forty 
to one, by the greateſt good luck in the 
World, they ſtumble upon an Aunt, 
an old Houſe-keeper of the Family, 
or ſome ſuch Reverend Coer-betweer, 
thats a Well Willer to the Mathe- 
maticksz She takes the hint, performs 
the Cod Office, and the Work is 
done. 

Now there were two forts of Fools 
for the Widows; The one was Belowd, 
and the other ot. The latter were con- 
tent to be a kind of Voluntary Slaves, 
for the compaſſing their ends : but the 
other were the Happier 3 for they 
were ever at perfect Liberty to do their 
pleaſure , unleſs ſome Friend or Child 
of the Houſe perchance came in, in the 


, miſchievous Nick, and then in Caſe of 


2 little colour more than ordinary, or a 
tumbled Handkercher, 'twas but chan+ 
ging the Scene and Strugling for a Paper 
of Verſes or ſome ſuch buſnek to keep 
all in Countenance. Some made their

lity had fet at /iberty 3 and made a (hift 
$a get through. Upon which opportu-

Whereupon I 
t wakd, and recollecting my ſelf, found 
all was but a Dream.

y | gave me ſome diſorder, but with this 
4 ; comfort, that both ſleeping and waking, 
I had experimented paſſzorate Love to

T is utterly impoſiible for any thing 
in this World to fix our Appetite, 
and Deſires, but they are (till flit- 

ting and reſtleſs like P:lgrimsz delight- 
ed and nouriſh'd with Variety : which 
ſhews how much we are miſtaken in the 
Value and Quality of the things we co- 
vet. And hence it 1s, that what we pur- 
ſue with the greateſt Delight and Paſſron

Torre paſt the 
pleaſure of life your ſelf, and can't en- 
dure to ſee other people merry, that have the 
World before them. Conſider of itz you 
are now upon the point-of leaving the 
World, and 1 am but newly come intot. 
But 'tis the trick of all Old men to be

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Son, (aid the Old man, ſmiling) I ſhall 


| neither hinder, nor envy thy Delights,

What do ye think now of the 
Hypocrite, that cuts Jour Throat in bis

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an Hypocrite : ? lays Job. He netther has 
nor can have any: For he is Wicked as 
he is an Hypocritez and even his beſt 
Actions are worth nothing , becauſe 
they are not wnat they ſeem to be. So 
that of all Sinners he has the moſt to 
anſwer for. Other Offenders (in only 
againſt God, but the Hypocrite fins 
with Hi n as well as againſt Him, ma- 
king uſe of bis holy Name as a Cloak and 
Countenance tor his Wickedneſj, For 
which reaſon, our Bleſſed Saviour, af- 
ter many Apirm :ttve Precepts delivered 
to his Diſciples, for their T-ſtrudion ;

Ve wee nov! come to the Place the 
Old Man to!4 me of, where I found all 
according to my Expectation, and took 
the bipher ground, that | might have 
the better Proſpect of what paſt,” The 
firlt remarkable thing I faw was a long 
Funeral Train of K indred and Gueſts, 
following the Corps of a Deceas'd Lady, 
1:1 Company with the Diſconſolate 
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Widower 5 who marcht with his Chin 
upon his Breiſt, a ſal and a heavy 
pace 3 mutiled up in a mourning Hood, 
enough to have ſtifled him, with 2t leaſt 
Ten yards of Cloth upon his Body, and 
no leſs in his Train, Alack, Alack ! 
cryd1, that ever I ſhould hve to ſee (o 
diſmal a Spectacle ! On Blufl:d Woman! 
How did this Husband love Thee in 
thy Life Time, That follows thee with 
this Infinite Faith and Atection , even 
to thy Grave / And happy 'the Hul- 
band, doubtleſs, in a Wre that deſerv'd 
this Kindaels! and in ſo many tender 
Friends, and Relations, ro take part 
with him in his Sorrows. My Good Fa- 
ther, Jet me <ntreat you to obſerve this 
doletul Encounter. With that (ſhaking 
his head and (ſmiling) My Son, quoth he, 
Thou ſhalt by and by perceive, that 
all is nothing in the V/orld but Vanity, 
[mpoſture, and Conflraint; and 1 will 
{hew. thee the Difference between 
Things Themſelves, and their Appearan- 
ces. To ſie this Abundance of Torches, 
with the Magnificence of the (eremony 
and Attendance, One would think there

A fourth mutters 
that he 15 not plac'd according to his 
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Quality. Another crys out, 4 Pox of 


your Meetings, where there's nothing ſtir- 
ring but Worms meat. Let me tell ye 
further that the WWidower Himſelf is 
not griev'd as you imagine for the Dead 
Wife; but for the damn'd Expence 1n 
Blacks, and Scutcheons, Tapers, and 
Mowrners : and that (ſhe was not fairly 
laid to Keſt, without all this ado : for 
He perſwades himſelf, that ſbe weight 
hav? found the way to her Grave without 
a Candle, And fince ſhe was to dye, 'tis 
his opinion, that ſhe ſhould have made 
quicker work on't : For a Good IVife, 1s 
(like a Good Chriſtian,) to put her Con- 
ſcience in order betimes, and get her 
gone : without lingring 1n - the Hands 
of Do@ors, *Pothecaries, and Surgeons ;

Oh that I ſhould ever live 
to ſee this Day ! and then lhe fell to 
Blubberiug, Sobbing, and Raving a thou- 
ſand times worſe than betore. Alas, 
Alas ! who. will trouble himſelf with a poor 
Widow 8 I bave never a Friend left to 
look after awe ! What ſhall become of 
one £ n 
At this Pauſe came in the Choras, 
with their Noſe- Inſtruments; and there 
was ſuch Blowing, Snobbing, Sniveling, 
and throwing Snot about, that there was 
no enduring the Houſe. And all this, 
you mult know, ſervd them to a dou- 
ble purpoſe; that is to ſay, for Phyſich, 
and for Complement -: for it palt for the 
Condoling-Office, and purg'd their Head 
of 17- Humours all under one. I could 
not chuſe but compaſſionate the poor 
IVidow; a Creature forſaken of all the 
World ; and I told my Guide as much ;

Nor 
would any but a Sot, let (lip the 
bleſſed Opportunity of fo fair an En- 
counter. A handſome Woman! why 
what was ſhe made for, but to be loved e 
And He that has Her, has all that's 
Lovely, or Defireable in Nature. For 
my own part, I would renounce the 
World for the Fellow of her, and never 
d:fire any thing either beyond her, or 
beſide her. What Lightning does ſhe 
carry in her Eyes! What Charms, and 
Chains in her Looks, and _—_—— 
or 
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for the very Souls of her Beholders ! 
Was ever any thing ſo clear as her Forc- 
head ?

One would ſwear, that her Complexion 
had taken a Tin&ure of Vermilion and 
Milk : and that Nature had brought her 
into the World with Pearl, and Ru- 
bies in her Mouth. To ſpeak all 1n lit- 
tle, ſhe's the Miſter-piece of the Crea- 
tion, worthy of Infinite Praiſe, and 
Equal to our largeſt Deſires, and Imagr- 
nations. 

Here the Old Man cut me (hort, and 
bad me make- an end of my Diſcourſe, 
for thou art, ſaid He, a Man of mwxch 
wonder, and ſmall experience, and de- 
liver'd over to the Spirit of Foly and 
Blindneſs, Thou haſt thy Eyes in thy

We are not able ſometimes to ſay which 
way a River runs, till we thraw: 1n a 
ewig or ſtraw to find out the-:Cur- 
rent. And what will you ſay now, if this 
Prodigious Beauty, your new Miſtreſs, 
prove as Groſs a Cheat and Impoſture, 
as any of the Reſt? She went to Bed 
laſt night as Ugly as a Witch; and yet 
this Morning ſhe comes forth in your 
Opinion as Glorious as an Angel, -- The 
Truth of it 1s, ſhe hires all by the Day 3 
and if you did but ſee this Puppet alas 
to pieces, you will find her little elſe 
but Paint and Plaiſter.

For this (faid he) is 
the way to Paradiſe, and what ſhould 
they

there are ſo few Paſſengers * Do nat 
you know that in the Courſe of Na- 
ture, to Dye isto be Born ; to Live is to 
Travel; and the World is but a great 
Inn, after which it is but one Stage ei- 
ther to Pain or Glory. And with theſe 
words he March'd forward, and bad 
me God b'wye; telling me withal, that 
it was time loſt to linger in the way of 
Vertue, and not fafe to entertain ſuch 
Dialogues as tend rather to Curioſity 
than Inſtruftion. And fo he purſued 
his Journey, (tumbling, tearing his Fleſh, 
and Sighing, and Groaning at every ſtep;

had been in the Park. This minded me 
of the Old ſaying, Tel me thy Company, 
and I'll tell thee thy Manners ; and to 
ſave the Credit of my Education, I 
put my ſelf into the Noble Mode, and 
jogg'd on. And there was I at the firſt 
Daſh up to the Ears, in Bas, Plays, 
Maſquerades , Collations , Dalliances, A- 
monrs, and as. full of Joy as my Heart 
could hold. 

I was not here, as upon t'other Road, 
where folks went barefoot, and Naked, 
for want of Shoomakers and T aylors : for 
here were Enow, and to ſpare : Beſide 
Mercers, Drapers, Jewellers , Bodyer-ma- 
hers, Peruque-makers, Milleners , and a 
French Ordinary at every other Door.

Some 


Some of them (topt their Ears, and 
went on without minding us. Others 
we put out of Countenance, and they 
came over to us. And a Third (ort 
came out of pure Love to our Com- 
pany. 

After this, I obſervd a great many 
People afar off in a By-Path, with as 
much Cortrition, and Devotion, 1n their 
Looks, and Geſtures, as everl ſaw in Men, 
They walk'd ſhaking their Heads , and 
lifting up their Hands to Heaven; and 
they had moſt of them large Ears, 
and to my thinking Geneva Bibles, 
Theſe, thought I are a People of fin- 
gular Integrity , and (triftneſs of Life, 
above their Fellows : but coming nears 
er, we found thera to be Hypocrites : and 
that though they'd none of our Co 
pany upon the Roxd, They would n 
fail to meet #5 at our Journeys End. 
Faſting , Repentance, Prayer, Mortifica- 
tion, and other Holy Duties, which are 
the Exerciſe of Good Chriſtians, 10 Or- 
der to their Salvation , are but a kind 
of Probation to theſe men , to fit them 
for the Devil. They were follow'd by 
a Number of Devotes, and Holy Siſters, 

N that 
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that kiſs the Skirts of their Garments 
all the way they went, but whether out 
of Zeal, Spiritual, or Natural, is hard to 
ſay; and undoubtedly, ſome Womens 
Kiſſes are worſe than Judas's. For 
though bis Kiſs was Treacherows in the 
Intention, it was right yet in the Appl 
cation : but This was one Judas Kiln 
Another, which makes me- think there 
was more of the Fl:f5, than of the Spirit 
In the Caſe. Some would be drawing a 
Thread now and then out of the Holy. 
man's Garment, to make a Relique of. 
Others would cut out large Snips as if 
they had a Mind to ſce them Naked. 
Sowe again deſtr'd they would remen- 
ter them in their Prayers 5 which was juſt 
as mmch as if they had commended them- 
&* to the Devil by a Third Perſon, 

me pray'd for good Matches for their 
Daughters ; Others beg'd Children for 
themſelves : And ſure the Husband that 
allows his Wife to ach, Children abroad, 


will be ſo Civil as to take them Home, 


when they are given him. [In fine, theſe 
Hypocrites may for a while © perchance 
impoſe upon the World, and Delude 
the Multitade 5 but no Mask, or Diſ- 
guile

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guiſe 1s proot againſt the all-piercing 
Eye of the Almighty. There are I muſt 
confeſs many- Religious, . and Godly 
men, for whoſe Perſons and Prayers I 
bave a great Eſteem. But theſe are not 
of the Hypocrites Humour, to build their 
hopes and Ambition upon Popular ap- 
plauſe, and with a Counterfeit Humili- 
ty, to -proclatm their weakneſs , and 
unworthineſs ; their Failings; Yea and 
their Tranſgrefſhons in the . Market- 
Placez All which is indeed but a Trxe 
Tf for they are really what they 
y, though they would not be thought 
oO, » 4 
Theſe went apart, and were look'd 
upon to be neither Fiſh nor Fleſh, nor 
Good Red Herring, They wore the 
Naxe of Chriſtians 3 but they had nel 
ther the it, nor the Honeſty of Pagans. 
For They content_ themſelves with the 
Pleaſures of this Life , becauſe they 
know no ' better. But the Ahpocrite 
that's inſtructed both in the Life Tem- 
poral and Eternal , lives without either 


| Comfort inthe One, or Hope in the Other ; 
| and takes more pains to be damn'd , thax

vation : 
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vation. In ſhort, we went on our way 
in Diſcourſe. The Rich follow'd their 
Wealth , and the Poor the Rich ;, beg- 
ging there what Providence had deny'd 
them. The Stubborn and Obſtinate went 
a way by Themſelves, for they would 
hear no Body that was wiſer than them- 
ſelves, but ran hudling on, and preſt (till 
to be foremoſt, The Magiſtrates drew 
after. them, all the Sofficitors, and At- 
torneys. Corrupt Judges were carry'd 
away by Paſſzon and Avarice, And Vain 
and Ambitions Princes, trayPd along 
with them Principalities and Common- 
wealths.

zards and Hopes upon the Empty Promi- 
ſes of Princes, How long will you pur- 
ſue this Trade of Bloud and Rapine 2 And 
accuſtom your Ears , and Tongues to the 

= Tragica! 
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Tragical out-cries of, Burn z No Quar- 
ter; Kill, or Dye. It is not Pay, or Pil- 
lage , but Vertue that's a Brave Man's 
Recompence. Truſt to her , and ſhe not 
deceive ye. If it be the War ye Love, 
Come to Us; Bear Arms on the right 
fide, and we'll find you work, Do not you 
know , that Man's Life is a Warfare? 
That the World, the Fleſh, and the De- 
vil, are Three Vigilant Enemies? And 
that it is as much as his Soul is worth, to 
put Gimſerf but for one Minute out of 
his Guard. Princes cll ye, that your 
Blouds, ' and your Lives are Theirs , and 
that to ſhed the One , and loſe the Other, 
in their Service , is no Obligation, but a 
Dutz. To are ſtill however to look to the 
Cauſe; Wherefore turn head , and come 
along with us, and be happy. The Soul- 
diers heard all this with Exceeding Pa- 
tience and Attention : but the Brand of 
Cowardiſe had ſuch an effe&t upon them, 
that without ary more ado like men of 
Honour, they preſently quitted the Road ; 
Drew; and as bold as Lyons, chargd

The 
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The Miſery theſe poor Wretches en- 
dur'd, made me think my ſelf in the 
Right again; till I heard a Cry behind 
me, Make way there, make way for the 
*Pothecaries. Bleſs me , thought I, If 
They be here, we are certainly going to 
the Devil, And ſo it provd, for we 
were juſt then come to a little Door, 
that was made like a Moxſe-Trap, where 
'twas eafie to get in; but there was no 
getting out again. 

It was a ſtrange thing , that ſcarce 
any Body ſo much as Dream'd of Hell, 


, all the way we went, and yet every 


Body knew where they were, as ſoon as 
they came there : and cry'd out with 
one Voice, Miſerable Creatures | We are 
Danmn'd, we are Damn'd. That Word 
made my Heart Ake; And is it come to 
that? ſaid I, Then did I begin with 
Tears in my Eyes, to reflect upon what 
I had left in the World.

Own. And one thing that's caſt in our 
Diſh, 1s the ſelling of Tra»ſ/ations, o 
Dog-Cheap , that every $0t knows now 
as much, as would formerly have made 
a Paſſable DeFor, and every Naſty Groom, 
and Pol 5+y Lagquey is grown as familiar 
with MEer , frei, Ovid , as if 'twere 
Robinyſhe Devil ; The Seven Champions ; 
or 4 Piece of George Withers. He would 
have talk'd on, if a Devil had not ſtopt 
his Mouth with a Whift from a Row|l 
of his own Papers and Choak'd him 
with the Smoke on't. The Peſtilent 
| Fums 
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Fume would have diſpatch'd me too, 
if I had not got preſently out of the 
Reach on't. But I went my way, fay- 
iog this to my ſelf, If the Book-ſeller be 
thus Criminal, what will become of the 
Author ? 

I was deliverd from this Medita- 
tion, by the rueful Groans of a great 
many Souls that were under the Laſh, 
and the Devil Tyrannizing over them 
with Whips and Scourges, IT ask'd what 
they were , and it was told me, that 
there -was a Plot among the Hackney- 
Coach-men to exhibit an Information 
againſt the Devils , for taking the Whip 
out of their hands, and ſetting up 4 Trade 
they had never ſerv d to, (which is di- 
retly Contrary to Quinto Elizabethe) 
Well , ſaid I : but why are theſe tor- 
mented here? With that, an old Sowr- 
look'd Coach-man took the Anſwer out 
of the Devil's Mouth , and-4old me ; 
that it was becauſe they came $0: Hell on 
Horſeback, which they pretended, was 
a Priviledge that did not belong to 
Rogues of their Quality. Speak truth 
and be hang'd, cryd the Devil; and 
make an honeſt Confellion here. Say, 
Sirrah, 
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Sirrah, How many Bawdy Voyages have 
you made to Hackney * How many Nights 
have you flood Pimping at Mary-bone? 
How many Whores and K naves have = 
brought together * And how many Lyes 
have you told , to keep all private , ſince 
you firſt ſet up this ſcandalous Trade 
There was a Coachman by, that had 
ſervd a Judge , and thought *twas no 
more for his O!d Maſter to fetch a Raf 
cal out of Hel, than out. of Newgate; 
which made this Fellow ſtand upon his 
Points, and ask the Devil how he durſt 
give that Language to fo Honourable a 
Profeſſion : for (ſays he) who wears 
better Cloaths than your Coach-men £ Are 
not we in our Velvets, Embroideries, 
and Laces ? and as Glorious as ſo many 
Phaetons * Have not our Maſters reaſon 
to be good to us, when their Necks are at 
ſtake, and their Lives at our Mercy ? Nay, 
we govern thoſe, many times, that Govern 
Kingdoms ; and « Prince is almoſt in 
as munch danger of bis Coach-man, as of 
bis Phyſicien. And there are, that under- 
ſtand it too, and Themſelves, and Us; 
and that will not flick to truſt their 
Coach-men as far as they would do their 


Confeſſors, 
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Confeſſors. There's no Abſurdity in the 
Compariſon : for if they know ſome of 
their Privacies , we know more; yes, 
and perhaps more than we'll ſpeak of. 
What have we here todo? cry'd a De- 
vil that was ready to break his heart 
with Laughing. A Coach-wan in his 
Tropes and Figures * An Orator inſtead 
of a Waggoner The Slave has broke 
his Bridle, and got his head at Liberty, 
and now he'll never have done. No, 
why ſhould he? (fays another that had 
ſery'd a great Lady more ways than 
One) is this the beſt Entertainmene 
you can afford your Servants? your 
daily Drudges? I'm ſure we bring you 
good Commodity , well pack'd 5 well Con- 
dition'd ; well Perſumd; Tight, Neat, 
and Clean: Not like your City-ware 
that comes dirty to you, up to the 
Hocks 5 and yet every daggle Tail'd 
Wench, and Skip-K ennel, (hall be better 
us'd than We. Ah ! The Ingratitude of 
this Place ! if we had done as much for 
fome body elſe, as we have done for 
you, we ſhould not have been now to 
ſeek for our Wages. When you have 
nothing elſe to ſay, you tell me that I * 
am 
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F am punilh'd for carrying the S7c4, . the 
Gonuty, the Lame, to Church, to Maſs 
or ſome ſtragling Virgins, back again 
to their Cloyfler : Which 1s a Damn'd 
Lye; for I am able to prove, that all 
my Trading lay at the Play-houſes, Baw- 
dy-houſes, Taverns, Balls, Collations : Or 
elſe at the Tour a-la-mode , where there 
was (till appointed ſome After-meeting ; 
to treat of certain affairs, that highly 
import the Intereſt and Welfare of 
your Dominions. TI have indeed carry'd 
my Migtreſs ſometime to the Church- 
Door, but it (ignift'd no more than if I 
had carry*'d her to a Converticle; for 
all her buſineſs there, was to meet ber 
(rallant, and to tgree when they ſhould 
meet next; according to the way of De- 
votion now in Mode. To conclude; 
It is moſt certain, that I never took any 
Creature (knowingly) into my Coach, 
that had ſo much as a Good Thought, 
And this was fo well known, that zf 
was all one to ask, If. a Lady were a 
Maid ; or if ſhe had ever been in my 
Coach. If it appear'd the had; He that 
marry'd her , knew before hand, what 
he had to truſt to. And after all this 
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; nels in Hell, 
pecking at One Another, and nothing 
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ye have made us a fair Requital. With 


That the Devil fell a Laughing, and 
with five or ſix Twinging Jerks, half 
fley'd the poor Coach-Mar 3 fo that I 
was een glad to retire; 1n pity partly 
to the Coach.-Man, and partly to my 
ſelf; for the Carrying of a Coach-Man, 
is little better than the turning up of a 
Dungbil. 

My next Adventure was into a Deep 
Vault, where | began immediately to 
ſhudder, and my Teeth chatter'd in my 
Head. I ask'd the meaning of it 3 and 
there came pp to me a Devil, with 
Kib'd Heels, and his Toes all Mortify'ds 
and told me that That Quarter was al- 
lotted to the Byffoons and Drol/s, which 
are a People (ſays he) of ſo ſtarvd a 
Conceit, and ſo cold a Diſcourſe, that 
we are fain to Chain and Lock them 
up, for fear they ſhould ſpoil the Tem- 
per of our Fire. I ask'd if a man might 
ſke them. The Devil told me Yes, and 
ſhew'd me one of the lewdeſt Ken- 
And there were they at it, 


but the ſame Fooleries over and over 
again, that they had praftisd upon 
O Earth, 


' they condemn'd? ſaid I. 
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Earth. Among the Byffoons, | ſaw divers 


that paſs'd here in the World for Mer of 


Honeſty and Honour: which were in, 
as the Devil told me, for Flattery, and 
were a ſort of Byfſoons, that goes betwixt 
the Bark and the Tree, But why are 
The other 
Buffoons are condemn'd (quoth the De- 
vil) for want of Favour; and Theſe for 
having too much and abuſing it, You 
muſt know, they come upon us, (till at 
Unawaresz and yet they find all things 
in Readineſs; the Cloth laid, and the 
Bed made, as if they were at home. To 
ſay the Truth, we have ſome fort of 
Kindneſs for them : for they ſave us a 
great deal of Trouble in Tormenting 
one another, 

Do you ſce hins there * That was a 
wicked and a partial Judge : and all he 
has to ſay for himſelf, is, that he re- 
members the Time when he conld have 
broke the Neck of two Honeſt Cauſes, and 
He put them only out of Joynt. That 
good Fellow there, was a Careleſs Huf- 
band, and him we lodge too with the 
Buffoons. He fold his Wife's Portion, 
VWife and all, to pleaſe his Companions ' 
an 
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and turn'd both into an Annuity. That 
Lady there (though a great one) is fain 
to take up too with the Buffoons, for 
they are both of a Humour: What 
They do with their 1 atk, fb? does with 
her Dody, and ſeaſons it to all Appetites. 
In a word, you ſhall find Byfoons 1n all 
Conditions; and in effect, there are 
nigh as many as there are Men and Wo- 
men: for the whole World is given to 
Jeering, Slandering, Backbiting , and 
there are more Natural Luffoons , than 
Artificial. 

At my going out of the Vault, I ſaw 
a matter of a Thouſand Devils follow- 
ing a Drove of Pajtry-Mezn, and Break- 
ing their Heads as they paſsd along 
with Iron Peels, Alack! cry'd one of 
them, that was yet in a whole Skin, 1t 
is hard, the Sin of the Fleſþ (ſhould be 
laid to our Charge, that never had to 
do with Women. Impudent, Naſty Raj- 
cals (quoth the Devil ) who has deſerv'd 
Hell, if they have not ® How many 
thouſand men have theſe Slovens poy- 
ſon'd with the Greaſe of their Heads 
and Tails inſtead of Mutton-Sewet ? 
with Syot-Pies for Marrow? and Flies 
O 2 for 
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for Currans * How many Stomachs 
have they turn'd into Lay/ta/s with the 
Dogs-fleſh, Fore fleſh, and other Carrion 
that they have put into them? And do 
theſe Rogues complain (in the Devil's 
Name) of their Sufferings! Leave your 
Bawling, ye Whelps (lays he) and 
know, that the Pain you endure, 1s no- 
thing to that of your Tormentors. And 
for your Part (ſays he to me, with a 
ſowre Look ) becauſe you are a Stran- 
ger, You may go about your Bulinelſs ; 
but we have a Crow to pluck with theſe 
Fellows, before we part. 

I went next down a Pair of Stairs 
into a huge Cellar, where | ſaw men 
burning 1n unquenchable Firez and 
one of them Roaring, Cry'd out, I ze- 
wer over fold ; I never ſold, but at Con- 
ſcionable Rates, why am I puniſh'd thus? 
{ durſt have {worn it had -been Judas, 
but going nearer to him to ſee if He had 
a Red Head, I found him to be a Mer- 
chant of my Acquaintance, that dy'd 
not long ſince. How now, old Martir, 
(faid I) art thou there £ He was dogged 
becauſe I did not call him Sir, and made 
no Anſwer. I ſaw his Grief, and told 
him 
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him how much He was to blame, to 
cheriſh that Fanity even in Hel, that 
had brought him thither. And what 
do you think on't now (faid I) Had not 
you better have traded in Blacks than 
Chriſtians? Had mot you better have 
contented your ſelf with a Little, honeſtly 
got, than run the hazard of your Soul 
for an Eſtate; and have gone to Heaven 
a foot, rather than to the Devil on horſc- 
back? My Friend was as mute as a Filh ; 
whether out of Anger, Shame, or 
Grief, I know not. And then a Devil 
in Office took up the Diſcourſe. Theſe 
Pick: Pocket Rogues, (lays he) Did they 
think to govern the World . with their 
own Weights and Meaſures, in Secula 
Seculorurms £ Methinks, the Blinking, and 
falſe Lights of their Shops, ſhould have 
minded them of their Yuarter, in the 
Other World , aforehand. And tis all 
a Caſe, with Jewelers, Goldſmiths, and 
Other Trades, that ſerve only to Flatter 
and Bolſfter up the World in Luxury, 
and Foly. But if People would be wile, 
theſe Youths ſhould have little Enough 
to do, For what's their Cloth of Gold 
and Silver, their Silks, their Diazwond, 
Q 3 and 
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and Pear/ which they fell at their own 
Price) but matter of meer Wantorneſs, 
and Swperfluity > Thele are they. that 
nveigle ye into all forts of Extravagant 
Expences, and (o ruine ye inſenfibly, un- 
der colour of Kindneſs, and Credit. For 
they ſet every thing at double the Rate; 
and if you keep not touch at your 
Day, your Perſons are impriſon'd, 
your Goods ſeiz'd; and your Eſtates 
extended. And they that helpt to make 
you Princes before, are now the forwardeſt 
to put you into the Condition of Beg- 
gars, 

The Devil would have talk'd on, if 
F had given him the hearing, but there 
was ſuch a Laugh ſet up on one fide 
of me as if they would all have ſplit ; 
and I went to fee what the matter was ; 
for *rwas a (trange thing, methovught, 
to hear them fo merry in Hell. The 
Buſineſs was, there were two men upon 
a Scalfold, in Gentile habits, gaping as 
loud as they could bawl, One of them 
had a great Parchwent in his band, diſ- 
play'd with divers Labels, hanging at 
it, and ſeveral Seals. - I thought at firſt 
it might have been Extcution-day, and 
took 
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took the Writing for a Pardon or Re- 
prieve. At every word they ſpoke, a 
matter of Seven or Eight Thouſand 
Devils burſt out a Laughing, as they 
would have crack'd their Sides. And 
This again made me think, it might be 
ſome Jack-Pudding , or Mountebank , 
ſhewing his Tricks, or his Atteſtations 5 
with his Congregation of Fools about 
him. But nearer hand, I found my Mt- 
ſtake x and that the Devils Mirth made 
the Gentlemen angry. At laſt I per- 
ceiv'd that this great Earneſtneſs of 
theirs was anly to make out their Pe- 
digree, and get themſelves paſsd for 
Gentlemen; the Parchment being a Te- 
ſtimonial from the Herald*s Office, to 
that purpoſe. My Father (ſays he, with 
the Writing in's Hand) bore Arms for 
his Majeſty in many Honourable Occa- 
ſions of Watching and Warding; and 
has made many a Tall Fellow ſpeak to 
the Conſtable; at all hours of the 
Night. My Uncle was the firſt man that 
ever was of the Order of the Blacks 
(;nard: and we have had five brave 
(ommanders of our Family, by my 
Father's de, that bave ſerv'd the State 
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in the Quality of Marſhal's Mer, and 
Turn- Keys, and given his Majeſty a fair 
accorpt of all the Prisners commit- 
red to their Charge. And by my Mo- 
ther's fide, it will not be dcny'd, but 
that I am bonourably deſcended : For 
my Grand: Mother was never without 
a Dozen Chamber-maids, and Nurſes in 
Family. It may be 'twas her Trade 
(quoth the Devil) to procure Services, 
and Servants, and conſequently to deal 
in that Commodity. Well, well, (ſaid 
the Cavalier) She was what She was; 
and I'm ſure I tell you nothiog but 
Truth. Her Husband wore a Sword 
by his Place, for he was a Deputy-Mar- 
ſpall; and to prove my felt a Man of 
Honour, I have it here in Black and 
White, under the Sea} of the Office. 
Why muſt I then be quartered among 
a Pack of Raſcals? My Gentleman- 
Friend 3 (quoth the Devil) your Grand- 
father wore a Sword as he was Oſher 
to a Fencirg-Schoolz and we know very 
well what his Son, ard Grandchild can 
pretend to. But let that paſs; you have 
led a Wicked and Infamous Life, and 
ſpent your time in Whoring, Prinking, 
2 RI b | lat- 
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Blaſpheming, and in Lewd Company 3 
and do you tell us now of the Privileges 
of your Nobilitz? Your Teſtimonials; 
and the Seal of the Office A Fart for 
your Privileges, I eſtimonials, Office and 
all, There is no Honour, but Vertue. And 
if your Children, though they had a 
Scoundrel to their Father, ſhould come 
to do honourable and worthy _ things, 
we ſhould look upon them as Perſons 
Sacred, and not dare to meddle with 
them. But Talking is Time loſt ; You 
were ever a Couple of Puiful Fellows, 
and your Tay]s ſcarce worth the ſcald- 
ing. Have at ye, (lays he) and at that 
word, with a huge Iron Bar, He gave 
bim ſuch a Salute over the Buttocks, 
that He took two or three turns 1n the 
Air, Heels over Head, and dropt at 
laſt 'into the Common-(hore z where 
never any Man as yet found the Bot- 
tom. 

When his Companion had ſeen him 
Cut that Caper; This Ulage (lays he) 
may be well enough for a Parchment 
Gentleman ; but for a Cavalier of my 
ExtraFion, and Profeſſion, I ſuppoſe 
youll treat him with {omewhat mare of 
| Civility, 
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Civility, and ReſpeF, Cavalier ( quoth 
the Devil ) it you have brought no 
better Plea along with you, than the 
Antiquity of your Houle, you may 
een tollow your Camerade, for ought 
I know, for we find very few ancient 
Families, that had not ſome Oppreſſour 
or Oſarper, for their Founder : and they 
are commonly continued by the ſame 
means, they were begun, How many 
are there of our Titular Nobility, that 
write Noble, purely upon the Accompt 
of their Violence and Injuſtice Their 
Subjects and Tenants, what with Im- 
politions, hard Services, and Rackt 
Rents, are they not worſe than Slaves? 
If they happen to. have any thing Ex- 
traordinary, as a pleaſant Fruitz A 
Handſome Colrz a- Good Cow; and 
that the Landlord, or his (weet Lady 
take a liking to it, they muſt either ſub- 
mit to part with it Gratzs, or elfe take 
their Pay in foul Language, or Baſtina- 
does And 'tis well if they '(cape fo; 
For many times when the Sign's in Ge- 
mini; their Wives and Daughters go 
to Pot, without any regard of Laws 


either Sacred or Prophane, What 
Damn'd 
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Damn'd Blaſphemies and Imprecation$ 
do they make uſe of, to get Credit with 
a Miſtreſs or a (reditor, upon a Faith- 
leſs Promiſe ! How intolerable 4s their 
Pride, and Infolence, even towards 
many Conſiderable Officers, both in 
Church and State! for they behave 
themſelves as if all People below their 
Rank and Quality in the World, were 
but as ſo many Brutes, or Worſe. As 
if Humane Bloud were not all of a Co- 
lour: As if Nature had not brought 
them into the World the Common way, 
or Moulded them of the ſame Mate- 
rials with the meaneſt Wretches upon 
the Earth. And then for ſuch as have 
Military Charges and Commands; How 
many great Officers are there, that 
without any Conſideration of their 
Own, or Their Princes Honour, fall 
to Spotl and Pillage 3 Couzening the 
State with falſe Muſters, and the Soul- 
diers of their Pay; and giving them 


* inſtead of their Due from the Prince, a 


Liberty of taking what is not their 
Due from the People; forcing them to 
take the Bread out of the poor La- 
bourers Mouths, to fill their own Bel- 
lies, 
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lies, and proteQting them when they 
have done, in the molt Execrable Our- 
rages imaginable. And when the poor 
Souldier comes at laſt to be diſmiſs'd, 
or ditbanded 3 Lame, Sick, Beggarly, 
Naked almoſt, and Enraged; with |

But if 
you are indeed fo Noble, as you fay, 
you're worth the Burning, if 'twere but 
for your Aſhes. And that you may have 
no Cauſe of Complaint, you ſhall ſee, 
we'll treat you like a Perſon of your 
Condition. And 1n that Inſtant, Two 
Devils preſented themſelves z the one 
of them Bridled, and Saddled; and the 
other doing the office of the Squire; 
holding the Stirrup with his left hand, 
and giving the Gentleman a Lift into 
the Saddle with the Other. Which was 
no ſooner dong, but away he went like 
an Arrow out of a Bow. I askd the 
Devil then into what Country he car- 
ryd him.

Oh that 1 bad 
frequented the Sacraments ! Oh that I had 
humbled myſelf with Faſting, and 
Prayer ! Oh that I had ſervd God as [ 
oveht ! Oh that I bad Viſnted the Sick, 
and Reliev'd the Poor ! Oh that 1 had 
ſet a Watch before the Door of my 
Lips / 

[ left theſe late Repentarts, (as it ap- 
peard) in Exchange tor worſe, which 
were ſhut up in a Baſe Court, and the 
Naſtieſt that ever | ſaw. Theſe were 
luch as had ever in their Mouths, God 
is merciful, and will pardon me. How 
can this be (ſaid I) that theſe people 
ſhould be Damn'd > When Condemma- 
| P tion 
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ti0n is an At of Juſtice, not of Mercy ; 
I perceive you are ſimple , (quoth the 
Devil) for half theſe you ſee here, are 
condemn'd with the Mercy of God in 
their Mouths. And to Explain my 
ſelf, Confider I pray'e , how many Sin- 
ners are there, that go on 1n their 
Ways in ſpight of Reproof, and Good 
Counſel : and (till this is their Anſwer ; 
God is merciful , and will not damn a 
Sorl for ſo ſmall a Matter. But let them 
talk of Mercy as they pleaſe; fo long 
as they perliſt in a wicked Life, we are 
like to have their Company at laſt. By 
your Argument (faid I) there's no 
truſting to Divize Mercy. You miſtake 
me (quoth the Devil) for every good 
Thought , and Work, flows from that 
Dercy. But This I fay : He that per- 
ſeveres in his* Wickedneſs, and makes 
ufe of the Nath? of Mercy , only for a 
Countenance. to his Impteties , does 
but Mock the Almighty , and has no 
Title to that Mercy. - For 'tis vain to 
expe&t Mercy from above, without do- 
ing any thing in order to it. It properly 
belongs to the Righteous , and the Pe- 
nitentz and they that have the my 
o 
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of it upon the Tongue, have commonly 
the leaſt thought of it in their Heart ; 
And 'tis a great aggravation of Guilt 
to. Sin the more , in Confidence of an 
abounding Mercy. Jt is True that 
many are receivid to Mercy, that are 
utterly unworthy of it, which is no 
wonder, f(ince No man of himſelf can 
deſerve it ; But men are fo Negligent 
of ſeeking it betime, that they put thar 
off to the laft, which ſhould have been 
the firſt part of their busneſs; and ma- 
ny times their Lite is at an End, before 
they begin their Repentance. I did not 
think ſo Damn'd a Door could have 
made ſo good a Sermon. And there [ 
left him. 

[ came next, to a Noyſome Dark hole, 
and there I ſaw a Company of Dyer, 
all in Dirt and Swoke, intermixt with the 
Devils, and fo alike, that it would have 
poſed the ſubtleſt Inquiſitor in Spain, to 
have ſaid, which were the Devils, and 
which the Dyers. 

There ſtood at my Elbow, a ſtrange 
kind of Momzerel Devil , begot betwixt 
a Black, and a White; with a Head fo 
beſtuck with little Horns, that it looks 
"2 at 
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at a Diſtance like a Hedg-Hog. I took 
the boldneſs to ak him, where they 
quarter'd the Sodomites, the Old Women 
and the Cuckolds. As for the Cuckolds, 
(ſaid he) they are all over Hell, with- 
out any Certain Quarter , or Station : 
and in truth, *tis no eafie matter to 
know a Cxckold from a Devil, for (like 
kind Husbands) they wear their Wives 
favours ſtill, and the very ſame Head- 
pieces in Hell , that they wore living in 
the World. As to the Sodomites, we 
have no more to do with them, than 
needs muſt; but upon all Occafions, we 
either Fly, or Face them : for if ever 
we come to give them a Broad-ſide, 
'Tis ten to one but we get a Hit betwixt 
Wind and Water; and yet we fence 
with our Tayls, as well as we can, and 
they get now and then a Flap ore the 
Mouth into the Bargain. And for the 
Old Women, we make them ſtand oft; for 
we take as little pleaſure in them , as 
you do: and yet the: Jades will be per- 
ſecuting us with their Paſſionsz and ye 
ſhall have a Bawd of five and fifty, do ye 
all the Giamboles of a Girl of fifteen. 
And yet atter all this, There's not ar Old 
Woman 
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Woman in Hel/; for let her be as old as 
Pauls; Bald, Blind, Toothleſs, Wrinkled, 
Decrepit ; This is not long of her Age, 
thee'll tell you 5 but a terrible fit of ſich- 
neſs laſt year , that fetcht off her Hair, 
and brought her ſo low , that ſhe has not 
get recover'd her fleſh again. She lot her 
Eyes by 4 bot Rheum : utterly ſpoil'd 
her Teeth with Cracking of Peach-ſtones, 
and Eating of Sweet-meats, when ſb: 
was 4 Maid. And when the Weight of 
her Years has almoſt brought both 
Ends together , *Tis nothing ſhee?l tell 
ye but a Crick ſhe has got in her Back : 
And though ſhe might recover her Toth 
again , by confeſſing her Age , ſhe'l never 
acknowledge it, 

My next Encounter was, a Number 
of People making their moan, that they 
had been taken away by. ſudden Death. 
That's an Impudent Lye (cry'd a De- 
vil) ſaving this 'Gentleman's preſence) 
for no man dyes ſuddenly. Death ſur- 
prizes no man, but gives all men ſufficient 
warning, and Notice. T was much taken 
with the Devil's Civility , and Dit- 
courſe 3 which he purſu'd after this 
manner. Do ye Complain (lays he) of 

P 2 
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ſudden Death 2 that have carrt'd Death 
about yor , ever ſince you were Born : 
That have been entertain'd with daily 
OpeFacies of Carkaſes and Funerals : 
That have beard ſo many Sermons upon 
the ſubje® , and read ſo many good 
Books upon the Þrailty of Life , and the 
Lertaiviy of Death, Do ye not know that 
every Moment ye Live, brings ye mearer 
to your knd £ Tour Cloaths wear out 3 
Tour Woods, and your Houſes decay ; 
ard yet ye look that your Bodies ſrould 
be Immortal, What are the Common Ac- 
cidents and Diſcaſes of 1.ife, but ſo many 
warnings to provide your ſeif for a (Ke- 
move *£ Te bave Death at the Table, in 
Four Daily Food, and Nouriſhment ; ſor 
your Life is maintain'd by the Death of 
Other Creatures. And you bave the 
Lively Pi@ure of i, every night for your 
Bedfeliow. With what face then can you 
Charge your Misfortunes upon ſudden 
Death 2 that have ſpcnt your whole Life 
both at Bed, and at Board, among fo many 
Remembrances of your Mortality. No, 
No ; change your ſtile, and hereafter 
confeſs your ſelves to have been Care- 
leſs and Incredulows, Ton Dye, thinking 
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you are not to Dye yet ; and forgetting 
that Death grows npor you, and goes along 
with ye from one End of your Life to the 
Other, without Diſtinguiſhing of Perſons, 
or Ages 3 Sex, or Qnality: and whether 
it finds ye well , or Ill-doing; As the 
Tree falls, ſo it lies. 

Turning toward my left Hand, T 
ſaw a great many Souls that were put up 
in Galh-Pots, with 4/2 ſetids , Gal- 
banurm , and a Company of Naſty Oyls 
that ſerved them for Syrzp. What a 
Damn ſtink 1s here (Cry'd I, {topping 
my Noſe) we are. now come undgubt- 
edly to the Devils houſe of Office 5 No, 
No, ſaid the Tormentor, ( which was 
a kind of a Yellowiſh Complexion'd 
Devil) 'Tis a Contection of Apothecaries. 
A fort of People, that are . commonly 
Danmn'd for Compounding the Medicines 
by which their Patients hope to .be ſaved. 
To give them their duez Theſe: are 
your only True , and Chymical Philoſo- 
phers; and worth a.thouſfand of Ray- 
mud Lullius, Hermes, Geber R#fpicella, 
Avicen , and their Fellows : *Tis true, 
they have written fine things of the 
Tranſamtation of Metals; but did they 
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ever make any Gold 2 Or it they did, 
We have loſt the Secret. Whereas 
your Apothecaries , out of a Little Pud- 
ale water; A Bundle of Rotten ſticks 
@ Box of Flies ; Nay out of Toads, I: 
pers, and a Sir Reverence it ſelf , will 
t-rch ye Cold ready Minted, and fit for 
tne Market 3 which 15 more than all 
vour Philoſophical ProjeFors ever pre- 
tended to. There is nv Herb ſo Poyſo- 
2084, .(let.it be Hemlock nor any ſtone 
lo dry, (ſuppoſe the Pumice it ſelf) but 
they't draw Si/ver out of it. And then 
for word; , 'tis Impoſiible to make up 
any word out of the four and twenty 
Letters, but they'l thew you a Drug or 
a Plant of the Name; and turn the 
Alphabet into as good Money as any s 
in your. Pocket. Ask them for an Eye- 
Tooth..of a flying Toad; they'l tell ye, 
yes,. ye may have of it, in powder ; 
Or if you had rather have the Infuſion 
of a Tench of the Mountains , 10 a hitle 
Eels-M31k, *tis all one to them. If there 
be but any Money ſtirring , you ſhall 
have what you will , though there be 
no ſuch thing in Nature. So that it 


looks as if all the Plants and ſtones of 


the 
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the Creation, had their ſeveral powers 
and Vertues given them, only for the 
Apotbecaries lakes 3 and as if Words 
themſelves had been only made for 
their advantage. Ye call them Apothe- 
caries 3 but inſtead of That, I pray'e 
call them Armorers 3 and their Shops 
Arſenals, Are not their Medicines as Cer- 
tain Death as Swords, Daggers, or Mu: 
quets £ while their Patients are Purg'd 
and Blooded into the other World , 
without any regard either to Diltemper, 
Meaſure or Seaſon. 

[if you will now fee the Pleaſanteſt 
fight you have ſeen yet, walk but up 
theſe two ſteps, and you {hall ſee a Jury 
( or Conſpiracy ) of Barber Surgeons , 
ſitting upon Life and Death. You muſt 
think that any Divertiſement there 
was welcome, ſo that I went up, and 
found it in Truth a very pleaſant Spe- 
Ctacle. Theſe Barbers were moſt of 
them Chain'd by the Middle 3 their 
Hands at Liberty; and Every one of 
them, a Citzer» about his Neck 5 and 
upon his knees a Cheſs board : and (till 
as he reacht to have a Touch at the 
Cittern, the Inſtrument Vaniſhe 3 - 
0 
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ſo did the Cheſs-board, when he thought 
to have a Game at Dranghtsz which is 
diretly Tantalizing the poor Rogues, 
for a Cittern is as natural to a Barber, as 
Afilk to a Calf. Some of them were 
waſhing of Aſſes Brains, and putting 
them in again 3 and ſcouring of Negroes 
to make them White. 

When I had laught my Fill at theſe 
fooleries, my next diſcovery was of a 
great many people, Grumbling and 
Mutterriag that There was no Body 
look't after them; No not ſo much as 
to torment them 3 as if their Tails 
were not as well worth the Toaſting , as 
their Neighbours. Anlwer was made, 
that being a kind of Devils them- 
ſelves, they - might put in for ſome 
fort of Authority un the Place, and Fixe- 
cute the Office of Tormentors, This 
made me ak what they were. And a 
Devil toldme (with Reſpe&) that they 
were a Company of Uogracious, Lefi- 
handed Wretches, that could do No- 
thing aright. And-their Grievance was 
that they were quarter d by Them- 
{clves; but not knowing whether they 


were Men or no; - or indced what elle 
to 
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to make of them, we did not know how 
to Match them, or in what Company 
to put them. In the world thcy are 
lookt upon as 1 Omens; and let any 
man meet one of them, upon a Journey 
in the Morning, Faſting 5 'tis the ſame 
thing as if a Hare bad crofs't the way 
upon him ; He preſently turns kead in 
a Diſcontent , aud goes to bed apain. 
Ye know that Scevols , when he found 
his Miſtake, in killing Another, for 
Porſenna (the Secretary, for the Prince ) 
burnt his Right-hand in Revenge of 
the Miſcarriage : Now the teverity of 
the Vengeance , was not ſo much the 
Maiming or the Cripling of Himſelf, 
but the Condemning of himſelt to be 
for ever Left-handed. And fo *tis with 
a MakefaQor that ſuffers Juſtice 3 The 
Shame and Puniſhment , does not lye 
ſo much in the Lofs of his Right-haxd, 
as that the other is Left, And it was the 
Curſe of an old Bawd, to a Fellow that 
had vex'd her, That be might go to the 
Devil by the ſtroke of a Left-handed 
Man. It the Poets ſpeak Truth, (as 
'twere a Wonder if they ſhould not ) 
The Left 3s the Ornlucky ſides, and there 
never 
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never came any good from it. And for 
my laſt argument againſt theſe Crea- 
turesz the Goats, and Reprobates (tand 
upon the Leſt-haud : and Left-banded- 
men are, in Effet, a fort of Creature 
that's made to do Miſchief; Nay whe- 
ther I ſhould call them Men , or no, 1 
know not. 

Hereupon, a Devil beckon'd me to 
come ſoftly to him 5; and fo I did, with- 
out a word ſpeaking, or the leaſt Nolfe 
in the World. Now (ſays he) it you'l 
ſce the Daily Exerciſe of 1-favour'd 
Women, look through that Lattice Win- 
dow. And there I ſaw ſuch a Kennel of 
Uely Bitches, you would have bleſt your 
ſelf Some with their fzrcs fo poun- 
ced, and ſpeckled, as if they had been 
ſearifyd , and newly paſt the Cupping- 
Glaſs 3 with a world of little Plaiſters, 
long , round, ſquare; and brieily , cut 
out into ſuch Variety . that it would 
have oled a good Mathematicim to 
have Fund out another Figure ! and 
you world have ſworn that they had 

en either at Cats-play, or Cuffs. 
Others were ſcraping their Faces with 
pieces of Glaſa : tearing up their Eye- 
| brows 
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brows by the Roots, like Mad : And 
ſome that bad none to tear, were fetch- 
ing out of their black-Boxes, ſuch as 
they could get, or make, Others were 
powd'ring, and curling their falſe Locks ; 
or faſt'ning their new [vory Teeth, in the 
place of their ol4 Ebony Ones. Some 
were Chewing Lemmon-pill, or Cinamon, 
to countenance 4 foul breath; and rai- 
fing themſelves upon the Czopires, that 
their View might be the fairer, and 
their Fall the Deeper. Others were 
quarrelling with their Looking-Glaſſes, 
tor ſhewing them ſuch Hags Faces, and 
curſing the State of Venice for Enter- 
taining no better workmen. Some were 
ſiufſing out their Bodies like Pack-ſad- 
dles , to cover ſecret Deformities: and 
fome again had ſo many Hoods over 
their faces, to conceal the Ruines, thar 
I could hardly diſcern what they were 
and Theſe paſt tor Penitents, Others, 
with their Pots of Hogs Greaſe, and Po- 
matum, were ſleeking and poliſhing their 
faces, and indeed their fore-beads were 
bright and ſhining , though there were 
nether Suns, nor Stars, in That Firma- 
ment. Some there were (in Fine) that 
would 
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would have fetcht a man's Guts up at's 


mouth, to ſee them with their Majques of 


After-Dirth 5 and with their Mezjtruous 
9/ibber Slobbers , dawbing one another 
to take away the Heats, and Bubos. Na- 
jiy and abominable ! IT cry'd. Well 
(quoth the Devil) you ſee now how far 
a Womans Wit, and Invention will 
carry her ro her own Deſtruttion. ] 
could not ſpeak one word for aſtoniſh- 
"ment at ſo horrid a Spectacle 3 till I had a 
Iittle recollected my elf; and then (ſaid 
F) if I may deal freely without Offence ; 
I dare Defie ail the Devils in Hell , to 
out-do theſe Women. But prayee let's 
be gone, for the (ight of them makes my 
very Heart ake. 

Turn about then , (ſaid the Devil) 
and there was a Fellow fitting mm 4 Chair ; 
all alone 5 never « Devil near him; No 
Fire, or Froſt; No Heat, or Cold; or 
any thing elſe, that I could perceive, to 
torment him : and yet crying and Roar- 
ing out the moſt hideouſly of any thing 
i had yet heard in Hel]: Tearing his 
Flelh, and Beating his Body, like a 
Bedlam, and his Heart, all the while, 
Bleeding at his Eyes. Good Lord, 
thought 
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thought I, what ails this Wretch, toyell 
out thus when no Body Hurts lim? 
So I went up to Him 3 Friend (ſaid I) 
what's the meaning of all this Fury, 
and Tranſport ? for, ſo far as I can ſee, 
there's nothing to trouble you. No, Ne, 
(ſays he with a Horrid Out-cry, and 
with all the Extravagancies of a Man in 
Rage, and Deſpair) you do not ſee my 
Tormentors , but the all-ſearching Eye 
of. the Almighty ſees my Pains, as well 
as my Tranſgreſſuns , and with a ſevere, 
and Implacable Juſtice, has condemn'd 
me to ſuffer Puniſhments anſwerable to 
my Crimes, Which words he utter'd 
with redoubled Clamours. 2M Exe- 


| cutioners are in my Soul, apd all the 


| Plagues of Hell in my Conſcience. My 


Memory ſerves me inſtead of a Cruel 
Devil. The Remembrance of the Good 


| 1 ſhould have done, and Omitted And 


of the 1} 1 ſhould not have done, and did. 
The Remembrance of the wholeſome 


| Counſels 1 have rejefed, and of the 1! 


examples 1 bave given. * And for the Ag- 
gravation of my Miſery 5 where my Me- 
mory leaves affliFing me, my Under- 
landing begins 5 ſhewing me the Glo- 


ries. 
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ries, and Beatitudes I have loſt, which 
others enjoy , who have gain'd Heaven, 
with leſs Anxiety and Pain than I have 
endur'd, to compaſs my Damnation, 
Now am [I perpetually Meditating on the 
Comforts, Beauties, Felicities, and Kap- 
tures of Paradiſe, only to enflame, and 
exaſperate my Deſpair in Hell : begging 
in Vain ,* but for one moments Interval 
of Eaſe, without obtaining any 5 for my 
Will zx alſo as Inexorable, as either my 
Memory or my Underſtanding. And 
Theſe (my Friends of the other World) 
are the Three Faculties of my Soul, which 
Divine Fuſtice, for my Sins, has convert- 
ed into three Tormentors , that 1ortare 
me without Noiſe Into three Flames, 
that burn me without conſuming, And 
if I chance at any time to have the leaſt 
Remilſion or Reſpite, The Worm of my 
Conſcience gnaws my Soul, and finds it, 
to an Inſatiable Hunger , an Immortal 
Aliment, and Entertainment. At that 
word, turning towards me with a Hel- 
lith Yellz Mortal (fays he) learn, aud 
be aſſured from me, that all thoſe that 
either bury, or miſ-employ their T alents, 
carry a . -{] within themſelves, and are 
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Damn'd even above ground ; and fo He 
return'd to his Uſual Clamours. Upon 
this, [ left bim, miſerably fad and pen- 
five. Well, thought I, what a weight of 
fin lies upon this Creatures Conſcience ! 
Whereupon the Devil obſervi''g me in 
a mule, told me in my Ear, that this 
Fellow had been an Atheiſt, and beliey'd 
neither God, nor Devil. Deliver me, then 
ſaid I, from that Unſandif}'d iViſdom, 
that ſerves #5 only for our further Condem- 
nation. 

I was gone but a ſtep or two aſide, 
and I ſaw a world of people running 
after Burning Chariots, with a great ma- 
ny Souls in them, and the Devils tearing 
them with Pincers : and before them, 
marcht Certain Officers, making Pro- 
clamation of their Sentence * which 
with much ado I got near cnough to 
hear, and it was to this effet. Divine 
Juſtice hath appointed this puni/hment to 
the Scandalows , for giving Il examples 
to their Neighbours. And at the ſame time, 
ſeveral of the Damn'd 1aid their fins 
to their Charge, and cry'd ont, that 
twas long of them they were thus Tor- 
mented, So that the Scandalous were 
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puniſht both for their own Sins, and for 
the Offences of thoſe they had miſled to 
their DeſtruFion, And theſe are they of 
whom *'tis ſaid , that they had better ne- 

ver have been born. 
My very Soul was full of Anguiſh, 
to ſee ſo many Doleful Spectacles 3 and 
et I could not but ſmile, to fee the 
Jntoers every where up and down 
Hell, as free , as if they had been in 
their Taverns, and only Pris ners upon 
Parole. I askt how they came by that 
Priviledge 3 and a Devil told me, there 
was no need of ſhackling them, or ſo 
much as ſhutting them upz for there 
was no fear of their making a *ſcape, 
that took ſo much pains in the Werld; 
and made it their whole buſineſs to 
come thither. Only, ſays he; if we can 
keep them from throwing Water in the 
Fire, as they do in their Wines, we are 
well enough. But if you would ſee 
{ſomewhat worth the while , leave theſe 
fellows, and follow me; and I'le ſhew 
ye Judas and his Brethren , the Stew- 
ards and Purſe-bearers : fo I did as he 
bad me, and he brought me to Jada: 
and bis Companions, who had no HF aces, 
divers 


livers 
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divers of them , and moſt of them, xo 
Forcheads. 

I was well enough pleas'd to fee him, 
and to be better inform'd ; for I had 
ever Phanſied him to be a kind of ar 
Olive Colour d Tawny Complexion'd fel. 
low, without a Beard; and an Exnuch 
in to the Bargain : which perhaps (nay 
probably) He was, for nothing but a 
Lapor?d , a Thing unman'd, could ever 
have been guilty of ſo Sordid , and 
Treacherous a Villany, as to fell, and 
betray his Maſter with a Kiſs; and at- 
ter That fo Cowardly as to hang him- 
ſelf in deſpair , when he had dorie. I 
do believe however, what the Church 
lays of him, That He had a Carrot 
Beard , and a Red head ; but it may 


| be his Beard was burnt , and as he ap- 
| pear'd to me in Hell, I could not but 


take him for an Eumvch , which to deal 
freely is my Opinion of all the Devils, 
for they have no Hair; and they are 
tor the moſt part wrinkled , and Baker- 
leg?d. 

Judas was beſet with a Great many 
Money-mongers , and Purſe-bearers , that 
were telling him ſtories of the Pranks 
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they had play'd, and the Tricks they 
had put upon their Maſters, after his 
Example. Coming up to them , I per- 
ceivd that their Puniſhment was like 
that of Titizs , who had a Vultur con- 
tinually gnawing upon his Liver 3 for 
there were a Number of Ravenows Birds 
perpetually preying upon them , and 
tearing off their Fleſh 3 which grew 
again as faſt as they devour'd itz a De- 
vil in the mean time crying out, and 
the Damn'd filling the whole place with 
Clamour and Horrour ; Jxdas, with his 
Purſe, and his Pot by his ſide, bearing a 


large part in the Ont-cry , and Torment. 


IT had a huge mind (methought) to 
have a word or two with Judas; and 
ſo I went to him with this Greeting : 
Thou Perfidious , Impudent, Impiows 
Traytor , ((aid I) to ſell thy Lord and 
Maſter at ſo baje a Price, like an Avari- 
tious Raſcal, Ii men (ſaid he) were not 
ungrateful z they would rather pity 
or commend me, for an Aﬀtton ſo much 
to their Advantage, and done in Order 
to their Redemption, The Miſery is 
Mine, that «mn to have no part my ſelf 
1g the Benefit I have procured to others. 
Some 
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Some Hereticks there are, (I ri't con- 
fels to my Comfort) that adore me 
fort. But do you take ze for the only 
Judas? No, No. There "1+ been 
many fince the Death of i aſter, 
and there are at this day, inorc +/icked 
and ungrateful, Ten thouſand times 
than my (clf 3 that b»y the Lord of Life, 
as well as ſel him, Scourging and Cru- 
cifying him daily with more Spite and 
Ignominy ihan the Fews. The Truth 12, 
[ had an Itch to be fingering of Money, 
and Bartering, from my very Entrance 
into the Apoſileſhip. 1 began, you know, 
with the Pot of Oyntment, which I 
would fain have fold, under colour of 
a Relief to the Poor. And I went on, 
to the ſelling of my Maſter , wherein 1 
did the World a greater good than I in- 
tended, to my own irreparable ruine. 
My Repentance , now lignifies Nothing. 
To conclude, 1 am the only Steward 
that's condemn'd for Selling. AZ the 
reit are damnd for Buying: And I muſt 
entreat you to have a better Opinion 
of me ,, for it you look but a little 
lower here, you'l find people a Thou- 
ſand times worſe than my felt. With- 
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draw then (ſaid I) for I have had tal:: 
enough with Judas. 

I went down then, ſome few (teps, 
23S Judas directed mez and There | 
{aw a world of Devils upon the March, 
with Rods, and Stirrup Leathers 1n their 
Hands, laſhing a Company of kandſom 
Liſjes ſtark, naked , and driving them 
our of Hell ( which methought was 
pity, and if I had had ſome of them 1n a 
Corner, I ſhould have treated them bet- 
ter) with the Stirrap Leathers, they di- 
{ciplin'd a Litter of Bawds. | could not 
imagine why theſe of all others, ſhould 
be expell'd the place, and a:kt the Que- 
ſtion. Oh, ſays a Devil, Theſe are our 
Fadreſſes in the /Vorld, and the beſt we 
have, ſo that we ſend them back again 
to bring more Griſt to the Mill : And 
indeed , if it were not for Women , Hel 
would be but thinly peopled ; tor what 
with the Art, the Beauty, and the AUure- 
ments of the Tonne Wenches ; and the 
Sage Advice and Counſel of the Bawds, 
they do us very good ſervice. Nay 3 for 
fear any of our good Friends ſhould 
tire upon the Road, they ſend them to 
us on Horſeback, or bring them _ 
clves; 
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ſelves, cen to the very Gates, leſt they 
ſhould miſs their way. 

Purſuing my journey I ſaw a good 
way before me, a large Building, that 
lookt (methought_) like ſome Enchant- 
ed Caſtle, or the PiGure of I] luck : Tt 
was all ruinous, the Chimneys down, 
the Planchers all to pieces, only the Bars 
of the Windows ſtanding : The Doors 
all bedawb'd with dirt, and patcht up 
with Barrel heads, where they had been 
broken. The Gl1/7 gone, and here and 
there a Zuarrel ſupply'd with Paper. I 
made no doubt at firſt but the houſe was 
forſaken 3 but coming nearer, I found it 
otherwiſe, by a horrible confuſion of 
tongues and noiſes within it. As I came 
juſt up to the door; one open'd it, and 
[ law in the houſe many Devils, Thieves, 
and Whores. One of the craftieſt Jades 
in the Pack , placed her ſelf preſently 
upon the Threſhold, and made her 
addreſs to my Guide and Me. Gentle- 
men, ſays (he , how comes it to paſs, 1 
praye, that people are damn'd both for 
giving and taking £ The Thief is con- 
demn'd for taking away irom another ; 
and we are condemn'd for givirg what 
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is our own. I do not find, truly, any 
injuſtice in our Trade; and if it be 
lawful to give every one their own, and 
out of their ownz why are we con- 
demn'd ? We found it a nice point 3 and 
ſent the Wench to Counſel learned in the 
Law, for a reſoiution in the Caſe. Her 
mentionimg of Thieves made me inquire 
after the Scriveners and Notaries. Is it 
poſlible, (faid I) that you ſhould have 
none of them here? for I do not remem- 
ber that I have ſeen ſo much as one of 
them upon the wayz and yet I had 
occaſion for a Scrivener, and made 
a ſearch for one. I do believe indeed 
(quoth the Devil) that you have not 
found any of them upon the Road, 
How then ? (ſaid I) what are they all 
ſlav'd? No, no, (cry'd the Devil) but 
you muſt underſtand , that they do not 
foot it hither, as other Mortals 3 but 
come upon the Wizg, in Troops like 
Wild-Geeſe, ſo that *tis no wonder you 
{ce none of them upon the way. We 
have milions of them , but they cut it 
away in a trice, for they are damndly 
rank wing'd, and will make a flight, in 
the third part of a minute, betwixt Earth 


and 
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and He, Butif there be ſo many (laid 
I) how comes it we fee none of them? 
For that (quoth the Devil) we change 
their names, when they come hither 
once, and call them no longer Notaries, 
or Scriveners , but Cats : and they are 
ſo good Moyſers , that though this place 
is large, old, and ruinous; yet you ſee 
not ſo much as a Rat or a Mouſe in Hel : 
how full ſo ever of all other forts of YVer- 
mine, Now ye talk of Vermine (ſaid 
I) are there any Catchpoles here? No 
not one (ſays he) How ſo (quoth I?) 
when I dare undertake #here are five hun- 
dred Rogues of the Trade for one that's 
ought. The reaſon is (ſays the Devil) 
that every Catchpole upon Earth, carries 
a Hell in's Boſom, You have ſtill (ſaid 
I, crofling my ſelf) an aking tooth at 
thoſe poor Varlets Why not (cry'd 
he) for they are but Devils incarnate, 
and ſo damndly verſt in the art of tor- 
menting, that we live in continual dread 
of loſing our places, and that his Infer- 
nal Majeſty ſhould take theſe Raſcals in- 
to his Service. 

I had cnough of this, and travelling 
on, I ſaw a little way off, a great enclo- 
ay ſure, 
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ſure, and a world of Souls {hut up in't ; 
ſome of them weeping and - lamenting 
without meaſure , others 1n a profound 
filence. And this I underſtood to be 
the Lovers Suarter, It ſadn'd me to 
conſider, that Death it ſelf could not 
kill the lamentations of Lovers. Some 
of them were diſcourſing their paſſions, 
and teazing themſelves with Fears and 
Jealoufes ;, caſting all their miſeries up- 
on their appetites and phancies, that (till 
made the PiFure infinitely fairer than 
the Perſon. They were for the moſt 
part troubled with a ſimple Diſeaſe, 
call'd (as the Devil told me) I thought, 
I askt him what that was, and he an- 
{wer'd me , it was a Puniſhment (uita- 
ble to their offence: for your Lovers, 
when they fall ſhort of their Expecta- 
tions, either in the purſuit , or Enjoy- 
ment of their Miſtreſſes, they are wont 
to ſay, Alas! I thought (he would have 
lov'd me: 1 thought ſhe would never 
have preſt me to marry her : I thought 
the would bave been a Fortune to me : 
1 thought ſhe would have given me all 
the had: I rhoxght ſhe would have coſt 
me nothing : [ thought ſhe would __ 
2588 
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askt me nothing : 1 thought (he would 
have been true to my Bed : I thought ſhe 
would have been dutitul and modeſt : [ 
thought (ſhe would never have kept her 
Gallant, So that all their Pain and 
Damnation comes from 1 thought This 
or That, or So, or So. 

In the middle of them was Cypid, a 
little beggarly Rogue, and as naked as 
he was born, only here and there co- 
ver'd with an old kind of Embroidery - 
but whether it was the workmanſhip of 
the Itch, Pox, or Meaſtes, I could not 
perfetly diſcover; and cloſe by him 
was this Inicription : 


Many a 520d Fortune goes to wrack - 

And ſo does mny an able Back 3 

With following Whorer &- Cards & Dice, 
We're Pox'd and Beggar d in a trice. 


Aha ! (ſaid I) by theſe Kimes me- 
thinks the Poets ſhould not be far oft; 
and the word was hardly out of my 
mouth , when I diſcover'd Millions of 
them through a Park Pale, and (ol ſtopt 
to look upon them. (lt feems in Hell 
they are not calld Poets now , but 
| Fools) 
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Fools) One of ' them ſhew'd me the 
Womans ©uarter there hard by, and askt 
me what | thought of it, and of the 
handſome Ladics in it. Is it not true 
(ſays he) that a Buxom Laſs is a kind 
of half Chamber-maid to a man £ when 
ſhe has ſtript him and brought him to 
Bed , ſhe has done her buſineſs, and 
never troubles her ſelf any further 
about the helping him up again, and 
dreſſing him. How now (ſaid I) have 
ye your Quirks and Conceipts in Hell? 
In troth ye are. pleaſant : 1 thought 
your edge had been taken off. With 
that , out ſtept the moſt miſerable 
Wretch of the whole Company laden 
with Irons: Ah ! (quoth he) I would 
to God the firſt Inventor of Rimes and 
Poetry were here in my Place, and then 
he went on with this following and fad 
Complaint.

So ſoon as he had done ; There 1s not 
in the world (faid I) a more ridiculous 
phrenſie, than yours, to be poetizing in 
Hell, The humour ſticks cloſe (ure , or 
the fire would have fetcht it out, Nay 
(cry'd a Devil) theſe Verſtfiers are a 
{trange Generation of Baffoons. The 
time that others ſpzxnd 1n Tears and 
Groans for their ſins and fobies, theſe 
Wretches employ in Songs and Maadri- 
gals ; and if they chance to light upon 
the critical minute , and get a ſnap at a 
Lady, als worth nothing , unleſs the 
whole Kingdom ring of it, in ſome mi- 
ſerable Sing-Song or other , under the 
name forſooth of Phil/is, Chloris, Silvia, 
or the like: and the goodly Idol muſt 
be deckt and dreſt up with Diamond, 
Pearl, Rubies, Muſque, and Amber, and 
both the Indies are too little to furniſh 
Eyes, Lips, and Teeth, for this Im iginary 
Goddeſr, And yet after all this magnifi- 
cence and bounty, it would put the poor 
Devil's credit upon the ſtretch, to take 


up 
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up an Old Petty-Coat in Long Lane, or 
a pair of Caſt ſhoes, at the next Coblers. 
Beſides 3 we can give no Account either 
of their Country or Religion. They 
have Chriſtian — Sons but moſt Hereti- 
cal Souls z They are Arabiars in their 
Hearts, and in their Language, Gentiles ;, 
but to ſay the Truth, they fall ſhore 
of the. right Pagans jn their Manners. 
If I ſtay here a little longer, (ſaid I to 
my ſelf) This ſpiteful Devil will bit me 
over the Thumbs e&'re I'm aware; forl 
was half Jealous, that he took me already 
for a piece of a Poet. 

For fear of being Diſcover'd, I went 
my way, and My Next Viſit was to the 
Impertinent Devotes 5 whole very Pray- 
ers are made up of Impiety, and Extra- 
vagance, Oh! what Sighing was there 
and Sobbing , Groaning, and Whining ! 
Their Tongues were tyed up to a perpe- 
tal ſilence s Their Souls Drooping, and 
their Ears condemn'd to hear eternally 
the hideous cryes and Reproaches of a 
wheafing Devil, greeting them after 
this manner. Oh , Ye Impudent and 
Profane Abuſers of Prayer , and Holy 
Duties ! that treat the Lord of Heaven 
and 
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and Earth in His own Houſe, with ef 
reſpe# than ye would do © Merchant 
upon the Change, ſneaking into a Cor- 
ner with your Execrable Petitions, 
for fear of being over-heard by your 
Neighbours 3 and yet without any fcru- 
ple atall, ye can expoſe, and offer them 
up to that Eternal Purity ! Shameleſs 
Wretches that ye.are | Lord (lays one) 
take the old man, my Father, to thy ſelf, 
I beſeech Thee, that I may have his Office 
and Eſtate, Oh, that this Oncle of mine 
would but march off ! There's a Fat 
Biſhoprick,, and a good Deanery; 1 would 
the Devil had the Incumbent, ſo 1 had 
the Dignity. Now for a Juſty Pot of 
Guineys , or a Luckie hand at Dice, it it 
be thy pleaſure, and then | would not 
doubt of good Matches for my Chil- 
dren. Lord make me his Majeſties Fa- 
wourite and Thy Servant ; that I may 
get what's convenient , and keep what 1 
have gotten. Grant me This, and 1 do 
here engage my ſelf , to entertain ſix 
Blue-Coats, and bind them out to good 
Trades; To ſet up a Lefure ſor every 
day of the Week, to give one Third part 
of my clear gains to Charitable Uſes 3, and 

another 
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another towards the Repairing of Pauls ; 
and to pay all honejt Debts ,, ſo far as 
may ſtand with my Private Convenience, 
Blind and Ridiculous Madneſs ! fot 
Duit and Aſhes thus to: Reſon and Con- 
dition with the Almighty! tor Beggars 
to talk of Giving , and obtrude their 
Vaia and unprofitable Offerings upon 
the Inexhauſtible Fountain of Riches 
and Bounty ! to pray for Thoſe things 


'as Blelſangs , which are commonly 


ſhowr'd down upon us for our Confu- 
{fon and Pumiſhment, And then in 
Caſe your Wiſhes | take effet , what 
becomes of all the Sacred Vows and 
Promiſes ye made, in ſtorms , (perhaps 
Sickneſs or Adverſity * fo ſoon as ye 
have gaind your Port , recover'd your 
Health, or Patch'd up a Broken Fortune, 
you {ſhew your ſelves, all of ye;.a-pack 
of Cheats z your Vows and Promiſes, 
are not worth ſo many Riſhes : They 
are forgotten with your Dreams 3 and 
to keep a Promiſe upon Devotion , that 
you made out of Nece(ſaty , is no Article 
of your Religion. Why do ye not ask 
for Peace of Conſcience ® Encreaſe of 
Grace 2 The aid of the Bleſſed Spirit ? 

R. But 
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But you are too much taken up with 
the Thiogs of this World, to attend 
thoſe ſpiritual Advantages and Trea- 
ſuresz and to conlider that the moſt 
acceptable Sacrifices and Oblations 
you can make to the Almighty are Pu- 
rity of Mind , an humble Spitit , and a 
Fervent Charity. The Almighty takes 
delight to be often cajl'd upon, that He 
may often pour down his Bleffings upon 
his Petitioners. But ſuch is the Corrup- 
tion of Humane Nature , That Men ſet 
dom think of him, unleſs under affli- 
dion; and therefore it is, that they 
are often Viſited 3 for by Adverſty 
they are brought to the Knowledg and 
Exerciſe of their Duty. I would now 
have you conlider, how little Reaſon 
there is in your Ordinary Demand:.

Live after your Example when you are 
Dead. And beſide; there's no Merit 
in the Caſe. At this word ſome of the 
poor Creatures were about to Reply ; 
but the Devils had put Barnacles upon 
their Lips that hinderd them. 

From thence, I went to the Witches 
and Wizards ; ſuch as pretend to cure 
Man and Beaſt by Charms, Words, A- 
mulets, CharaGers : and Thele were all 
burning alive. Theſe (fays a Devil ) 
are a Company of Couzening Rogues : 
the moſt accurſed Villains in Nature, 
It they help one man, they kil! ar:other, 
and only remove the Diſeaic from a 
Worſe to a 1*:iter : And yet there's no 
great Clamour againſt them neither 3 
for if the Patient recover , he's well 
enough contenc , aad the DoCtor pets 
both Reputation and Reward for his 
Pains, If he dyes, his mouth tis (top', 
and forty to one the next Heir does him 
«4 good turn for the Diſpatch. So that 
Hit or Miſs z All is well at laſt. If you 
enter into a Debate with them about 
their Remedies, They teli you , they 
learnt the Myſtery of a certain Jew 3 and 
R 2 There's 
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There's the Original of the Secret. Now 
to hear theſe Zuacks give you the 
Hiſtory of their Cures, is beyond all 
the Plays and Farces in the World. You 
ſhall have a fellow tell you of fifteen 
people that were run clean through the 
Body, and plad for a matter of three 
days to carry their Puddings in their 
Hands; that in four and twenty hours 
be made them as whole as Fiſhes, and 
not ſo much as a Sear for a Remem- 
brance of the Orifice. Ask him when 
and where £ you find it ſome Twelve 
Hundred Leagues off, in a Terra Incog- 
ita, by the Token , that at that time 
he was Phyſician in Ordinary to a great 
Prince that dy'd about five and twenty 
years ago. 

Come, Come 3; (Cry'd a Devil ) make 
an End of this Viſit , and you ſhall (ce 
thoſe now, that Judas told you were ten 
times Worſe than himſelf. I went along 
with him, and he brought me to a pal- 
ſage into a great Hall , where there was 
a Damn'd ſmell of Brimſtone, and a 
Company of Match. makers, as I thought 
at firſt ; but they prov'd afterward to 
be Alchymiſis, and the Devils examining 
them 
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them upon Jnterrogatories , who were 
h'thily put to't, to underſtand their 
Cibberiſh, Their Talk was much of the 
Planetary Metals ; Gold they call'd Sol;

And- after they had 
reſoly/d the Viſcous matter , and fent out 
the ſubtler parts , that they came to the 
Coppel , all went away i» Fame.

While all 
the reſt of theſe blind Oracles lay 
waiting for the Recovery of the Ma- 
teria Primz, till they brought them- 
ſelves to the laſt Caſt both of their 
Lives and Fortunes : and inſtead of 
turning Baſe Metals.and Materials into 
Gold ; as they pretended 3 they made 
the Contrary Inverſion , and were glad 
at length to take up with B: 'egarly F ools, 
and Falſe Coiners. What a (tir al there 
with crying out, ever. and anon ! Look 
ze, look ge! The, old F ather 3s. got up 
again 5 Down with him, Down with him ; 
What Gloſſeng, and Commenting upon 
the old Chymical Text, that ſays 3 Bleſſed 
be Heaven, That has order'd the moſt Ex- 
cellent thing in Nature. out of the Vileſt. 
If ſo, \(quoth/ one) let's try, if we. can 
fetch the; Philoſophers ſtone out of a 
Common trumpet, which 1s, of all Crea- 
tures..undouhtedly the Vileſt. And the 
word was..no ſooner out , but' a matter 
of :Thres and Twenty Whores went 
to Pat, but the Fleſh was ſo Curſedly 
Mawmiſh-and Ratten , that they foon 


gave 
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gave over the Thought of that Pro. 
j:tion. And'then they entred upan a 
treſh Conſultation, and concluded, Ne- 
mine Contredicente , that the Mathema- 
ticians, by that rule, were the only fit 
matter to work upon 3 as being moſt 
damnably dry, (to fay nothing of their 
Diviſions, among , and againſt them- 
ſelves) ſo that with oge Voice, they 
calld for a parcel of Mathematicians, 
to the Fornace, to begin the Experi- 
ment, But a Devil came in juſt im the 
(od: ſpeed , and told them; Gentlemen 
Philoſophers, (ſays he) it you would 
know the Wretched'(t , and moſt con- 
temptible thing in the World 3 It is an 
Achymiſt : and we are of Opinion, that 
you'l make as Good Philoſaphers ſtones, 
as the Mathematicians, However, for 
Curioſity's ſake, wee try for Once 5 
and ſo he threw ther all together into 
a great Caldron 3 and to (ay the Truth, 
the poor Snakes ſuffer d very conten- 
tedlyz out of a defire I ſuppoſe to 
help on toward the perteCting of the 
Operation.

You (lays he to another) have been a 
Swindgine Whoremaſier in your days; 
I ſee that by the Mount of Venus here, 
and by her Girdle 3 and in ſhort, every 
Man's Deſtiny he read in his Fiſt. Aft- 
ter him advanced another , Creeping 
upon all four; with a pair'of Compaſſes 
betwixt his Teeth 53 his Spheres and 
Globes about him 3 his Jacobs ftaffe 
before him 35 and - his Eyes upon the 
Stars, as if he were taking a Height, or 
making an Obſervation. When he had 
gaz'd a while, up he ſtarts of a fud- 
den, and wringing his Hands, - Good 
Lord (ſays he) What an Onluckie Dog 
was |!

There were Divers great Maſters of 
the Science that follow'd him, As Haly, 
Gerrard, Bart Imew of Parms, and one 
Toxdin ;, a Familiar Friend, #irdd Com- 
panion of the Great Cornetias Agrippa, 
the famous Commurtr, - who though he 
had but ove Soul, was yet burning in 


four Bodies, (UI medn the four Damnable 


Books 
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Books he left behind him.) There was 
Trithemivs too, with . his Polygraphy, 
and Stenography; that had Devils now, 
his Belly fuZ, though in his Life time his 
Complaint was, that He could never 
have enough of their Company. Over 
againſt -him was Cardanz but they 
could not. ſet their - horſes together, be- 
cauſe of an oid Quarrel : whether was 
the more Impudent of the Two. . And 
there | ſaw Mi/ald#s, tearing his Reard, 
in Rage , to find himfelf pump'c dry; 
and that he could not fool on, to the 
end of the Chapier, Theophraſius was 
there too , bewailing himſelf for the 
Time he had ſpent at the Alchymiſts 
Bellows. There was alſo the Unkaown 
Author of Clawcple Solomonis , and 
The Hundred Kings: of Spirits 5. with 
the Compoſer of the — Adwerſm 
Oznia periouls Mundi. : Tay ſucrus too, 
with his Book of Phyſjognowy , and Chi- 
romancy; and he was doubly punilbt, 
firſt for the Fool he was 3 and then for 
thoſe he had wade. Thovygh 10 give the 
Man his Due, He knew himſclt to be 
a Cheat , and that he that gives a Judg- 


ment upon the Lines of a Face, takes 
but 
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but a very uncertain aim. There were 
Magicians, Necromancers, Sorcerers, and 
Enchanters 1nnumerable , befides divers 
private Boxes that were kept for Lords 
and Ladies 3 and -other Perfonages of 
preat quality , that put their truſt in 
theſe Diſciples of the Devil, and go to 
Strand- Bridge or Billeter Lane, for reſo- 
lution in caſes of Death, Love or Marri. 
age, and now and then to recover a Gold 
Watch, or a Pearl Neck-lace. 

Not far from theſe, were a Company 
of handſome Women , that were tor- 
mented in the quality of Witches 5 
which griev'd my very heart to ſee it : 
but to comfort me, What 2 (fays a 
Devil) Have you fo. ſoon forgat the 
roguery of theſe Carrions ? Have you 
not had tryal enough yet of them ? they 
are the very poyſon of life, and the 
only dangerous Magicians that corru 
all your ſenſes, and diſturb the faculties 
of your Soul ; theſe are they that couſen 
your Ezes with falſe appearances, and ſet 
up your Wills in oppoſition tg your Us- 
derſtanding and Reaſon. "Tis right, faid 
I, and now you mind me of it, I do 
very well remcmber , that I have _ 
them 
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them ſo; but let's go on and fee the 
relt. 

] was ſcarce gone three ſteps further, 
but I was got into-ſo hideous-a dark 
place, that it was &en a mercy we knew 
where we were, There was firſt at the 
entrance, Divine Juſtice, which was 
moſt dreadful to behold 3 and a little 
beyond ftood Vice, with a Countenance 
of the higheſt Pride and inſolence 1ma- 
ginablez There was ITngratitnde , M:- 
lice, Iqnorance , obſtinate and 7zcorrigt- 
OY» ; brutiſh and head-ſirong D'/- 
obedience, raſh and imperious Blaſphemy, 
with Garments dipt in Blood, Eyes ſpark- 
ling, and a hundred pair of Chops, barking 
at Providence , and vomiting rage and 
poyſon,”' I went in (I confeſs) with fear 
and trembling, and there I ſaw all the 
Seats of [dolaters and Hereticks ,-that 
ever yet appear'd upon. the ſtage of the 
Univerſe : and at their feet in a glori- 
ons array, was Jaſcivious Barbara, fecord 
Wife to the Emperor Sigiſmond, and the 
Deen of Harlots : one that agreed with 
Meſjalina in This, that Virginity was 
both a barden and a folly; and that in 
her whole. life ſhe was never either 
| wearied 
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wearied or ſati-fj'd ; but herein ſhe 
went beyond her; in that ſhe held the 
mortality as well of the Soul as of the 
Body ; but (he was now better inſtru- 
Red, and burnt like a bundle of 
Matches. | 

Paſſing forward ſtill, I fpy'd a fellow 
ina corner, all alone, with the flames 
about his ears, gnalhing his teeth , and 
blaſpheming through fury and defparr. 
I askt him what he was, and he told me 
he was Mahomet. Why then (faid I) 
thou art the damn'(t Reprobate in 
Hell, and haſt brought more Wretches 
hither than half the World befide: and 
L ucifer has done 'well to allot thee a 
Quarter here by thy ſelf, for certainly 
thou haſt well deſerv'd the firſt place 
in his Dominions. But fince every 
man chuſes to talk of what he loves, 
I prethee good Impoſtor tell me, What's 
the reaſon that thou haſt forbidden 
Wine to all thy Diſciples Oh (lays he) 
| have made them fo drunk with my 
Alcoran, they need no Tzipple. But why 
haſt thou forbidden them Swines-fleſh 
too ? (aid I.) Becauſe (ſays he) I would 
not afiront the Fambon 3 for Water up- 
on 
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on Gammon, would be falſe Heraldry, 
And beſide I never lov'd my people 
well enough to attord them the plea- 
ſure, either of the Grape or the Spare- 
Rib, Nay, and for fear they ſhould 
chance to grope out the way to Heaven, 
I have cſtabliſht my power and my Do- 
minion by force of Arms 3 without 
ſubjetivg my Laws to idle diſputes and 
diſcourſes of Reaſon. Indeed there is lit- 
tle of Reaſorin my Precepts, and I would 
have as little in their Obedience. A world 
of Diſciples | have, but I think they fol- 
low me more out of Appetite than Kelj. 
gion, or forthe Miracles 1 work. I allow 
them Liberty of Conſcience : they have 
as many Women as they pleaſe , and do 
what they liſt, provided they meddle 
not with the Government. But look 
about ye now, and you'l find that there 
are more Knaves than Mahorer. 

I did ſo, and found my felf preſently 
ſurrounded with a Ring of Hereticks, 
and their Adherents , many of which 
were ready to tear out the Throats of 
their Leaders, One among the reſt was 
beſet with a brace of Devils, and either 


of them a pair of Bellows, puffing into 
each 
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each ear Fire inſtead of Air, which made 
him a little hot-beaded. There was ano- 
ther that, as I was told, was a kind of a 
Simoniac, and had taken up his feat in a 
Peitilential Chair z but it was fo dark I 
could not well diſcera whether it was 
a Pope or a Presbyter, 

By this time I had enough of Hell, and 
began to wilh my ſelf out again 3 but as 
I was looking about for a Retreat, I 
ſtumbled upon a Long Galery, before [ 
was aware: and there I ſaw Lucifer him- 
ſelf with all his Nobzlity about him male 
and female. (For let marry'd men ay 
their pleaſure, there are fhe- Devils too) 
| ſhould have been at a damn'd loſs whar 
todo, or how to behave my ſelf among 
ſo many ſtrange Faces, it one of the 
Ohers had not come to me, and told me, 
that being a ſtranger, 'it was bis Ma- 
jeltie's pleaſure, I ſhould enter and have 
free liberty of ſeeing what was there to 
be ſeen. We exchanged a couple or 
two of Complements, and then I began 
to look about me, but never did I ſee a 
Palace ſo furniſht, nor indeed compara- 
ble to it, 

Our Furniture at the beſt is but a 
choice 
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choice colle&ion of dead and dumb S1a- 
tues, or paintings, without life, ſenſe, or 
motion : But there all the pieces were 
animated, and no traſh in. the whole 
Inventory. There was hardly any thing 
to be ſeen, but Emperors and Princes, 
with ſome few (perhaps) of their 
choiceſt Nobility and Privados. The 
firſt Banque was taken up by the Otto- 
man Family, and after them fate the 
Roman Emperors, in their orderz and 
the Roman Kings down to Tarquin the 
proud ; beſide Highneſſes, and Graces, 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal innume- 
rable. My Lungs began now to call for 
a little fre air, and I defir'd my Guide 
to ſhew me the way out again. Yes, yes, 
with all my heart (ſays he) follow me 
then : and (o he carry'd me away by a 
back paſſage into Lucifer's houſe of Of- 
fice , where there was I know not how 
many Tun of Sir Reverence, and Balcs 
of flattering Panegyricks , not to be num- 
berd; all of them Licensd, and Ex- 
ter*d according to Order. T could not but 
ſmile at this proviſion of T ail-Timber, 
and my Guide took notice of it z who 


was a good kind of a Damr'd Dro#. But 
I 
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I calld [till to be gone, and at length he 
led me to a little hole like the vent of a 
Vault, and I crept through it as nimbly 
as if the Devil himſelf had given me a 
lift at the crupperz when to my great 
wonder, I found my ſelf in the Park 
again, where I begun my ſtory: not 
without an odd medly of paſſions, part- 
ly reflecting upon what others endur'd, 
and 1n part upon my own condition of 
eale and happineſs, that had deſerv'd, 
perhaps, the contrary as well as they. 
'This thought put me upon a Reſolution 
of leading ſuch a courſe of life, for the 
future ,' that I might not come to feel 
theſe torments in Reality, which I had 
now only ſcen in Viſcon. 

And 1 mult here entreat the Reader 


"to follow my example, without makin 


any further experiment 3 and hkewiſe 
not to calt an i/ conſtruFion upon a fair 
meaning. My delign is to diſcredit, and 
diſcountenance the works of darkneſs, 
without ſcandalizing of Perſons 3 and 
ſince I ſpeak only of the Damwn'd, I'm 
ſure no honeſt man alive will reckon this 
diſcourſe a Satyre. 
The end of the ſixth Viſion. 
S THE 
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Here happen'd lately ſo terrible 
an Oproar, and Diforder in Hel 
that ( though it be a place of 

perpetual Outrage, and Confuſion ) the 
oldeſt Devil there never knew the Fel- 
low of it ; and the Inhabitants expected 
nothing lefs than an abſolute Topſy-Tur- 
wy; and Diſſolutzon of their Empire. The 
Devils fell upon the Damn'd 5 and the 
Damnr'd fell upon the Devils, without 
knowing one from Yother : and all run- 
ning helter ckelter, to and again, like 
Mad 3 for in fine, it was no other than 
a general Revolt, This Hurly burly laſted 
a good while, before any Mortal could 
Imagine the meaning of it 3 but at length 
there came certain intelligence of a won- 
firous Talker z A Pragmatical Medling 


nder- 
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Orndertiker, and an 01d Bawd of a Gox- 


vernante, that had knockt off their 
Shackles, and made all this Havock: 
Which may give the Reader to underſtand 
what kind of Cattel theſe are, that could 
make Hell it ſelf more dangerous and On. 
quiet. 

Lucifer, in the mean time, went Telp- 
irg up and down, and Buwlirg, for 
Chains, Hand-Cuffes, Bolts, Manacles, 
Shackles, Fetters, to tye up his Prifacrs 
again 3 when in the middle of his Car- 
riere, Heand the Bubler, or T alter I 
told ye of, met full butt and after a 
little ſtaring one another 1n the Face, 
upon the Encounter, the B2bler open'd. 
Prince mine 3 (fays he) you have a pack 
of Lazy, Droning Devils in your Domi- 
nions, that look after Nothing, but lit 
with their Arms and Legs acroſs, and 
leave all your affairs at Six and Seven. 
And you have divers abroad too , upon 
Co::::://:0u, that have (taid out their 
Time , and yet give you no Accompt of 
their Employment. The Gonuvernante, 
who had been blowing the Coal, and 
Whiſperiog Seditzon from one to ano- 
ther chanc'd to pals by in the Ipterim, 

S 2 and 
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and ſtopping ſhort, addreſfs'd her elf to 
Lucifer 3 Look to your ſelf ; (ſhe cry'd) 
there is a Deſperate Plot upon your Dis. 
bolical Crown, and Dignity. There are 
Two Tyrants wn't: Three Paraſites; A 
World of Phyſicians, and whole Legions 
of Lawyers, and Atlorneys, One word 
more in your Ear. . There is among 
them, a murgrel Prieſt (a kind of a Lay- 
Elder) that will go ne? » fit upon 
your Skirts, it you have .. a care of 
him. 

At the very naine of Prieſt, and 
Lay-Elder, Lucifer look't as Pale as 
Death : ſtood ſtone ſtill ; as mute as 
a Fiſh; and in his very looks, dif- 
coverd his Apprehenſions. Aﬀer a 
little pauſe, he rousd himſelf, as out 
of a Trance; A Prieit do ye ſay? a 
Lay Elder 8 Tyrants, Lawyers * Phyſi- 
cians ? A Compoſition to poyſon all the 
Devils in Hell, and purge their wery 
Guts out. With'that away he went to 
vilit the Avenues, and ſet his Grard:, 
and who ſhould he meet next , but the 
Medler e in a menſtrovus haſt, and hurry. 
Nay then (fayes he) here is the Fore- 
runner of 1f Inck, But what's the Mat- 
ter £ 
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ter * The Matter? cry'd the Medler ; 
And then with a huge deal of tedious 
and Impertinent Circumſtance , he up 
and told him, that a great many of the 
Damn'd had Contriv'd an Eſcape; and 
that there was a Deſign to call in four 
or frve Regiments of Hypocrites , and O- 
ſ#rers, under colour, forſooth, of Eſta- 
bliſhing a better [ztel/igence berwixt 
Earth and HeU, with a Hundred other 
Fopperies 3 and had gone on till this 
time, if Lucifer would have found 
Ears. But he had other Fiſh to fry 
for Neck and All was now at Stake 
and ſo. he went about his Buſineſs of 
putting all in a poſture, and ſtrengthen- 
ing his Guards. And for the further 
Security of his Royal Perſon , he en- 
ter'd into bis own immediate Regim-nt, 
ſeveral Reformadoes of the Society, 
that he particularly knew to be no 
Flinchers. 

He began Mis Survey in the Faults 
and Dungeons, among his Faylers, 
and Pris*'ners, The Makle-Bate Babler 
March't in the Va» , breathing an Ayr 
that kindled , and Enflamed whereever 
he paſt, without giving any Light ((ec- 
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ting People together by the Ears, they 
know not why ) In the ſecond Place 
the Gomnvernante as full of News, and 
Tittle-T attle as ſhe could hold, and tel- 
ling her Tale all the way ſhe went. In 
the Breech of her follow'd the Medler, 
leering as he paſt along, firſt on one 
fide, then on the Other, without ever 
moving his Head, and making fair with 
every Soul he ſaw in's wav. He gave 
One, a Bow; T' other a Kiſi; Tour moſt 
bumble Servant, to'a Third; Can 1 ſerve 
gon, Sir, to a Fourth 2 But every Com- 
plement was worſe to the poor Cre. 
tures, than the Fire it ſelf. Ah Traytor | 
ſiys one; For Pity's ſake, away with 
this new Tormentor ! cries another. 
This Fellow is Hell upon Hell, fays a 
Third. As he trudg'd on, there was a 
Rabble of Raſcals got together; and 
in the middle of the Crowd, a moſt 
Eminent Knight of the Poſt, (a great 
Maſter of his Trade) that was reading 


a LeFure to that Venerable Aſſembly, of 


the Noble Myſtery of Swearing and Ly- 
izg; and would have taught any Man 
in one Quarter of an Hour, to prove 
any thing upon Oath, that he never 
ſaw, 
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law, nor heard of in his Life. This 
Doctor had no ſooner caſt his Eye upon 
the lztermedler, but up he ſtarted in a 
Fright. How now? ſays hez Is that 
Devil here? I came hither on purpoſe 
to avoid him; and if I could but have 
dream't, he'd have been in Hell, be- 
yond all Diſpute, I'd have gone myſelf 
to Paradiſe. 

As He was ſpeaking, we heard a 
great, and a confuſed Noiſe of Arms, 
Blows, and Out-criesz and preſently we 
diſcover'd ſeveral Perſons falling one 
upon Another like Lightning 3 and in 
ſhort with ſuch a Fury , that *tis not 
for any Tongue or Pea to deſcribe the 
Battel, One of them appear'd to be an 
Emperour, for he was crown'd with 
Lawrel, and ſurrounded with a grave 
ſort of People, that lookt like Conr- 
ſellors or Senators; and had all the O!4 
States, and Records at their Fingers 
End, by which they endeavour'd: ta 
make it out; That a King might be kill'd 
in bis Perſonal Capacity, «nd bis Politick 
( apacity never the worſe fort, And up- 
on this point, were they at Daggers 
Drawn with the Emperour, Lucifer 
S 4 came 
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came then roundly up to him, and with 
a Voice that made Hell quakez What 
are you, Sir, (ſays he) that take upon 
you thus in my Dominions ? I am the 
Great Julizs Ceſar (quoth he) that in 
this general tumult, thought to have 
revengd my felt upon Brutas, and Cuf- 
ſus, for Murdering me in the Serate, 
under colour ( forfooth) of afferting 
the Common-Liberty : Whereas theſe 
Traytors did it mecrly out of Envy, U- 
warice and Ambition, It was the Empe- 
rour, not the Empire they hated. They 
pretended to deſtroy Me, for Introdu- 
cing a Monarchy; but did they over- 
throw the Monarchy it ſelf? No, but 
on the Contrary, they confirm'd itz and 
did more Miſchief, in taking away my 
Life, than I did in diſſolving their Re- 
publick However, I dyd an Emperour, 
and theſe Villains carry'd only the Infamy 
and Brand of Regicides , to tbeir Graver, 
and the World has ever ſince, ador'd my 
Memory and abhorr'd theirs. Tell me 
(quoth he) ye curſed Blood Hounds ; 
(turning towards them) M/hether was 
your Government better, think ye , in the 
hands of your Senators; a company of 
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ralking Gomn-men, that knew not how to 
keep it ; or in the Hands of 8 Souldier, 
that woo it by bis Merit? It is not the 
Drawing of a Charge, or the making of a 
fine Oration, that fits people for Govern- 
ment ; nor will a Crown fit well upon the 
Head of a Peaant ; but let him wear 1t 
that deſerves it. He is the trne Patriot 
that advances the Glory of his Country, 
by Atﬀtions of Bravery and Honour. 
Which has more Right to yule, think ye, 
He that only knows the Laws, or be that 
Maintains them? The one only Studies 
the Government ; The other ProteQts zt. 
Wretched R ennblick ! Thou calPſt it Free- 
dom to obey « Divided Multitudc, and 
ſfiavery to ſerve a ſingle Perſon; and when 
a company of ( ovetous little F ellows are 
got tozether , they muſt be Tiled Fathers 
of their Country , jorſooth; And ſpall 
one Generous Pcrſon take up with the 
Name of Tyre nt? Oh ! how much better 

had it beer for Rome to have preſeru'd 

that 011 Son that made htr Miſtreſs of the 
World, than that Multitude of F, athers, 

who by /o many Inteſtine Wars , render 
her but 2 Step- Mother to her own Chilaren. 

Barbarous, and Cruel that you are! fo 
much 
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gmch as to mention the name of a Cong 
mon-wealth , conſidering that ſince the 
People taſted of Monarchy, they bave pre- 
ſerr'd even the worſt of Princes, as Nero, 
Tibertus, Caligula , Heliogabalus , &+-c. 
before your Tribe of Senators. 

This diſcourſe of Cefar's ſtrook Bry. 
tus with exceeding fame and confuſſon : 
but at length with a feeble and trem- 
bling Voice, he dcliver'd himſclf co this 
Ettect. * Gentlemen of the Serzte ( ſay; 
* bz) do ye not hear Ceſar? or will ye 
*:dd fin to fin, and ſuffer all the blame 
*to be caſt upon the Inſtruments, when 
*1y0u your ſelves were the Contrivers of 
* the ViIlany 2 Why do ye not anſwer? 
«for C&/zr ſpeaks to you, as well as to 
*as. C-{ſzus and my ſelf were but your 
* Bravos, and govern'd by your Perſr2- 
© cons an Advice, Nittle dreaming of 
' * that inſatiable Ambition that lay Jurk- 
*ing unce'r the Gravity of your Jong 
© Beards 3nd Robes. But 'tis the pra- 
© tice ot you all, to arraign that Ty- 
*ranny in the Prince, which you would 
© exerciſe your ſelves: in Effe&t, when 
*you have gotten Power, and the Co- 
© lour of Authority in your hands, 1t 15 

| * more 
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*more dangerous for a Prince not t9 
* comply with you, than for a Vaſſal © 
© rebel againſt his Prince. To what end 
© ſerv'd your perfidious and ungrateful 
Treaſon ? Make anſwer to Ceſar. But 
* for our parts, in the Conſcience of our 
© fin, we feel the ſeverity of our Puniſh- 
*ment. 

At theſe words 2 hollow-Fy'd4 fuper- 
cilious Senator (that had been of the 
Conſpiracy, and was then blazing like 
a Pitcht Barrel) rais'd himſelf, and with 
a faint Voice, askt Czſar what reaſon 
he had to complain? © For Prince (ſays 
he) if King Ptolomy murtherd Pom- 
©pey the Great, upon whoſe Score he 
© held his Kingdom ; why might nor 
*the Senate as well fill yor, to recover 
*what you had taken from them ? 
And in the caſe betwixt Ceſar and 
* Pompey, let the Devils themſelves be 
' Judges. As for Achillas (who was one 
v of the Murtherers) what he did, was 
*by Ptolomy's Command, and then he 
© was but 23 Free-booter neither, a Fellow 
*that got his Living by Rapine and 
*Spoil: but Ceſar was undoubtedly 
*the more infamous of the Two. *Tis 
*true 
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true, you wept at the ſight of Pome- 
© pey's Head, but ſuch Tears as were 
© more treacherous than the Steel that 
<kill'd him. Ah cruel compaſhon and 
© revengeful Piety! that made thee a 
* more barbarous Enemy to Pompey, 
* dead than living. Oh that ever two 
* Hypocrite Eyes ſhould creep into the 
«*firſt Head of the-World; To con- 
*clude, the Death of Cz2far had been 
© the Recovery of our Republick, if the 
« Multitude had not calld in others of 
© his Race to the Government, which 
© render'd thy Fall the very Hydra of 
© the Empire. | 

We had had another Skirmiſh upon 
theſe Words, if Lucifer had not com- 
manded Cz/ar to his Cell again, upon 
pain of Death ; and there to abide ſuch 
correction as belong'd to him, for (light- 
ing the warnings he had of his Diſaſter. 
Brutus and Caſſzu4 too were turn'd over 
to the politick Fools: and the Senators 
were diſpatched away to Minos and 
Radamanthus, and to fit as Aſfeſtants 
in the Devil's Bench. 

After this I heard a murmuring noile, 
as of People talking at a diſtance, and 
by 
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by degrees I made it out that they were 
wrangling and diſputing (till louder 
and louder, till at length it was but a 
word and a blow, and the nearer I came, 
the greater was the Clamour. This 
made me mend my pace; but before [ 
could reach them, they were all toge- 
ther by the Ears in a bloudy Fray: They 
were Perſons of great Quality all of 
them, as Emperors, Magiſtrates, Gene- 
rals of Armies. Lucifer to take up the 
Quartrel, commanded them Peace, and 
Silexce, and they all obey'd, but it 
vext them to the Hearts to be ſo taken 
cff in the full Cariere of their Fury and 
Reverge. The firſt that open'd his 
mouth, was a Fellow ſo marty:'d with 
Wounds and Scars, that I took him at 
frſt for an I-digent Officer, but it prov'd 
to be Clitzs (as he (aid himſelf) And 
one at his Elbow told him, he was a 
ſaucy Companion, for preſuming to 
ſpeak before his time 3 and fo defir'd Au- 
dience of Lucifer, for the high aud migh- 
ty Alexander the Sor of Jupiter, and the 
Emperour and Terrour of the World: He 
was going on with his Zualities and T3- 
ter; but an Officer gave the worn, Si- 
ence , 
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lence, and bad Clitzs begin, which he 
took very kindly, and told his (tory. 
<It it may pleaſe your Majelty (as 
© he) L was the firſt Favourite of this 
<Emperour;z who was then Lord of all 
*the known World ; bare the Title of 
© the King of Kings, and boaſted himſelf 
© for the Sor of Jupiter Hammon 3 and 
« yet after all this Glory and Conqueſt, 
© he was himſelf a Slave to his Paſhons; 
© He was Raſh, and Cruel, and conſe- 
* quently, Incapable either of Counlcl, 
* or Friendſhip. While I livd, I was 
* near him, and fſerv'd him faithfully ; 
© but it ſeems, he did not Entertain me, 
*ſo much for my Fidelity, as to aug- 
© ment the Number of his Flatterers - 
* But I found my ſelf too honeſt for a 
© Baſe Office; and ſtill as he ran into 
*any foul Excefles, I took a Freedom 
'* with all poſhible Modeſty, to ſhew 
© him his Miſtakes. One day, as he was 
* talking ſlightly of his Father Pi; 
* (that breve Frence, from whom he re- 
© ceiv'd as well his Honour as his Be- 
*1ng) I told him frankly what | 
* thought of that Ingratitude, and Va 
F zity, and dclir'd him to treat 
(5 De: 
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* Dead Father with more Reverence; 
*as a Prince worthy of Eternal Ho- 
*nour, and Reſpect, This Commen- 
* dation of Philip, fo enflam'd him, rhat 
* preſently he took a Partiſan and 
* (truck me dead in the place with his 
* own hand. After thisz pray'e where 
* was his Divinity, when he gave Abdo- 
* lominzs , ( a poor Garden-Weeder ) 
*the Kiogdom of Sidovia: which 
* was not, as the World would have it, 
*out of any Conſideration of his Ver- 
*tue, but to Mortifie and take down 
'the Pride and Inſolence of the Per- 
(favs. Meeting bim here juſt now in 
* Hell, | askt him what was become of 
* bis Father Jupiter now £ that he lay 
*{o long by't; and whether he were 
*not yet convincd that all Flatte- 
*rers were a Company of Raſcals, who 
* with their Incenſe and Alturs, would 
© perſwade him that he was of Divine 
* ExtraGion, and Heir apparent to the 
© Throne and Thunder of Jupiter. This 
*now was the Ground of our Quar- 
"rel. But InveCtives apart 3 who bur a 
© Tyrant would have put 4 Loyal Subjet 
*to Death, only for his Afe@ion, and 
* Regards 
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« Regards to the Memory of his Dead 
« Father £ how barbaroully did he treat 
© his Favourites Parmenio, Philotas, Ca- 
* liſthenes , Amintas, &C. ſo that good 
* or bad is all a caſe, for 'tis crime enough 
© to be the Favourite of a Tyrant: As 
*in the courſe of humane life, every 
* man dies becauſe he is mortal, and the 
* diſeaſe is rather the pretext of his 
* death, than the cauſe of it. You find 
now , (ſays Satan) that Tyrants will 
ſbew their people many a Dog trick, 
when the humour takes them. The 
good they hate , for not being wicked ; 
and the bad , becaule they are no worſe, 
How many Favourites have you ever 
ſeen come to a fair and. timely end £ 
Remember the Emblem of the Sponge, 
and that's the uſe that Princes make of 
their Favourites , they let them ſuck and 
fill; and then ſqueeze them for their own 
profit. 

At that word there was heard a la- 
mentable cry , and at the ſame time a 
venerable old man, as pale as if he had 
no blood in his veins, came up to L« 
cifer, and told him , that his Embler: of 
the Sporge came very pat to his Cops 
or 
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For (ſays he) 7 was a great Favourite, 
and a great Hoarder of Treaſure : 2 Spa- 
niard by birth, the Tutor and Confident 
of Neroz and my name is Seneca In- 
deed his bounties were to exceſs , he gave 
me without asking , and in taking 1 was 
never Ccovetous but obedient. It 3s in 
the nature of Princes, and it befits their 
quality, to be liberal where they take a 
liking, both of Honour and Fortunes : 
and tis bard for a Subje@ to refuſe, with- 
out ſome refl:Fion upon the generoſity or 
diſcretion of kis Maſter, For 'tis not 
the Merit, or Modeſty of the Vaſſal, but 
the Glory of the Prince that 1s 10 queſti- 
on : and he is the beſt SubjeF, that con- 
tributes the moſt to the Splendor , and 
Reputation of his Soveraige, Nero indeed 
gave me as much as ſuch a Prince couid 
beſtow 5 and I manag'd his Liberalitics 
with all the moderation imaginable : 
yet all too little , to preſerve me from 
the ſtrokes of envious and malicious 
tongues 3 which would have it, that my 
philoſophizing upon the contempt of the 
World, was nothing elſe but a meer im#- 
poſture, that with leſs danger and notice, 
| might feed and entertain my Awvarice, 


and 
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and with the fewer Competitors. Find- 
ing my credit with my Maſter decline- 
ing, it ſtood me upon, to provide ſome 
way or other for my quiet, and to with- 
draw my ſelf from being the mark of 
a publick envy. So I went direaly to 
Nero, and with all poſhible reſpect and 
humility made him a Preſent back again 
of his own bounties, The truth is, I had 
ſo great a paſſzon for his ſervice, that 
neither the ſeverity of his Natare, nor 
the debauchery of his Manners could 
ever deter me from exhorting him to 
nobler courſes, and paying him all the 
dutics of a Loyal SubjeF., Eſpecially in 
caſes of Cruelty and Blood, I laid it per- 
petually home to his Conſcience, but all 
to little purpoſe; for he put his Mother 
to death, laid the City of Rome in aſhes, 
and indeed depopulated the Empire of 
honefF men, And this drew on Piſo's 
Conſpiracy, which was better laid than 
executed ; for upon the diſcovery, the 
prime inſtruments Joſt their lives; and 
by Divine Providence this Prince was 
preſervd, in order (as one would have 
| thought) to his repentance and change 
of life, But upon the iſſue, the Conſi 
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racy was prevented, and Nero never the 
better. At the ſame time he put Lucas 
to death, only for being 4 better Poet 
than himſelf. And if he gave me my 
choice what death to dye, it was rather 
cruelty than pity; for in the very delibe. 
ration which Death to chuſe, 1 ſuffer'd 
all even in the terrour ana apprehenſion 
that made me refuſe the reſt, The eleti- 
on | made, was to bleed to Death in 2 
Bath, and [ finiſht my own diſpatches 
hither 5 where to my further affliction, 
I have again encountred this infamous 
Prince, ſtudying new cruelties, and in- 
ſtrufting the very Devils themſclves in 
the Art of tormenting, 

At that word Nero advanc'd, with his 
I fevorr'd Face, and ſbrilf Voice. * Tt 
© js very well (ſays he) for a Princes 
© Favourite, or Tutor to be wiſer than 
* his Maſter 3 but let him manage that 
© advantage then with reſpe&t, and not 
* like a raib and infolent Fool make 
© proclamation preſently to the World, 
© that he's the wiſer of the two. While 
* Seneca kept himſelt within thoſe 
* bounds, I lodg'd him in my boſome, 
* and the love I had for that man was 
& 1 * the 
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* the Glory of my Government 3 but 
© when he came to publiſh once (what 
* he ſhould have difſembled or con- 
© ceal'd) that it was not Nero , but Se- 
* zeca that yul'd the Empire, nothing 
© Jeſs than his Blood could make fati(- 
< faction for ſo intolerable a ſcandal, 
© and from that hour I reſolv'd his ru- 
* ine. And I had rather ſuffer what [ 
© do, a hunared times over, than enter- 
© tain a Favourite that ſhould raiſe his 
* credit upon my Diſhonour. Whether 
© T have reaſon on my fide or no, I ap- 
* peal to all this Princely Aſſembly : 
© Draw near [ beſeech ye , as many as 
© are here, and ſpeak freely, my Royal 
© Brethren 3 Did yeever ſuffer any Fa- 
© vourite to ſcape unpuniſht , that had 
© the Impudence to write [| [ and my 
* King?) to make a Stale of Majeſty, and 
© to publiſh himſelf a better States. mar: 
* than his Maſter £ No, no, (they cry'd 
out all with one Voice) it never was, 
and never ſhall be endured, while the 
World laſts : For we have lefc our Suc- 
ceſlors under an Oath , to have a care 
on't: 'Tis true, a Wiſe Connſellour at 4 
Princes Elbow, is a Treaſure , and ought 
lo 
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fo be ſo effeemd , while he makes it his 
buſineſs to cry up the abilities and. ju- 
ſtice of his Soveraign : but in the in- 
Rant that his vanity tranſports bim to 
the contrary 3 away with him to the 
dogs, and down with him, for there's no 
enduring of it. 

*All this (cry'd Sejanw) does not 
© yet concern me3 for though I had in- 
* deed more brains than Tiberizs, yer I 
*(o orderd it, that he had the credit 
* in publick of all my private Advices, 
© and ſo ſenſible he was of my ſervices, 
* that he made me his Partner and 
* Companion in the Empire : he causd 
© my Statues to be erected, and invelted 
* them with ſacred Priviledges, Let Se- 
* janys Live ,” was the daily ery of the 
$ People; and in truth, my we!l being 
$ was the joy of the Empire; and far 
* and near there were publick Prayers 
* and Vows offer'd up for my health. 
* But what was the end of all> when | 
* thought my ſelf ſureſt in my Maſter's 
* Arms and favour, he let me fall, nay he 
© threw me down, caus'd me to be cut 
* in pieces, delivering me up 'to the fu- 
* ry of a bharbarous and enraged Multi- 

T 3 * tude, 
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* tude, that drag'd me along the Streets, 
* and happy was he that could get a 
© piece of my fleſh to carry upon a 
8 —_— point 1n triumph. And it had 
* been well if this inhumane cruelty 
* had ſtopt here; but it extended to 
* my poor Children, who, though un- 
* concern'd in my crimes, were yet to 
« partake in my fate. A Daughter I had, 
* whom the very Law exempted from 
© the ſtroke of Juſtice, becauſe of her 
© Virginity; but to clear that ſcruple, 
© ſhe was condemn'd firſt to be raviſht 
* by the Hagman , and then to be be- 
© beaded, and treated as her Father, 
* My firſt failing was upon temerity and 
* pridez I would out-run my deſtiny ; 
* defie Fortune : and for Divine Provi-

© ter ages of the Rock of Court-favonrs. 
© The greatneſs of a Favourite 1 muſs 
* confeſs , proclaims the greatneſs of his 
© Maker ; and the Prince that maintains 
* what he has once raisd, does but ju- 
* ſtifie the prudence of his own choice : 
* and when ever he comes to undo what 
* he has done , publiſhes himſelf to be 
* light and unconſtant, and does as 
* good as declare himſelf (ever againſt 
© himſelf) of the Enemies party. 

Up ſtept Plantiar then, (Severws his 
Favorite) he that was toſs'd out of a 
Garret Window to make the people 
ſport. My conditios in the World (lays 
he) was perfetly like that of a Rocket 
or Fire-work : 1 was carry'd up to a Pro» 
= digious 
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digious Height in 4 moment, and all peo- 
ples Eyes were upon me, as A Star of the 
firſt Magnitude 53 but my Glory was very 
ſhort-liv'd 5 and down I fell into Obſcu- 
rity, ard Aſhes. After him, appear'd a 
number of other Favourites; and all of - 
them hearkning to Bebiſarivs the Favon- 
rite of Juſtinian;, who Blind as he was, 
had already knockt twice with his (taff, 
and (haking his Head , with a weak 
and complaining Voice , delird _A£udi- 
ence; Which was at length granted him, 
Silence commanded 3 And he ſaid, as 
follows. 

* Princes (aid he) before they deſtroy 
* the Creatures they have rais'd, and 
© choſen, ſhould do well to conſider, that 
* Cruelty and Inconſtancy is much a grea- 
* ter Infamyto a Prince, than the Worſt 
* effeFs of 1t can be to a Favorite. For my 
* own part, I fervd an Emperour, that 
* was both a Chriſtian , and a great Lo- 
* ver, and Promoter of Juſtice. And yet 
© after all the ſervices I bad done him, in 
* ſeveral Battels and Adventures, (inſo- 
© much that he was effeually become 
* my Debtor, for the very glory of his 
* Empire.) My Reward in the End, was 
| ; ; | _ 
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to have my Eyes put out, and (with a 
* Dog and a Beli) ro be turn'd a begging 
* from Door to Door. Thus was that 
« Belizarixs treated , whole very Name 
* formerly was worth an Army, and he 
* was the Soul of his Friends, as well as 
© the Terrour of his Enemies, But a Prin- 
© ces Favou#, is like Dnick ſilver, Reſtleſs, 
* and Slippery, never to be fixed 5 never 
* ſecured. Force it, and it ſpends it ſelf 
o im Funmes: Sublime it , and "tis a Mor- 
© tal Poyſon. Handle it only, and it works 
© 7 ſelf into the very Bones ; art all that 
* have to do with it , Live and Dye Pale 
* and Irembling. 

At thele Words , the whole Band of 
Favorites, ſet up a Hideous, and a Heavy 
Groan, trembling like Afpen-leaves, and 
at the ſame time , reciting ſeveral paſla- 
ges out cf the Prophet Hiubakkik, 
againſt Careleſs and Wicked Governonrs, 
By which Threarning is given to un- 
derſtand, that 7ve Almighty, when be 
bas a mind i» d:ſtroy a Wicked Ruler, 
does not alrys puniſh one Potentate by 
Another, 1:4 bring his Ends about by a 
Tryal of Arms, or the Event of a Battel: 


but many times makes aſe of things the

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moſt AbjeF , and Vile, to Canfound the 
Vanity and Arrogance: of the Mighty ; 
and makes even Worms , Flies, Caterpil. 
lers , and Lice to ſerve bin as the Mini- 
ſters of his Terrible Juſtice : Nay, the 
Stone in the Wall , and the Beam in the 
Houſe , ſhall riſe in Judgment againſt 
them. 

This Diſcourſe might have gone fur- 
ther, but that the Company preſently 
parted, to know the meaning of a ſud- 
den Noiſe and Clatter they heard, that 
half deafn'd' the Auditory. And what 
was it at laſt? but a ſcuffle between the 
Gown-men, and the Brothers of the Blade, 
And there were Perſons of great Ho- 
nour and Learning, Toung and Old, en- 
gag d in the Fray: The men of War 
were at it daſhing with their Swords, 
and the Gentlemen of the long Robe, 
Fencing , ſome with Toſtatzs z Others 
with huge Pande&s, that with their old 
Wainſcot Covers, were as good as Buck- 
lers, and would now and then give the 
Foe a Heavy Rebuke, over and above. 
The Combate had certainly been very 
Bloody, if one of Lucifer's Conſtables

* when they have vented the Fmonr,

© ſhew ye what this Impertinent Chroni- 
* cler fays of my ſelf, He had ſquander'd 
* away his treaſure (lays he) in expenſive 
© Buildings, Comedies, and Donatives to 
* the Souldiers. 

Now would I fain know which way 
it could have been better imployed. 

* Iyanother place, he ſays, that Dy. 
* mitian had ſome thoughts of eaſing bim- 
© folf in his Military Charges, by reducing 
* the number 5 bitt that be durſt not do, 
©:fop: fear fome of bis Neighbours ſhould 
* put ax affront upon him. So that to lick 
* himſelf whole, ke fell to raking and ſcra-

© wwony was proof enough for a Confiſca- 
© tion; for there needed no more to undo

© He ſays further, that Domitian made 
© ſeiſure of ſeveral Eſtates , without any 
* ſort of Right whatſoever 5 and there 
* went 10 more to his Title, than for a 
* falſe witneſi to depoſe , that he heard the 
* Defun declare, before be dy'd, that he 
* z#xade Cxlar bis Heir. He ſet ſuch a Tax 
© upon the Jews, that many of them de- 
* ny d their Religion to avoid it ; and 7 
* remember that when 1 was a young Fel- 
Cc low, I ſaw an old man of fourſcore and 
* ter taken upon ſuſpicion by one of Do- 
* mitian's Spies, and turnd up in a pub- 
* lick Aſſembly, to ſee if be were circum+ 
© ciſed. 

© Be ye now Judges, (zentlemen of the 
* Black Guard, if this be not a moſt 1n- 
* tolerable indignity. Am I to anſwer 
© for the ations of my inferiour Officers? 
© Tt amazes me that my Succeſlors ſhould 
© ever endure theſe ſcandalous reports 
© to be publiſbed , eſpecially againſt a 
© Prince that had laid out ſo much Mo- 
© ney in repairing the Libraries that 
© were burnt.

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Te'is very true (faid Swetorivs in a 
doleful tone) and I have not forgotten 
to make mention of it to your Honour. 
But what will 'you fay, if 1 ſhew you in 
a Warrant under your Hand , this exe. 
crable and impiows Blaſphemy £ It is the 
ronmand of your Lora and God. And in 
fine, if I fpeak- nothing but truth, 
where's your cafife of complaint ? I 
have written the Lives too of the great 
Fulizs Czſar , and the divine AnguiF xr, 
ard the world will not ſay but 1 have 
done them right. But for your ſelf, and 
ſuch as you, that are effeCtually but fo 
many incarnate ahd crowned Plagnes, 
what fault have 1 committed in ſetting 
before your eyes thoſe Tyranmies , which

* ſtay twenty years out, and come back 
© again een as wile as ye went : What 
© ſouls have ye brought now? or what 
news from t'other World? Hz! Your 
Highneſs (quoth the Devil) has too 
much honour and juſtice to condemn 
me unheard. Wherefore be pleaſed to 
remember that at my going out , you 
gave me charge of a certain Merchant z 
It coſt me the firſt ten years of my time 
to make him a Thief, and ten more to keep 
him from turning honeſt again , and re- 
ſtoring what he had floln. A fine fetch 
for a Devil this, is it not? cry'd Lacifer. 
But Hell is no more the Hell it was when: 
I knew it firſt, than Chalk is Cheeſe : And 
the Devils now adaeys are ſo damn'dly 
inſipid end dry , theyre hardly worth 
the roaſting. A ſenſleſls Puppy to come 
back to me with a ſtory of Waltham's 
Calf, that went nine mile to ſuck a Bud. 
But he's not Maſter of bis Trade yet; 
and with that Lzcifer bad one of his

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Officers take him away and put him to 
School again 3 for I perceive he's a Raſ- 
cal, ſays he, and he has &en been rogueing 
at a Play-houſe, when he ſbould have been 
at Church. 

in that inſtant, from behind a little 
hill, a great many Aer came running as 
hard as they could drive after a compa- 
ny of Women ; The Mer crying out, 
Stop, Stepz and the Women crying for 
Help. Lucifer commanded them all to 
be ſeiz'd, and askt what was the matter. 
Alas, alas! (cry'd one of the men, quite 
out of breath_) Theſe Carrions have made 
zs Fathers, though we never had Childrey, 
Govern your Tongue, Sirrah (cryd 
a Devil of Honour , out of reſpett to 
the Ladies) and ſpeak truth ; for 'tis 
utterly impoffible you ſhould be Fa- 
thers without Children.

Bodies, and Memories! Heaven reſt his 
Soul (crys one) He kill'd himſelf with 2 
Debanch. How i't poſſible (ſays another 
to cure a nan that keeps no Diet £ He was 
a Mad-man (crys a Third) a meer Soft, 
and would not be geverwd by his Phy. 
fician. His Body was as Rotten as a Pear : 
He had as many Diſeaſes as a Horſe : and 
it was not in the Power of Man to ſave 
him. Ard truly 'twas w-ll that his how 
was come, for be had better a great deal dy: 
well, than live on as be did. Thieves and 
Mwilercrs that ye are ; Ton your ſelves 
are that hour ye ial; of. Ihe Phyſician 
1s only Death in a Diſguiſe , and brings 
his Patients Hoxr along with him. Cru- 
el People ! Is it not Enough to take 
away a man's life; and like Common- 
Hangmen to be paid for't when ye have 
done : but you muſt blaſt the Hononr 
too of thoſe you have diſpatch't, to 
excuſe your Ignorance 2 Let but the Li- 
ving follow: my Counſel, and write their 
Teſtaments after this Copy, they ſhall 
live long and happily 3 and not go out 
of the World at laſt, /ike a Rat with 2 
ſtraw in his Arſe (as a learned _— 

; as 
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has it) or becut off in theFlower of their 
days, by theſe Counterfeit Do@ours of the 
Faculty of the Cloſe-ſtool. 

The dead Man ply'd his Diſcourſe 
with ſo much Gravity and Earneſtneſs, 
that Lucifer began to believe what he 
ſaid. But becauſe all Truths are not to 
be ſpoken, eſc-:c/:\lv among the Devils, 
where hardly any ai: :1mitted 3 and for 
fear of miſchief, if the Dodo#rs Hould 
come to hear what had been faid, Luncr- 
fer preſently order'd the Fellow to be 
(ragg d, or put in ſecurity for bis good 
Behaviour. 

His mouth was no ſooner ſtopt, but 
another was open'd 3 and one of the 
damn'd came running crofs the Compa- 
ny, and ſo up and down, back and for- 
ward (like a Cur that had loſt bis Ma- 
ſter) bawling as if he had been outof 
his Wits, and crying out, * Oh! Where 
Jam 1? Wheream 1? j am abugd, Iam 
* chousd : What's the meaning of all 
*this? Here are damning Devils, tempt- 
"ing Devils, and formenting Devil! , 
* but the Devil a Devil can 1 find of the 
* Devils that brought me hither : They 
* have gottey away my Devils: Where 


Care 
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© are they? give me my Devils apain. 

It might wcll make the Company 
ſtare to lee a Fellow hunting for Devils 
in Hel/, where they ſwarm in Legions. 
But as he was in his Hurry a Gronvernante 
caught him by the Arm and gave him, 
a half turn, and ſtopt him. Old 
I uckey Bird ( (ays ſhe) if thou wanteſt 
Devils here, where do'ſt expe& to find 
them 2 He knew her as foon as he ſaw 
her. And © Art thou here, old Belzebub, 
*in a Petticoat ? ( ſzid he) the very Pi- 
© ure of Satan + the Couples of Male 
*and Female; the Buckle and Thong 
© of Lechery; the Multiplier of fin, 
©<and the Guide of Sinners; The Sca. 
* ſoner of Rotten Mutton ; The Inter- 
© pretreſs betwixt Whores and Knaves ; 
© The Preface to the Remedy of Love; 
*and the Prologue to the Critical Mi- 
* nute. Opeak , and without more ado, 
*tel/ mes, where are the Devils and 
* their Dams that brought me hither ? 
© Theſe are none of them. No, 0; 1 
* am not ſuch an Awfe as to be Trepan'd, 
* and ſpirited away by Devils with Tails, 
* Horns, Briſtles, Wings, that ſmell as if 
* they had been ſmoakt in a Chimmney-

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Corner, The Devils that I look for, are 
© worſe than theſe. Where are the Mo- 
* thers that play the Bawds to their ow 


© Dauebters £ and the Aunts that do as 


much tor their Nieces, and make them 
* caper and ſparkle like Wild-fire > The 
* Black ez'd Gerls, that carry fire in their 
Eyes, and (trike as ſure as a Lewnce 
*from the Keſt of a Cavalier > Where 
* are the Flatterers, that ſpeak nothing 
© but pleaſing things * The Make-bates and 
* Incendiaries, that are the very Carker 
* of Humane Socicty? Where are the 
Y Story- Mongers 2 The Miſte#5 of the Fa- 
* culty of Lyire £ That Report more than 
* they Hear, Afﬀirm more {hair they Know, 
© and ſwear more than they Bxlieve. Thoſe 
* landerous Back-biters, that, like Vaulturs, 
© prey only upon Carrion Where are 
the Hypocrites that wurn Devotion into 
© Intereſt, and make a Revenue of a Com- 
* mandment * That pretend Ecftaſte, 
* when they are drunk; and utter the 
© Fures and Dreams of tlicir [ixary 
*and Tipple, for Revelations ? That 
*make Chappels of their Parlours ; 
* Preachments of their ordinary Emer- 
* tainments : and every thing they do 
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©is a Miracle. They can Divine all 
© that's told them; and raiſe people to 
© Life again, that counterfeit fick, when 
* they ſhould work 3 and give 8n honeſt 
© Man to the Devil with a Deo Gratizs. 
* Theſe are the Devils I would be at: 

* Theſe are they that have damnd me; 
©look them out, and find them for me, 
<ye impudent Hag, or I ſhall be ſo bold 
© 2s to ſearch your French Hood for 
*them. And with that word he fell on 
upon the poor Gonvernante, tore off her 
Head Geer, and laid about him fo furi- 
ouſly, that there would have been no 
getting him off, if Lacifer had not made 
uſe of bis Abſolute Authority to quiet 
him. 

Immediately upon the compoling of 
this Fray, we heard the ſhooting of 
Bars and Bolts, the opening of Doors 
and Hinges that creakt for want of 
Greaſe, and_ a ſtrange Humming of a 
great Number of Feop/e. The fir(t that 
appear'd were a company of Bold, Tal- 
kative, and painied Old Women ; but as 
bonny and gameſome, tickling and toying 
with one another, as if they had never 
jeen Thirt? zen 5 and carrying it out with 
al 
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an Air of much fatisfaftion and content. 
The Babler was ſomewhat ſcandaliz'd 
at their Behaviour z and told them how 
ill they did to be merry in He/: and 
ſeveral others admir'd it as much, and 
askt them the reaſon of it, conſidering 
their Condition, With that, one of the 
Gang that was wretchedly thin and pale, 
and raisd upon a pair of Heels that 
made her Legs longer than her Body, 
told Lucifer, with great Reſpe& : thar 
at their firſt coming, they were as ſad as 
it was poſſuble for a company of damn'd 
old Fades to be. But (lays (he) we were 
a little comforted, when we heard of 
no other Puniſhment here, than Weep- 
ing and Gnaſhing of Teeth; and in ſome 
Hope to come off upon reaſonable 
Terms: for we have not among us all 
ſo much asa drop of moiſture in our By- 
dies, nor a Tooth in our Heads. Search 
them preſemly (cry d the Intermedler) 
fqueeze the Balls of their Eyes, and tet 
their Gums be examin'd, you'll find 
Szaggs, Stumps, or Roots; or enough of 
ſomewhat or other there to ſpoil the 
Jeſt. Upon the Scrutiny, they were 
tound ſo dry, that they Were good tor 

no- 
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nothing in the World, but to ſerve for 
Tinder or Matches, and fo they were dil- 
pos'd of into the Devils Tinder- Boxes. 
While they were caſing up the Old 
Women, there came on a number of 
people of ſeveral Sorts and Yualities, that 
calPd out to the firſt they ſaw 3 Praye, 
Gentlemen (aid they) before we go any 
farther, will ye dire@# us to the Court of 
Rewards? How's That (cry'd one of 
the Company) I was afraid we had been 
in He/, but fince you talk of Rewards, 
I hepe 'tis but Purgatory; Good, Good, 
(faid the whole Multitude) you'll quickly 
find where you are : Purgatory !(cry'd the 
Intermedler) you have left that up the 
Hill there, upon the Right Hand. This is 
Hel, and a place of Puniſhment ; Here's 
no Regiſtry of Rewards. Then we are 
miſtaken (ſaid he that ſpake firſt.) How 
ſo? (cryd the Iztermedier) You (hall 
hear, (ſaid the other) We were in the 
other World intitled to the Order of the 
Squires of the Pad; and borrow'd now 
and then a finall Sum upon the King's 
Highway: we underſtood ſomewhat too 
of the Croſ-bite, and the uſe of the 


frail Dye. Some of our —— 
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and charitable Friends, would fain have 
drawn us off from the Courſe we were 
113 and to give them their due,beſtow?d 
a great deal of good countel upon us 
to very little purpoſe ; for we were in 
a pretty way of Thriving, and had got- 
ten a habit, and could not leave it. 
We askt them , What wonld you have us 
do £ Money we have none, and without 
it there's no living : ſhould we ſtay till 
it were brought , vr come alone? How 
would ye bave a poor Individuum Vagum 
to live that has neither Eſtate, Office, 
Maſter, mor Friend to maintain him : 
and is quite out of his Element, unleſs ke 
be either in a Tavern, 4 Bawdy-houſe, 
or « Gaming Ordinary 2 Now, That's the 
man that Providence has appointed to 
live by his Wits. Our Adviſers ſaw there 
was no good tobe done, and went their 
way, telling us, that i» the other world 
we ſhould meet with ou Reward. 

They would tell us ſometime , how 
baſe a thing 1t was to defame the Houſe, 
and abuſe the Bed of a Friend. Our an- 
ſwer was ready 3 * Well; and had we 
© not better do it there where the houſe 
* is open to us, the Maſter and Lady 
*kind 5 
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« kind, the occalion fair and eafie ; than 
©to run a Catterwawling into a Family 
© where every Servant in the Houle is a 
«Spy, and (perhaps) a Fellow behind 
* every Door in the Houſe with a Dag- 
«per or Piſtol in his hand to entertain 
© us. Upon this our Grave Counſellors find- 
ing us ſo reſolute, een gave ns over, 
and told us as before ; that, In the other 
World we ſhould meet with our Reward, 
Now taking This to be the other World 
theſe honeſt men told us of, we are 
inquiring after the Rewards they pro- 
mis d us. 

Abominable Scoundrels ! (aid an Offi. 
cer of Juſtice, there at Hand 3 How ma- 
ny of your reprobated Companions, 
bave ſquandred away their Fortunes 
upon Whores and Dice, expoſing not on- 
ly their Wives and Children, but many 
a Noble Family to a ſhameful and irre- 
parable Ruine ; and let any man put in 
a word of wholeſome advice, their An- 
(wer is, * Tuſh, Tuſh, our Wives and 
< Children are in the hands of Prozi- 
© dence 5 and let him provide for the 
Rooks, that feeds the Ravens. Then 
was it told ye, you ſhould find your Reward 
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in the other World; and the time is now 
come, wherein ye ſhall receive it : Up 
then ye curſed Spirits, and away with 
them. At which word, a Legion of De- 
vils fell on upon the miſerable Cai- 
tiffs with Whips and Firebrands, and 
gave them their long expected Reward ; 
And at every laſh, a Voice was heard to 
ſay, In the other World you ſhall receive 
your Reward, Theſe Wretches in the 
mean while, damning and ſinking them- 
ſelves to the pit of Hell, (till as if they 
had been upon Earth, and vomiting 
their cuſtomary and execrable Blaſphe- 
mie. 

Juſt as this ſtorm blew over, there 
drew near a multitude of Bailiffs, Ser- 
jeants, Catchpoles , and other Officers of 
prey, with the Thieves Devil, bound hand 
and foot, and a foul Arcuſation againſt 
him. - Whereupon L zcifer with a tell 
countenance took his ſeat in a flaming 
Chair, and call'd his Officers - about 
him. So ſoon as the Prince had taken 
his place, a certain Officer began his 
Report. * Here is before thee (quoth he) 
*a Devil (moſt mighty Lucrfer) that 
* ſtands charg'd with Ignorance in his

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«Trade; and the (ſhame of his Quali- 
*ty and Profeſtion , inſtead of damming 
* men, he has made it his buſineſs to 
« /zve them. The word ſave, put the 
« Court 1n ſuch a Rage, that they bit 
* their Lips, till the blood (tarted , and 
* the fire ſparkled at their Eyes 3 and 
* Lucifer turning about to his Attorney 
© Who would ever have imagin'd, (aid he, 
© that ſo treacherows a Raſcal could have 
© been harbour d in my Dominions £ It \s 
* moſt certain, my gracious Lord , re- 
* ply'd the Attorney, that this Devil has 
© been very diligent in drawing people 
© into Thefts and Filferies , and then 
* when they come to be diſcover'd, they 
© are clapt up and hang'd , or ſome mil. 
* chicf or other. But (till before Execu- 
© tion, the Ordinary calls rhem to ſhrifr, 
* ard many times the toy takes them in 
* the head to confeſs and repert, and fo 
© they are. fevd. Now this filly Devil 
* thinks that when be has brought them 
* to Steal, Murder, Coin, and the like, 
© he has done his part, and ſo he leaves 
*them : whereas he ſhould (tick cloſe to 
* them 1n the Priſon 3 and be tempting 
* of them to deſpair, and make away 
* them- 
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* themſelves. But when they are once 
left to the Prieſt, he commonly brings 
* them to a (ight of their fins, and they 
© (cape. Now this ſimple Devil was not 
* aware, it ſeems, that many a Secul goes 
© to Heaven from the Gallows, the Wheel, 
© and the Faggot: and this failing has 
*loſt your Righneſs many a fair Pur- 
*chace. Here's enough (cry'd the Pre- 
© dent) and there needs no more Charge 
* againſt bim. The poor Devil thought 
* was high time to ſpeak now, when 
* they were juſt upon the point of paſ- 
* fing his Sentence 3 and fo he cry'd out, 
* My Lord (aid he) I beſeech you hear 
* me; for though they ſay the Devil is 
© deaf, it is not meant of your Greatneſs, 
So there was a general hlence, and thus 
he proceeded. 
* I cannot deny (my Lord) but Tybure 
* is the way to Faradiſe, and many a man 
© poes to Heaven from the Gallows, But 
*if you will ſet thoſe that are dammn'd for 
* condemning others , againit thoſe that 
* are ſav'd from the Gallows, Hell will be 
© found no Loſer by me at the foot of 
*the Accompt, How many Marſbal's- 
© men, Turn- Keys, and Keepers have I ent 
* ye 
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©ye for letting a Coiner give them the 
* (lip now and then, with his falſe Mo- 
© xey (always provided they leave better 
* Money inſtead on't) How many falſe 
* Witneſſes, and Knights of the Poſt, that 
* would ſet their Conſciences like (locks 
©to go faſter or ſlower according as 
* they had wore or leſs weight, and ſwear 
© ex Jempore, at all Rates and Prices / 
© How many Solicitors , Attorneys, and 
© Clarks, that would draw ye up a Decla- 
© ration or an Inditement ſo ſlily , that I 
* my (elf could hardly diſcover any Er. 
© rour 1n't 5 and yet when it came to the 
« Teſt, it was as plain as the Noſe on a 
* mans face (that 1s to ſay again , Pro- 
© vided they were well paid for the Fa- 
© ſhion) How many Jaylors that would 
© wink at an Eſcape tor a Lafty Bribe £ 
* And how. many ©Mtorneys that would 
© oive ye diſpatch or delay thereafter as 
© they were greasd? Now after all this, 
* what does 1t ſignifie, if oze Thief of a 
* thouſand comes to the Gallows ? he only 
* ſuffers becauſe he was poor, that there 
* may be the betrer trading for the rich, 
© and without any defign in the World 
* to ſupprels ſtealing. Nay, 1: often falls 
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F out, that they that bring the MilefaFor 
* to the Gibbet , are the worſe Criminals 
* of the two, | But they are never Jooker 
* after 5 or if they ſhould be, they have 
* tricks. and fetches enough to bring 
* themſelves off 3 ſo that it fares in this 
© caſe, as it did with him that had his 
© houſe troubled with Rats, and. would 
* needs take in a company of Cats to 
F deſtroy them : The Rats would be 
* mibling at his Cheeſe, his Bacon, a Cruſt 
* of Bread, and now and then a Candles 
* End : But when the Cats came, down 
* went a Mzlk bowl, away goes a Brace of 
* Partridges, or a conple of Pidgeons, and 
* the poor man muſt content himſelf to 
* go ſupperleſs to bed. In the concluſion, 
* the Rats were Troubleſome, but the Cats 
* were intolerable. _ And then there's 
* This in't ; ſuppoſe one poor fellow hangs 
© and goes to Heaven 5 I do but give bing 
* in truck for two hundred at leaſt, that 
* deſery'd to be hang'd, but "ſcape and go to 
* Hell at laſt. Belides, a Thief upon a Gib- 
* bet, is as good ar a Roaſted Dog in a P3- 
* geon-bouſe for ye ſhall immediately 
* have two or three thouſand Witches a- 
* bout bim, for ſnips of bis Halter, an Eye- 
| 3 2 & Tooth, 
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«Tooth, or a Collop 'of his Fat , which 
© 1s of Soveraiga uſe in many of their 
© Charms. But in fine; '&t me do what 
*I will, ny ſervices are not underſtood, 
« My Sacceflor, it may be, will diſcharge 
* bis Duty better, and indeed [ am ve- 
Fry well cofitent to tay down my Com- 
* miſſion for (to ſay the Truth) Iam in 
t yeats, and would gladly have a little 
*Reſt now,-in my old Age, which I ra- 
*chet ' pfopoſe to niy ſelf in the Ser- 
"vice of fome Pretender , than where 
I] amy, 

Lucifer heard him with "great pati- 
ence, and in the end, gave him all the 
ſatisfaQion imaginable 3 ſtrictly charg- 
10g the evil Spirits. that had abus'd him, 
to do ſoino more, upori hazard of Pains 
Corporal and Spiritual. And they de- 
fir'd him too, that he would not Jay 
down his Enployment, for he was 
ſtrong enough yer to do very good fer- 
vice'in- it. But to think of Eafing bim- 
felf by going ro a Pretender , - he'd find 
timfelf miſtaken, for *twas a Duty he'd 
never be able to endure. Well! (lays 
he) een What your Highneſs ' pleaſes. 
But jru'y I chovght a-Devil might _ 

| liv 
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liv'd very Comfortably in that Condi- 
tion; for he has no more to do, that I 
can ſee, than to keep his Ears open, and 
learn his Trade. For put Caſe it ſhould 
be ſome Pretender to a Good Office, or a 
Fat Biſhoprick (though the Fathers, and 
Councils, are againi# Pretenders in This 
Caſe) I phanſie to my (elf, all the plea- 
ſure, and Divertiſement that may be. 
It is as good as going to School, for theſe 
People teach the Devils their A BC. And 
all that we have to do, is to ſit ſti}, and 
learn. _ 

The Viſor that follow'd this, was the 
Demon of Tabaco , which I muſt con- 
fets did not a little ſurpriſe me. { have 
indeed, often ſaid to my /elf, Certainly 
theſe Smokers are poſſeſs; but I could 
never ſwear it till now. I have (ſaid 
the Devil, by bringing this Weed 1nto 
Spain , reveng'd the Indians upon the 
Spaniards for all the Mafzcres and 
Butcheries they committed there, and 
done them more Miſchief , than ever 
Colon, Cortes, Almero, Pizarro did i the 
Indies : By how much it is more ho- 
nourable to dye upon a Swords Point, 
by Gun/hot, or at the Month of a Can- 
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nons than for a man 'to Synivel and 
Sneeze himſelf into another World ; 'or 
togo away in a Meagrim, or a Spotted- 
Feaver, perchance 3 which is the Ordi- 
zary effe of this poyſonous Tabaco. It is 
with Iabaconiſis, as 'tis with Demoni- 
acs under an Exorciſm;, They Fume, 
and Vapour, but the Devil ſticks to tbems 


ſtill. Many there are that make a very 


Idol of it, they admire, they adore it, 
tempting and- perfecutiog all people to 
take it, and the bare mention of it, puts 
them into an Ecſtaſte, In the Smoke, It is 
2 Probation tor Hell, where another day 
15 ak mult endure Smoaking 3 53 Taken in 
Powder, at the Noſe, it draws upon Touth 
the Incommodities of old Age, in the 
perpetizal Amroyance of Rheum , and 

Drivel. © 
The Devil of Subornation came 
next, which was a good complexiond, 
and a well timberd Devil ; To my 
gr:2: Amazement I muſt. acknowledge, 
tor ] 12d rever ſeen any Devils till now, 
but what were extreme Ugly, The Air 
of his face was ſo familiar to me, that 
werhought I had feen it in a Thouſand 
i=yerei places 3 ſometime under a Vet), 
| ſometime 
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fometime open 3 now under one ſhape, 
and then. under another. One while 
he calld himſelf Childs Play; Another 
while, Kind Entertainment ; Here, Pay- 
ment ; there, Reſtitution ; and in a third 
place, Alms : but in fine, I could never 
learn his right Name. I remember in 
ſome places I have heard him call'd [:- 
herit ance, Profit, Good Cheap, Patrimo- 
ny, Gratitude. Here he was call'd Do@or, 
there Batchelor ; with the Lawyers, Sol- 
licitors, and Attorneys, he paſt under the 
Name of Right ; and the Confeſſors call'd 
him Charity. 

He was well accompany 'd, and ſtiPd 
himſelf- Satans Lieutenant : but there 
was a Devil of conſequence that opposd 
him, might and main : and made Thy 
Proclamation of himſelf. Be it known 
(lays he) that I am the Great Embroyler, 
and Politick Entangler of Affairs. The 
Deluder of Princes, the Pretext of the 
Onworthy , and the Excuſe of Tyrants, 
F can make Black White : and give what 
Colour 1 pleaſe to the fouleſs AFions in 
Nature. If Thad a mind to overturn the 
World, and put all in a general Confuſgon, 
Fcould do it ; for Þ have it in my Rower, 
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10 Baniſh Order and Reaſon out of it : 
To turn Saucineſs, and Importunity 
into Merit 3 Example ito Necellity ; 
To give Law to Succeſs z Authority to 
Infamy 3 and Credit to Infolence. I bave 
the Tongues of a! Counlellers at my 
Girdle, and they ſhall ſpeak neither more 


nor leſs than juſt as 1 pleaſe. In ſhort, 


That's Eaſte to me , which others account 
Impoſſible, and while 1 live , ye need ne- 
ver fear either Vertue, Juſtice, or Good 
Government in the World. This Devil 
of Subornation , that talks of his Lieu- 
tenancy, what could he ever have done 
without me 2 He's a Raſcal that no 
Perſon of Quality would admit into his 
Company , if I did not fit him with /7- 
zors and Diſgiſesr., Let bim hold his 
Tongue then 3 and know himſelf ; and 
let me hear no more of thoſe Diſputes 
about the Lieutenancy of Hell, tor I 
have Lucifer's broad Seal to ſhew for my 
Title rot. 

For my part (cry'd another Muti- 
nous Spirit) I am one of thoſe humble 
minded Devils that can content my felt 
to hold the Door upon a good Occafion 3 
or knock, under the Table, and play at 

- ſmall 
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ſmall Game rather than ſlard out. uu 
few words among Friends are beſt , and 
when I have ſpoken three or four, let 
him come up that liſts, I am then (ſays 
he) the Devils Interpreter, and my buti- 
neſs isto Gloſs upon the Text ; In which 
Caſe , the Cxckolds are excecdingly be- 
holden to me 3 for I have much to ſay 
for the Honour of the Horn, How ſhould 
4 poor fellow that has a handſom Wench 
to his Wiſe , and never a penny to live 
on, hold up his head in the World, if 
It were not for that Quality ? I have a 
pretty faculty in doing good Officer tor 
Diſtreſſed Ladies , at a time of Need; 
and I make the whole Sex ſenſible how 
great a Folly and Madneſs it is to neg- 
ie thole ſweet opportunities. Among 
other Secrets , { have found out a way to 
eftabliſh an Office for 1 hievery, where the 
Officers ſhall be Thieves, and juſlifie it 
when they have done. Here he (topr. 
There was a ſhort Silence, and then 
there appeard another Devil of about 4 
foot and a half long. I am (lays he) a 
Devil but of a ſmall (ize, and perhaps 
one of the lealt in He; and yet the 
Door opens to me as well as to ano-

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ther; for I never come Empty banded, 
Why, what have ye brought then 2 (lays 
the Intermedler) and came up to him 
What have I brought ? (quoth he) I have 
brought an Eternal Talker , and @ Fini- 
cal Flatterer : They are two pieces that 
were in high Eſteem in the Cabinets of two 
great Princes, and .I bave brought them 
for 4 Preſent to Lucifer.

Devil, complaining that he had been a 
matter of fix years about ſo infamous a 
Raſcal, that there was no good to be 
done with him, for the Bad as well as the 
Better fort were ſcandaliz'd at his Con- 
verſation, A mighty . Piece of Buſineſs, 
cry'd the Governante, And could you 
not have gotten him a handſome Office or 
Employment * That would have made 
him good for ſomething, and you might 
have done his bufineſs, 

In 
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In the mean time the Daebler went 
whiſpering up and down, and finding 
Faults, till at length he came to 4 huge 
bundle of ſleeping Devils 1n a Corner that 
were fagotted up, and all worldy and full 
of Cobwebs, which he immediately 
gave notice of, and they cut the Band 
to give them Air. With much ado, 
they awaked them, and askt what Devils 
they were; what they did there, and why 
they were not upon Duty. They fell a 
TYawning , and ſaid that they- were the 
Devils of Luxury: But fince the Wo- 
men have taken a Phancy to prefer 
Guinies, and Facobw#s, before their Mo. 
defly and Honour , there has been no 
need of a Devil in the caſe to tempt 
them: for 'tis but ſhewing them the 
merry Spankers, they'll dare, like Larks, 
and fall down before ye, and then ye 
may een do what you will with them, 
and take them up in a Purſe-Net. Gold 
ſupplies all Imperfe@ions; \t makes an 
Angel of a Crocodile turns a Fool into 
a Philoſopher z and a Dreſſing Box well 
lin'd is worth Twenty thouſand Devils. 
So that there is no Temptation like a Pre- 
ſent, and take them from Top to _— 
1/8 
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the whole Race of Woman is frail, and one 
1hred of Pearl will do more with them 
than a Million of Stories. 

Juſt as this Devil made an end, we 
heard arother ſnorting; and *twas well 
he did fo, for we had trod upon his Belly 
elſe. He was laid hold on upon Suſpicion 
that he {lept Dog-ſieep, or rather the Sleep 
of a contented Cuckold, that would ſpoil 
0 Sport where he made none. I am (lays 
he) the Nuns Devil, and for want of other 
Imoloyment, [ have been three Days 
all:zep here as you found me. My Mi- 
itreſſes are now chuſing an Abbeſs, and al- 
ways when they areat that work, I make 
Holy Day : for they are all Devils them- 
ſelves then, There is ſuch Canvaſing, 
Flattering , Importuning , Cajoling , me- 
king of Parties; and in a word, ſq general 
a Confuſton , that a Devil among them 
would do more hurt than good. Nay, 
the Ambitious make it a point of Honour 
upon ſuch an Occaſion, to ſhew that 
they can out-wit the Devil. And if ever 
Hell ſhould be in danger of Peace, It is 
my Advice, that you preſently call in a ('on- 
vention of Nuns for the El:@ion of an 
Abbeſs, which would molt certainly 
reduce 
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reduce it to its ancient ſtate of Sedition, 
Mutiny, and Confuſion, and bring us 
all, in Effe&, to ſuch a paſs, that we 
ſhould hardly know one another. 

Lncifer was very well pleagd with the 
Advice, and order'd it to be enter'd up- 
on the Regiſter, as a ſure expedient to 
ſupprefs any Diſorders that might hap- 
pen for the future to the Diſturbance of 
his Government - after which he com- 
manded the iſſuing out of a Summons to 
all his Companies and Livery- Men, who 
forthwith appeard in prodigious Mul- 
titudesz and Lucifer, with a Hideows 
Yell, deliver'd himſelf moſt graciouſly, 
as follows.

At this the whole Aſſembly fell to 
whiſpering and mutiering , and (taring 
one upon another ; till at laſt Lucifer ob- 
ſerving it, bad them never trouble them- 
ſelves to guels who it might be, but fetch 
Good Fortane to him, known otherwiſe 
by the name of Madam Proſperity z who 
preſently appear'd in the Tail of the Af(- 
ſembly, and with a proud and diſdain- 
ful Air, march'd up and planted her 
{clf before the degraded Seraphim; who 
lookt her wiſtly in the Face, and then he 
went on 10 tae Tone he firſt began. 

It is our Wil, Pleaſure, and Command, 
that next and immediately under Our 
proper Perſon, you pay all Honour and 
Reſped to the Lady Proſperity; and obey 
her, as the moſt mighty and ſupreme Go- 
verneſs of theſe our Dominions, Which 
Titles and Qualities, we have conferr'd 
upon her, as due to her merit, for ſhe 
hath damn'd more Souls than all you to- 
gether, She it is that makes them caſt j 
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all ſear of God, and love of their Neighbour. 
She it is that makes men place their Ss- 
vereign good in Riches. That engages and 
entangles mens minds in Vanity ;, (trikes 
them blind in their Pleaſuresy, Loads them 
with Treaſure, and Buries them in ſe. 
Where's the Tragedy that She has not 
play'd her part in ? where's the Stability 
and Wiſdom that She has not ſtagger'd 2 
Where's the Folly that She has not im- 
prov'd and augmented 2 She takes no Coun- 
fel, and fears no Puniſhment. She it 1s that 
furniſhes zeatter for Scandal, Experience 
for Story; that entertains the Crelty of 
Tyrants, and bathes the Executioners in 
Innocent Blood, How many Souls, that 
liv'd i»nocent, while they were poor, 
have fallen into zmpiety and reprobation, 
ſo ſoon as ever they came to drink of the 
inchanted Cup of Proſperity! Go to then, 
be Obedient to Her, we charge ye all 
as to Our Self: and know, that They 
that ſtand their ground againſt Proſperity 
are none of your Duarry, Let them een 
alone 3 for *tts but time loſt to attempt 
them. Take example from that imper- 
tinent Devil, that got leave to tempt 
Job ; he perſecuted him, beggard him, 
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cover'd him all over with Scabs and QOl- 
cers. Sot that he was ! if he had under- 
ſtood his bufineſs, he would have gone 
another way to work, and begg'd leave 
to have multiply'd Riches upon him ; and 
to have polle(s'd him of Health and Plea- 
ſures. That's the Tryal : and how many 
are there that when they thrive 1n the 
World, turn their backs upon Heaver, 
and never ſo much as ame their Creator 3 
but in Oaths , and then too, without 
thinking on him ? Their Diſcourſe is all 
of Follities, Banquets, Comedies, Purcha- 
ſes, and the like, Whereas the Poor Mar 
has God perpetually both in his »outh 
and heart. Lord (ſays he) be mindful of 
me, and have mercy upon me, for all my 
tr jt is in thee, Wherefore (ſays Lucifer, 
redoubling his accurled clamour) let it 
be publiſh'd forthwith throughout all 
our Territories , that Calamities, Tronu- 
bles, and Perjcciitions are our mortal Ene- 
mics : for lo we have found them upon 
Experience: they are the Diſpenſations 
of Providen.:, the Blelſangs of the Al- 
mighty, to fit Sinners for himſelf, and 
they that ſuf/cr them are engolled in the 
Militia of He en.

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Ttem; For the better Adminiſtration 
of our Government, it is our 1/4 and 
Pleaſure, and we do firidtly charge and 
command, That or Devils give conſtant 
attendance in all Courts of Judicature, and 
they are hereby totally diſcharged from 
any further care of /ittle Petty-Foggers, 
Flatterers, and Envious Perſons, for they 
are ſo well acquainted with Hel Road, 
that they'll guide one another. without 
the help ot a Devil to bring them hither. 

Item; We do Ordain and Command, 
That no Devil preſume for the future to 
entertain any Confident, but Profit ;, for 
That's the Harbinger that provides Vice 
the moſt Commodiows Yuarter, even in 
the ſtraiteſt Conſciences. 

ltem; We do Ordain as a matter of 
great importance to the conſervation of 
our Empire, that in what part ſoever 
of our Dominions, the Devil of Money 
ſhall vouchſafe to appear , al other De- 
vils there preſent, ſball riſe, and with a 
low Reverence, preſent him the Chair, in 
token of their ſubzeiſſzon to his Power 
and Authority, 

Items, We do moſt exprelly Charge 
and Command all our Officers, 2s well Ci- 
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vil as Military, to employ their utmoſt 
Diligence and Induſiry, for the eſtabliſh- 
ing a General Peace throughout the 
World. For that's the time tor wicked- 
geſs to thrive in, and all forts of Vices to 
proſper and flouriſh, as Luxury, Gluttony, 
ldleneſs, Lying, Slandering, Gaming, and 
IT horing 3 and in a word, ſi: is upon the 
Encreaſe, and Goodneſs 1n the Wane. 
Whereas in a ſtate of War, men are up- 
on the exerciſe of Valour and Vertue ; 
calling often upon Heaven, in the Morn- 
7ng, for fear of being knocks 0n the Head 
after Dinner : and honeſt men and ations 
are rewarded. 

Hiem; We do from this time forward 
diſcharge all our Officers and Agents 
whatſoever, from giving themſclves any 
further trouble of tempting Men and Wo- 
men to fins of Incontinence, foraſmuch 
as we find upon Experiezce, that 4d!te- 
ry and Fornication will never be left, till 
the old Woman ſcratches the Stool for her 
backſide. And though there may be (e- 
veral intervals of Repentance , and {ume 
faint Purpoſ-s of giving it over; yet 
the Humonr returns again with the next 
Tide of Blood , and (oncupiſcence is 2s 
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Loyal a SubjeR to us, as any we have in 
our Dominions. 

Item; In conſideration of the Exem- 
ption aforeſaid, by which means ſeveral 
poor Devil: are left without preſent em- 
ployment: And foraſmuch as there are 
many Merchants and Tradeſmen in Lon- 
don, Paris, Madrid, Amſterdam, and elſe. 
where, up and down the World, that are 
very charitably dispos'd to relieve People in 
want, eſpecially young Heirs newly at Age, 
and Spend-Thrifts, that come to borrow 
money of them ; but the times being Dead, 
and little money ſtirring, all they can do is 
to furniſh them with what the Houſe af- 
fords; and if a hundred Pound or two 
in (ommodity will do them any good, "tis at 
their ſervice (they ſay.) This the Gal- 
lant takes up at an exce(ſrve rate, to ſell 4- 
gain immediately for what be can get 3 
and the Merchant has bis Friend to take 
it off underband, at a third part of the 
value (which is the way of helping men 
in diſtreſs.) Now ont of a ſingular Keſpe? 
to the ſaid Merchants and Tradeſmen, 
and for their better encouragement 5 4s alſo 
to the end that the Devils aforeſaid may not 
ran into lewd courſes, for want of buſteſs :

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We Will and Require , That a Legion of 
the ſaid Devils, ſhall from time to time 
be continually aiding and aſſiſting to the 
ſaid Merchants and Tradeſmen, in the 
quality of Faftors , to be. reliev d monthly 
by a freſh I egion, or oftener, if occaſion ſhall 
TO ulre, 

ltem ; We will and Command that all 
our Devil: of what Degree, or Suality ſoe- 
ver, do henceforth entertain a ſtri& Amity 
and Correſpondence with our Truſty 
and Well-Beloved, the Ulurers, the Re. 
venpetu!l, the Envious , ad all Preten- 
ders to great Places, and Dignities : and 
above all others, with the Hypocrites, who 
are the moſt Powerful Impoſtors in Natare, 
and ſo excellently skilld in their Trade, 
That they ſteal away Peoples Hearts and 
Souls at the Eyes, and Ears, inſenſ#bly, 
and draw to themſelves Adoration and 
Reward. 

Item ; We do further Order, and Com- 
mand, that all care poſlibte be taken for 
the maintaining of Blabs, Informers, In- 
iendiaries, and Paraſites in all Courts and 
Palaces; for thence comes Our Harveſt. 

[tem;, That the Bablers, Tale bearers, 
Mak -bates , and Inſtruments of Divor- 
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ces, and Yuarrels, be no longer calld 
Fanns, but Bellows in regard thet they 
draw, and inflame, without groing any 
Allay, or Retrelhment. 

Items That the Intermedlers be here- 
afier call d, and reputed the Devil's Bo- 
dy-Lice, becauſe they fetch Bloud of thoſe 
that feed and nouriſh them. 

Lucifer then caſting a ſowre Look ©- 
ver his Shoulder, and efpyiug the Gonver- 
ante : I'm of his Mind (quoth he) that 
ſaid, Let God diſpoſe of the Douegna's (or 
Gonvernante's) as be pleaſes; for I'minno 
little Tronble how to diſpoſe of theſe Con- 
founded Carrions, Whereupon, 1he 
Damn'd cry'd out with one Voice : Oh 
Lucifer, /et it zever be ſaid, that it rain'd 
Douegna's in thy Dominions. Are we not 
miſerable enough without this new Plague 
of being bated by Hags * Ab! Curſed Lu- 
cifer, (cry'd every one to himſelt) ?Zow 
theme any where, ſo they come not near me. 
And with that ibey all clapt their Tails be- 
tween their 1.cgs, and drew in their Horns, 
for fear of this new Torment. Lucifer 
tinding how the Dread of the O!4 1Vomen 
wrought upon the Devils, contented 
himſelf, at the preſent, to let it paſs only 
in 
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#t terrorem; but withal, he ſwore by the 
honour of his Imperial Crown, and as he 
hop'd to be ſav'd, that what Devil, Devils 
Dam, or Reprobate ſoever, ſhould in time 
to come be ſound wanting to his Duty; 
and in the leaſt degree diſobedient to his 
Laws and Ordinances ;, All, and every the 
ſaid Devil, or Devils ; their Dams, and 
Reprobates ſo offending , ſhould be deli- 
ver d up to the torture of the Douegna; 
and ty'd Muzzle to Muzzle 3 ſo to remain 
in Secula Seculorum without Relief or 
Appeal 3 any Law, Statute, or Oſage to 
the Contrary Notwithſtanding. But in the 
mean. time, Caft them into that dry 
Ditch, (ſays he) that they may be ready 
for uſe upon any occaſion. 
Immediately, upon the Pronouncing 
of this Solemn Decree, Lucifer retir'd to 
his Cel/z The Weather clear'd up ; and 
the Company diſperſt in a fright, at ſo hor- 
rible a Menace, and ſo went about their 
buſineſs: When a Voice was heard out 
of the Clouds, as the Voice of an An- 
gel, ſaying, He that rightly comprehends 
the Morality of this Diſcourſe, ſhall never 
repent the Reading of it.
